JAMES COSMO MELVILL, Esq. ajain cajicd in and examined. 

What is the nature of th,e revision of the accounts which takes place 
in England? — The pecuniary transactions of the Indian governments tire 
l ecorded fn general books of account, which are kept upon the principle ol‘ 
d«iiUe entry, and annually balanced in the same manner, and with all that 
atteid:ion to accuracy which characterizes book-keeping in tire counting-house 
of a merchant. The general books are closed within twelve months after 
ttie termination of the year of account. Previously to their being closed, 
statements, drawn up by tlie Acco’untants-general of tl>e several presidencies, 
of all the cash transactions of the year, arc despatched to tlie Court of Direc-* 
^ors, which statements arc usually received before the general books of ac- 
count. The first duty to be performed in this country is that of prepaVing 
the annual revenue atKl charge-accounts, which are required by the Act of 
Geo. III., c. 52, ^.*126, to be annually laid before both Houses of Parliament ; ' 
that Act directs that the accounts shall be made u)) to the latest practicable 
period, and according to the best information which the Court of Directors 
have received, consequently the accounts presented to Parliament are framed 
from those statements of receipband disbursement which precede die general 
bqpks. As soon as tlie general books arrive it is thu duty of my department 
to collate all the entries in the statements of receipt and disbursement with 
the general books, in order to ascartain whether the view which the Account- 
ants-general have taken be correct ; and it is due to those officers to say, that 
the effect of that comparison is almost invariably such as to prove jtheir accu- 
racy. The result of this detailed investigation is entered upon the Com- 
pany's books of account in England, and any variation between that re^lt 
and the resiflt shown in the accounts laid before Parlianaent, is corrected in 
the accounts presented in tlie following year. Tllere is only one other ])oir^ 
in the revision of the Indian accounts, which it may be fmportant to notice. 
The Court of Directors annually, in communications to the Indian govern- 
ments, take a detailed review of all the revenues and charges, pointing out 
variations, issuing such instructions as those variatiohs may suggest, and ooln- 
municating the views and directions of the home authorities as to the gcndral 
financial administration of India. • *

~Every year. . • 

.5670. In what department tfe they prepared?— In my department. 

.5671. As you have been employed *n preparing most of those despajtches 
during the present charter, you can, of course furnish a* comparative state- 
ment of the financial results of that period ?• — It may be desirable, previously 
to answering that question, that I should place before the Committee, in as 
clear a point of view as I ^’an, the position»of the Company in respect of the 
I’R^o* branches of their affairs, at the clpse of the last charter, because the Com- 
mittee are aware tliat at that period the separation of accounts was first pre- 
scribed ; and ft is obviously important that the Committee should see that 
the commercial capital of the Ct)mpany rests on a solid basis, and that the 
debt of India had its drigfn» entirely in territorial causes. On reference to 
thq'l'hird Report of the Select Committee*on East-Tndia Affairs, in 18'IS, it 
will be observed that tiiat Committee experienced considerable difficulty in 
their attempt to ascertain the relative situation of the territorial and the com- 
mercial branches,. They however came to a conclusion that the balance since > 
1793 had been in favour of the commercial branch. The accounts were sub- 
sequently separated according to a plan laid before Parliament in 1816» and 
the princij>les of separation Raving been thus established, an attempt has been 
.made to aj)j)ly those principles to the accounts of the Company previously 
to Isl-J, and it has been found that an approximative result may be obtained 
from the materials still existing ; and that the defectiveness of it mainly* 
consists in its not comprehending the full extent of the claims of the com- 
merce upon the territory in respect of establishments ’instituted, on shipping 
engaged for commercial objects, but afterwards wholly of in part employed 
for political service's. In the year I78I tfiei'te was laid befofe Parliament a 
statement, framej:! by a Committee of East-1 ndia Proprietors, for the purpose 
of shewing what part of the Company’s commercial funds had been expended , 
in tJie wars whicli preceded the acquisition df the Dewgnnee ; that account, 
which can be exhibited In dctiul, shewed that the charge incurred by the . 
Company in tli^sc wars, in excess of the sums afterwards derived from the 
territorial revenues, amounted, exclusive* of any charge for interest, to * 
£3,(! 1(),0()0 ; and by an estimate, framed upon the principles of separation 
now obserwd, the excess of payments by the commerce, from I78O to 1793, 
was .£().829,.5 o 7, and frpm 1793 to 181 1, £1,599,377, thus making a total of 
£12,0 1 1,9341 as tli^sum which, sujjposing the accounts had been separated 
previously to 1814, would have been the balance Wien due from the territorial 
tf- the commercial Ijranch. ^ ^

— f mean tlie year 17()5, when the Company became, possessed of the ter- 
ritorial fevpnutfs of BcngaA. Having tiiu? put the Committee in possession of '

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the relative situatiibn of the two brai^hes of the Company’s affairs* at the 
time when the separation of accounts was prescribed by’ law, I will proceed, 
In r'eply to the question which has been 'put to me, to state the financial 
results of the territorial branch from 1814-15 to 1827-28 inclusive. During 
, this period of fourteen years, the revetAies of India have amounted in the ag- 
gregate to £284,804, 085, and the charges to £304,188,859 ; the aggregate 
deficit, therefore, has been £193*384,774, to which should still be added 
£349,307 for sums written off) and £90,946 for sums expended on dead stock 
not included in the charges, as coQtained in numbers seventeen and nineteen 
of the papers before the Committee, making togelher £440,253 ; thus aug- 
menting the total territorial deficit sfnce‘l814-15 to £19,825,027. Thte is ex- 
clusive of interest on the balance annually accruing from the territorial to the 
commercial branch of the Company’s affairs,* respecting which there has been 
a discussion between’the Board of Commissioners ahd tho Court of Directors; 
andr.as the jirinciples of the charge are not yet finally settled, it fifas not been 
included in the territorial accounts. The Committee may wish to know the 
years in wliich this large deficiency has particularly accrued ; and I have 
divided the period into three terms, two of five years each,^ahd one of four. 
In the first five years the average annual deficiency was £774,986, in the 
secoqd five years it was £320,628, and in the last four years it was £3,429,108. 
The average deficiency in the last five years of« the old charter, which termi- 
nated in 1814, was £134,062. The Committee will se’e, on examining the 
accounts, that the results which I have now stated differ from those com- 
prised in the papers presented by the King’s Command ; and they will, re- 
member that on the first day that I had the honour of being examined, I 
stated that those accounts had not been made up a't the India House. The 
dift’erences to w^ch I now refer are entirely in tire territorial charges incurred 
in England, and could be fully* ex*plained if the Committee thought it neces- 
sary to go into the detail. One item, omitted in the printed account No. 2, 
pages 16 and 17, is £1,300,000 chargeable in the year LS22-23 as the final 
’ balance paid to the King’s government in discharge of the loan to 'the Com- 
pany in 1812. The other variations are caused ‘by theomission, in the printed 
account, of certain sums in each year for stores and for bff-reckoning charges, 
which were supposed to have b5en adjusted in the Indian accounts, but 
which has been ascertained not to be the case. I hold in' my hand a state- 
ment of the several adjustments, which, if the Committee will aHow me, I 
will deliver in.

‘5674. Are those resiilts obtained after computing their payments by the 
territorial to the commercial branch, at the rate of exchange prescribed by 
the Board of *Coramissioners? — They are. 

5675. Then supposing the territorial bratich had had to effect its remit- 
tances by bills purchased in the markets of India, the deficiency would have 
been considerably beyond the amount stated ? — Certainly. 

5G7G. — To what extent ?■— According to a computation which has been 
.made by the Accountant-general of the Company, and which is, I believe, 
on the table of Ihe Committee, the total benefit which the territory lias 
derived since 1814, from the use of the rates of exchange pre'seribed by the 
Board, instead of the mercantile rates, is £7,187,178.

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5678. AVhat was Ihe amount of the ^gistered territorial debt of* India, 
at interest, at the commencement of the present charter? — £27,002,439. 

5679. What was its arnounj; by the last account ? — On the 30th of April 
1828, £39,606,353. 

5685. The increase of debt, as shown in the two last answers, falling far 
short of the previously stated amquiit of deficit, can you account for the 
discrepancy between the deficiency of ordinary resources, and tho amount 
of money borrowed? — The increase of debt has amounted to £12,603,914. 
Surplus commercial profits have been applied to territorial purposes, to th<? 
extent of £4,9^3,020 ; and the commercial has l^nt to the ferritorial bVanch 
£3,184,0(X). Those three sums make a total of £20,710,934. 'The territo- 
rial deficiency is, as I have stated, £19,825*027. 'The difference* between 
these sums, £885,907, remains to be accounted ibr, "as* an increase to the 
terri!oiiai assets since 1814. . * 

5681. Then the territorial branch has derived aid from the commercial 
branch beyond that arising from exchange ?— Certainly. The total amount 

* of benefit which has accrued to the territory from the commercial branch 
during the present charter is £12,110,198. 

5682. What is the amount of interest on the dfibt of India paid from 1814 
to 1828? — In 1814 the amount of interest upon the 'registered debt was 
£],. 502,217 annually; and in 1828 it was £1,918,507.

5683. The amount of interest paid has not increased in the same propor- 

tion as the debt ? — It h^s not There has been a /reduction in the rate of 
interest. ^ • . 

5684. Will you state how mueh 'of the interest is dcmanilable in England, 
and on what terras, and to what extent it has been actually dcn)anded ? — 
J^r the purpose of clearly answering that question, it is necessary to divide 
the' registered debt into three classes : the 6 ppr cent, rcmittable lo'ans, the 
5 per-cent, loans of 1823, and the new 5 per ’cent. Krans. The interest on 
the first class is payable either half-yearly in India, oit if the proprietor is 

• resident in Europe, he has the opfion, as a matter of right, of demanding 
a bill upon the Court of Directors for the interest, payable at twelve months’ 
date, and at 2^. Id. the sicca rupee. The interest upoil this loan, which 
might be demanded in England, if all the proprietors were resident ip 
Europe, is £466,900. The sum actually so demanded ^in the last year 
amounted to *£300,000. Tlje interest on the second class, viz. the five per- 
cent. k}an of 1823, is payable upon the same terms as that which 1 have • 
just e'xplained) as applicable to the first class, with this important- difference, 
that the privilege which* the residents in Europe possess of receiving interest 
in England, belopgs, as <if right, to the first class, and is only held by the

.7. C.'Mdvilli Etg. jjjg interest is payable to all the hblders, whether resident in Europe or not, 
either in cash in India, or 1^ bills upon England, at 2s. the rupee ; but in 
that case also the option of remittante to England may be withdrawn by tb^, 
home authorities at pleasure. Of this class £450, 0004s the amount which 
might have been demanded in Ehgland,, of which £325,000 was actually 
so demanded. There is still one other class of debt, the Carnage, in which the 
parties have the option of being paid i^ England as a right. The whole 
interest is £97,000, of '^hich £94,000 has been the amount demanded in 
England. The fesult of all these slatefhents is, that the interest depoand- 
able in England is £1,491,500; and that the amount which has been so 
demanded was £843,000. * 

5685. When you state (Sie total of £1,491,500, as demandable in England, 
that includes the two descriptions of 5 pef-cent. debt, of which the Company 
have the power of limiting the payment in England, if they please ? — 

C learly there is only £563,900, appertaining, as of right, to the firstclass of 
debt and the Carnatic debt, the only limitation being that the partiei^ mus^ ' 
as respects the rcmittable loan, be resident in Europe.

5686. The Committee are to understapd that during the present charter 
the Company have provided for the whole amount of territorial dehciency, 
either by borrowing money on the territorial account, or by means of the 
copimercial resources ?— Clearly so. 

5687. Have the Com]^ny during the present Charter discharged a debt to 

the public ? — Yes, they have.- At the commencement of the present Char- 
ter there was due. to the public a large proportion of a'siliiy of £2,500,000 
lent to the Company by the Government in ‘l812. The whole of this, prin- 
cipal and interest, has been discharged since 1814. The total payments on 
that account have been £3,807,985. ^ .. • 

5688. When you state the'debt in 1814 to be £27*000,000, was the sum 
due to the public "incladed in those £27,000,000 ?— No ; that was the 
amount of the debt registered in India. * 

5689. State hpw much has been included of the territorial charges for 
interest, ‘and how much for principal, on account of the loan of 1812?— 
For the principal £2/017,17,2, and for interest^ £790,813. 

6690. Do any "accounts between the public qpd the Company remain un- 
adjusted ?— The accounts between the Public and the Company are now 
settled annually ; and I am pot aware of any being unadjusjted, excepting 
tha*t of the current year, ‘which is in progress, and ^ome balances in respect 
of that portion of the expenditure for King’s troops serving in India which 
p defrayed in England, the 6nal close of which cannot possibly be effected 
until jtwo years after the expiration of the year of account.

5692. Those two transactions having occurred in 1822-23 and 1823-24, 
what would have been the surplus of territorial revenue in those years but 
for those extraordinary payments ?^In 1822-23, hut for the payment of 
£1,300,000, the linal balance of the; loan of 1812, there vould nave, been* 
a surplus of £1,463,479; and in l’823-24, but for the arrangecpent with re. 
spect to the Nizam's peshcush, there would have been a surplus of £340,339. 

5693. The largest deficit appears to have arisen, in tiie. years succeeding 

1823^\ can you give any explanation of the causes of this remarkable 
change in the situation of the financial branch ? — ^The deterioration is wholly 
to be ascribed to increase of charge, and this increase is apparent not 
only in the military but also in the civil branches ; the augmentation of tl>e 
’military expenditure of India has been caused by the Burm&se war, by the 
operations against Bhurtpore, and by an increase in the number of King's 
and Company’s regiments in India ^ the augmentation of the civil charges 
has been caused partly by extraordinary embassies and missions, some of 
them consequent on a state of war ; by the payment also of some arrears to 
the King of Persia ; by the institution of amannaity-fund for the retirement 
of civil servants ; by the increase in the number and strength of some of the 
provincial battalions, in* India ; by an increase in ti\e revenue and judicial 
establishments in Bengal ; and by an augmentation of the charge for interest 
caused by the iticrease of debt. , • * ■ 

5694. Can you say when they began P—They began at difierent periods i 
but,l think principally in 1824.25. 

5695. What prospeet of inmrovement does the estimate for 1828-29 hold 
out?— The estimate on the Committee's table indicate^a deficit in 1828-29 
of no more than £644,186 ; but ^is result is arrived at after H:redi ting, as 
expected receipts in that year, certain items which I conceive to, be of a 
temporary nature, applicable particularly to that year ; I. allude to. arrears 
payable by the government of Ava, and to a balance payable by the’ Gwalior 
state. It does not appear to me that there is any good reason to expect*, 
permanently, a larger amount of annual revenue than that which has been 
realized in the last three yeaft of actual account, tfrhich upon an average is 
£834,Dbo less than the amount indicated in the estimate.* In this view, if * 
the charges continue at the amount at which they are stated in the estimate, 
there wiU in future years be a deficiency of £1,478,200.

5697» Has the attention of the Court of Directors been given to the finan- 
cial circumstances of India, and if sd, what instructions have been issued ?— ? , 
The Court in their financial reviews have in the raoSt marked manner pointed 
out the various increases of charge, and it^culcated the necessity of retrench- 
ment in. the strongest possible terms, proposing the year as that 

which the government of India should ip^kc the standard by which to limit 
tlmir expenses. The CouH have also issued instructions for a specific reduction 
of the army ; add I am enabled to *statd, that when the measures in pr.ogress 
shall have befen fully effected, the army will not only have been reduced 50,000 
below the peace establishment prior to the Burmese war, but will not much 
exceed its strength 'befbre the Nepaul war in 1813, notwithstanding the 
extension Af territory which has taken place since that period. Those wders 
include an extensive reduction in the establishment of European officers, 
amounting in the whole to between 500 and 600. The Court have also 
issued orders for the reduction of some of the political residencies in India ; . 
for a general revision of the civil salaries and establishments ; for an inquiry 
into the constitution and details of the pilot establishment at Calcutta,, with a 
view to the expenditure efU' account of, the port being brought within the 
sums levied for port charges. They have also issued instructions for the 
reduction of the settlements of Penang, Singapore, and Malacca, to resi- 
dencies, and for an extensive reduction at St. Helena. 

5098. Have any meas|pres been taken by the Indian governments ?— The 
Indian governments had partially anticipated the Court's orders, as respects 
the army, and they have .appointed two committees, expfesalw with a view to 
tlic reduction of and revising their civil and 'military establishments. 

5699. Do you mean one committee jn Bengal, or one at each presidency? 

— Two committees at Bengal, each of thepi composed of functionaries from 
the three presidencies. ^ ; * 

5700. What hope* may be entertained of improvement of the territorial 
branch, and at what time ? — I have prepared, from the best materials which 
we possess at the India House, a prospective estimate from 1829-30, to 
1 832-33, ^which shews that, supposing we continue at peace in India, the 
reductions which have been ordered will cause a saving equal to that which 
I' have stated to be the least sum necessary in order that the expenditure of 
India may be br&ught within its income. This paper, which exhibits the 
result and the grounds of* the calculation, I wilf, with the permission .of the 
Committee, deliver in. , ^

You stated that there has been a discussion upon the subject, of in-* 
terest, or the balance annually accruing from the territorial to the commercial 
branch, between the Boar4 of Commissioners and the Court of Directots, will 
you state the nature of that ‘discussion ?-- The Court of Directors considered 
that the territorial branch ought to be charged with interest upon the debt 
w'hich has accrued, and which if. still ow'^es to the commercial branch. The 
Board of Commissioners, wliile they agreed that the principle of such a charge 
might be equitable, had'jsome doubts whether it cquld be made consistently 
with the legal enactments (j^pplicable to the Company*s financial transactions. 
These doubts were removed by the law-officers of the Crown and the Com- 
pany’s standing counsel, who gave it as thefir joint opinion, that the charge 
of interest on the debt in question was legal f and I apprehend that it only 
remains, now to be settled, what the rate of interest shall be. The Court 
propose the rate borne by the Company’s, 4)ond debt iq England. 

5800. What is th? proposal of the Commissioners ? — 1 am not aware that 
they have as yet made any distinct proposal ; but in the commercial accounts 
the Court credit the interest at the rate paid on their bond-debt. 

5801. ‘Have you any further explanation with respect to the article of 
sf.ores? — In the printed account, No. 2, page 14, in the column of “Terri- 
torial Charges pa\4 in England,” the item of stores includes only military 
stores ; therefore, in my adjustment in answer to question 5673, 1 add,ed the 
cost of civil stores, 

5802. You are aware that the statement to which that adjdistment applies 
was founded upon accounts presented to Parliament by the Company ?«— I 
have not been able to trace in any printed Parliamentary statements the same 
amounts of territorial charges paid in England as are stated in the account 
made np.at the India Board, No. 2, pa^ 14 ; but 1 have no doubt that those 

, ^ • amounts 
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amounts (which, indeed, are correct, so' far as they go,) were taken from 
some document supposed to be complete. 

5803. What is meant by civil stores ?-— Stores for the civil department as 
distinct from the military. * « 

* 5804<. Do you allude only to territorial stores ?— Exclusively to territorial 
stores. 

5805. Upon what ground do you state, in the year 1822-23^ the, sum of 

£1,300,000, under the head of “ Loan of 1812 ?” — Because the Act of Par- 
liament which relates to the loan of 1^12 (52 Geo. IIL c. 135) prescribes that 
all payments on that account shall be *chai^cd upon the terrflorial revenaes. 
This plan was pursued up to 1822-23. In that year the balanoe was dis- 
charged, and consequently its amount formed an item of territorial charge in 
that year. ^ • . 

5806. The question is not whether it was to be charged upon the territorial 

revenue, but.'why, being a territorial payment, it is stated m an account pur- 
porting to be an account of money advanced by the comtm^rce to the terri- 
tory i was this sum ever paid out of the commercial funds of the Company 
for the ‘advantage of the territory ?<— 1 have not stated it as an advance from 
the commerce to the territory. There was no actual payment of the

in the amount of territorial charges, to which alone my adjustments have 
reference. , 

.5807. ^id you mean the sum to be considered as a payment made b^ 
commerce on account of territory^— No j I have only included it in this 
adjustment as a sum chargeable ^pon the territorial revenue in the year in 
which the settlement took plalze. Iq the account bctween> territory and 
commerce, the territory is of course credited with the £1,300,000 and.debited 
with the total payment. \ 

5808. If the £1,300,000 is herqf included as an addition to the former 
amount of territorial charges, ought you not to state the sanfe sum as an 
addition to the former amount of territorial receipts ?•— 1 think not in that 
account ; 1 am aware that there was a discussion between the Board ai:d the 
Court upon that subject, but I think the sum in question should not be in- 
cluded as terotorial revenue. In no point of view can it, I conceive, be 
considered in that light. Wjjien the Company adyanced'it to the King’s 
governlnent it was as cash out of their treasury, which cash, to the extent 
that i£ >may have arisen from territorial revenue, must have been already

To what account was this money debitcd^when it was advanced oiit 
of the Company’s treasury ? — It was debited to the King's government, whose 
debt therefore became a territorial asset, and when it was repaid it became a 
territorial credit. 

5811. Do not all debits to the KingVgovernment come under the head of 
tercitorial assets ? — All sums advanced 4br the use of the King’s service being 
paid out of .territorial funds, the debts owing on t^t account to the Company 
are territorial assets. 

5812. Did the Board,, protest against the mode adopted by the Company 
of accounting for this sum ? — There was.a difference of opinion between the 
Court and the B^rd. The view I have taken in this adjustment has been

'5813. You stated in the answer to. the first question of your last . exami- 
nation, that the pecuniary transactions of the Indian governments are recorded 
in general books of account, which are annually balanced in the same manner, 
and with all that attention io accuracy which characterizes book-keeping in 
the counting houses of a merchant.

5817. Where will the Committoa find Mie particulars of* the amoutft of

5818. Will the same answer apply to the sum of £3,184^00, the debt due

Jjt. MeJrill, Esq. You are aware tha^ the Committee, of the House of Commons in 

' 1810, stated that the connexion between the political and the commercial 

branches of the concern were so strict as to render it wholly impracticable tt> ' 
make a proper distinction between them, and that consequently they intro- 
duced a third head, which is entitled “ doubtful as to the part territorial or 
Qommercial,” which amounted to £5,953,000. Considering ' the difficulties 
that were experienced by the Committe^of 1810, with reference only to the 
period between '1793 and 1813, is'therfe qot an insuperable difficulty i% the 
attempt t^. carry back the separation between the territorial and commercial 
accounts to a period antecederlt to 1735, so as to shew that the commencial 
capital of the Company rests on a solid basis, and that the debt of India had 
its origin in territorial causes r— 1 apprehend there must be great difficulty 
in arriving at anjaccurate result; but this difficulty is much less than it 
was when that C^mittee sat, because a plan of separation ha‘s since been 
prescribed, and the principles of it declared, so that all we have had to do in 
attempting to arrive at an approximate result, has been to apply those prin-' 
ciples which were not known in 1810, to the accounts of years antecedent

5833. Those priftciples to which you allude were fixed by the Board of 
Control ? — Under the authority of Parliament. 

5834. Then the actual expense applicable to the territory and to com- 
merce must consequently depend on the correetpess of the principles so 
fixed at that period ?

5835. In answer 5695, you say that it do6s not appear to you that there 
is any good reason to expect permanently a larger amount of annual revenue 
tfian that which has beon^rc^lized for thif last three y/ears ; do you mean to 
imply in that answer the country is alrefidy taxed as highly as it can bear, 
and to such ‘an amount as to leave no grqund for prospective improvement ?

5837. Could you furnish the Committee with the proportion of reduction 
which has taken place in the different^ranches of the service, that is, the pro-' 
portiqp which the reductions in the imilitary bear to the reductions in (he 
commeKial and the civil departnfents ?— I apprehend the rate percent, 
would shew those proportions. • ^ 

6838. Considerable retrenchments having been pgiposed in the military 
and civil charges of the principal presidencies, has a correspondent retrench- 
ment been recommended by the Board of Directors to the Factory at Canton ? 

— I am not aware of any orders having been given with, that view ; but 
the expense of the factory at Canton is a commercial charge, arising prin- 
cipally from commission, the amount of which fluctuates with the price of 
tea ; n^ prospective estimate has reference entirely to territorial charges. 

5839. In your former examination referring to fhe account No. 25, p. 62, 
you state, the commercial capital of the East-lndia Company on the 1st of 
May 1828 in respect of England, and the 1st of May 1827 in respect of 
India, as amounting to £21,731,869 ; of the ifems tvhich constitute this capi- 
tal, under the head of debts owing to the Company abroad, there is a sum 
exceeding a million sterlin'g ; what proportion of this may be considered as 
bad debt, or irrecoverable ? — ^No sum is included In .this account of assets 
that is considered* a bad debt, or. ir'Eecoverable. The principal part of the 
item referred to is for advances fiat the purchase of investment. . 

• 5840. In turning to the next page, 6I, under the commercial credits at 
home and afloat, there is a sum ot £6,272,000, beingthe value of the goods 
in England unsold ; do*es that inclive the araouht m te^ in England calcu- 
lated at the present monopoly price f — Calculated at the price that it is sup- 
posed it would fetch. ^ 

5841. Under the present system? — Yes. 

5842. Supposing that the exclusive privileges of the Company should not ^ 
be renewed, wopld not that sum be diminished by* one-third or one-haif ?— - 
That must be matter of speculation ; if the price of tea is affected, of course 
the valiie of that item would be affected also. 

5843. “^s there any account kept of bad debts tgi^ie Company, or are they 
written off? — Such an account is kept. The Company are very loth to write 
off debts as bad debts ; but of cours^ it must sometime^ occur. 

'5844. Then you have a separate account of doubtful debts, exclusive of . 
this statement of assets ?—^No doubt. , ^

. 5849. Will y6u turn to a paper containing an account of the profit or loss 
upon the trade of the East- India Company for the last ten years j according 
to that account of profit or loss, it appears that the net profit in the year

at the bottom of titat page, stating, that had the mercantile rate of exchange 
been taken instead of the rate fixed by the Board of Commissioners, it would 
have made in the ten year’s am amount of £4,01 1,929.

5850. Correcting this account accordriig to your present statements, what 
do you give as the total profit of the year 1 827-28 in all the four trades ?—

5851. Is that the profit* actually realized, without taking into consideration 
what the difference woftld have been had the mercantile rate of e>;change 
been taken ?— Oertaiuly. 

5852. Then that £4217199 must be substituted for the £321,000, which is 
the result of the paper given in? — The £321,000 has never been stated in 

‘ any account from the India House, that I am aware of; I admit that the 
* profit-and'loss account for ten years, owing to tl]c terms in which it was 
called Tor' may possibly not give so clear a view as is desirable, though the 
* ** Committee 
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Committee* must be aware from my formed evidence, that the rate of 6r. Sd.

publicudebt, to be repaid at par whenever the charter may expire ; there, is 
the profit arising from the use of the Company’s capital in discounting bills 
upon themselves and anticipating other payments ; there is also interbst upon 
the stock in the funds, and interest upon the balance^^e from the territory 
to the commerce.

evfer took place? — I* think there was a subsequent modification of that

5856. Then is the whole deficiency which appears to have arisen upon Ben- 
ceoien in 1824-25, amounting to £878,000, to boftconsidered as territorial, 
and exclusive of the sums charged te the commercial branch under that ad>- 
justment? — The whole of those sum! has been efiar^d t^ the territory, 

. 5857. As the island of St. HelenJwas acquired longpreviou^ to the acqui- 
sition of the Dewannee in Bengal, and for purposes avowedly and exclusively 
commercial, on what ground have their expenses in general been chau'ged to 
the political department since the commencement of the present charter in 
1814 ?— There .was a correspondence between the Court of Directors and the 
Board of Commissioners upon that subject, and thqf correspondence ended 
in a re^lution to charge the expense of St. Helena to the territory. 

5858. “IHow wpuld the expense of St. Helena ljj;^defrayed in the event of 
the trade being thrown open ? — That would depend upon any arrangement 
that might be formed. I apprebenc^ St. Helena is the^ property of the East- 
India Company. If they lost their trade, the expense could only be paid out , 
of the territorial revenue,* » , 

* . 585*9. Cn^i 
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5839» Can you account for the* increase of the net charges at* St Helena 
from £95,000 ih 1813-14, which was a year of war, to the amount of 
£114,000 in 18S6-S7, ayear of)>eace? — A considerable portion of that in- 
crease arose in consequence of th^ arrangement for that island being the re- 
sidence of General Buonaparte; and although u^o^the death of that indk- 
vidual the expenses peculiar to his establishment were ordered to be reduced, 
yet it was found that a proportion of tl^e reduction could only be gradually 
effected. 

5860. That circumstance being the (cause of the increase, of course a pro- 
portionate diminution of expensekmay be expected ? — I think the Committee 
will find that stated in the prospective estimate. 

5861. '^It appears that in the year 1824 the net charge was £109,000, in the 
yeai' 1825, £110^00(1, ^nd in the year 1826, £114,000? — There was, I think, 
a falling off in the receipts, in consequence of the repeal of the tonnage-duty 
at St. Helena ; but in the prospective estimate which 1 delivered in on my 
last examination, it will be seen that in the Appendix No. 6, tfiere will be an 
eventual saving at St. Helena of considerable amdunt by the orders which 
have been issued. 

5862. Can you also state the reason for the increase of the chargq of the 
settlement of Prince of Wales* Island from £26,563 in 1819*^0, to £104,125 
in 1825-26? — I believe a considerable proportion of that increased expense 
arose from the operations in the Ava territory. Another circumstance occurs 
to me as having caused it; the ^reat increase is simultaneous with the transfer 
of Bencoolen, and the cessation of charge upon that account. When that 
arrangement was effected a considerable number df servants were transferred 
from Bencoolen to Prined of Wales* Island, and* continued chargeable until 
they might die off, or be otherwise provided for. 

5863. Was there not also an increase, ifi consequence of the new arrange- 
ment of the J^ecorder’s C^^urt ?•— 1 think there was, to a considerable amount. 
. 5864. In a former examination, in at^wer to question 5774, you said that 
you had seen somq stSfembnt shewingm reduction of about £9,000 in the 
charges of (he home establishment, can l/ou produce that statement ? — I was 
mistaken in Kiy statement, so far as respects the amount. The expected 
saving from reductions on the home establishment is £20,000 annually, the 
particulars of wmch shall be added to the return of that establishment, which 
the Committee have called for. 

5865. Has an^ complete return of the commercial offices and establish- 

ments at home and abrOad been laid, either by the East-lndia Contpany or 
1^ the Board of Control, before Parliament, or the Committees now sitting"^ ? — 
There has not. * ' 

5866. In the returns laid before the House of all civil officers and esta- 
blishments, the comtifercial branch appears to have been given for Madras 
and Bombay, but omitted for Bengal ? — 1 will explain that circumstance to 
the ComnTittee. The«Board of Commissioners were exceedingly anxious to

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have the-returns with the utmost practicable expedition, and at length desired n June 1880. 
to have them in the state in which they might be. They were furnished — — ^ • 
accordingly, the only omission being that the Bengal commercial statement ^ Mehnll, E^. 

had nit been completed. It ckn be soon furnished, if desired. 

® 58(j 7. At what per/?)d, for the first time, were superannuations allowed to 
the civil servants in India of the East-India Company ? — The Bengal annuity- 
fund was instituted in 1824. 

58G8. Had there been any difficulty before that period in procuring the 
services of efficient persons ?—Thelre had been before that period, and for 
many years, annuity-funds in existence in other parts of India, which ‘were 
maintained in a great measure by contributions from the Company ; upon 
these funds the civil servants retired. ' 

58G9. Can you state what the additional charge h;is been according to the 
present system ? — 1 have already seated that, in answer 5761. 

5870. In answer to the questions 5715 and 5716, you state that the terri- 
torial branch has derived benefit from the commercial branch, to- the amount 
of £7,187,170; but in answer to questions beginning at 5707, and ending at 
questiDn 5712, you have stated “ that the total applied to the liquidation of 
the registered debt and the bond-debt amounts only to £5,257,420, appro- 
priated under the Act of Parliaiqent of 1813;" can you state what has 
become of the difference between those two sums ?— The former of these . 
sums has no reference to the latter. There is however an amount of surplus 
profits of trade beyond what has been appropriated under the Act of the 53 
Geo. III., c. 155 ; but more than that amount has been advanced in account-cur- 
rent from the commerce tb the territory, and rcpiains now due by the territory. 

*5871. That sum, •therefore, miy>t be deducted .from the balance which 
would be due from the territory to the commerce? — It can only be appro- 
priated by an act of the Court,* rfhbject to the control of the Board, and until 
§0 appropriated it must remain as a commercial a#set. 

5872. In the mean ^whilc, has ntrf the commerce any advantage which nday 

be derived from the use of such a lum unappropriated ; — It has not, except

5873. Then, according to that statement, the territory may be. charged 
with interest upon a sum, which according to the ordinary course is appro- 
priable to territorial purposes? — There is noticing ia the jiarliamentary* 
enactment which prescribes the time when surplus profits shall be appro- 
priated- It is discretionary* with the Court of Directors, sulyect to the

5874. In answer to question -lOfiy. you stated that the average cost to the

Bates has misunderstood you ; \ 7 ill you 
explain that ?— I am very gUd I haye an opportunity of noticing Mr. i|Bates*s 
last evidence. My only statement upon the pricd^in China of thd Comi< < 

K *s contract congo tea was in answer to questibn 4963, in which it will 
sen that I stated the price to be mthir^ 140 decimals of twenty-nine tales 
per pecul. Mr. Bates says, that I stated that the average cost of the 
Company’s congo tea, in 1828-29, wa^, twenty-nine tales and a fraction. 
That is totally different from what I said, from what I ever meant to say, 
or from what 1 think my words will admit of being construed to , mean. 
This correction appears to me^o be of importance, because Mr. Bates twice 
repeats his assertion, and reasons upon it as if it were fact. Mr. Bates 
seems also to think th'at in the twenty-eight tales and 860 decimals 1 have 
included charges not usually comprised in prime cost ; in that respect also 
Mr. Bates is mistaken. I only include the commission in buying the tea, 
and the charge of shipping it, which I apprehend every merchant would in- 
clude in his prime cost. Mr. Bates also still calculates Qs. 7 d. per pound as. 
the price paid to the Company for the tea. I must take the liberty of refer- 
ring the Committee to th? answer which I gave in reply to question ‘ 4363, 
and repeat, that the average price paid>to the Company for their contract 
Congo tea, in the sale to which Mr. Bates refers, was not 2s. Jd. as he 
states it, but 2s. 4d. 312 decimals ; and I would refer to the official returns 
upon the table of this Conimittee to prove that Mr. Bates has no authority 
whatever for assuming the price of 2s. 'Jd. as that pqid to the Company. Mr. 
Bates also speaks, in his estimate of the Company’s contract tea, of the Com- 
pany’s congo tea, of the. Company’s win^r tea, and of* the Company’s tea, 
as if they were all synonymous, from whichr a casual and uhinformed reader 
might infer that the average price paid b^ the Company for the whole of 
their teas was twenty-nine tales and a’ fraction ; whereas the average price 
paid by the Company for their congo teas, including the winter teas, was 
only twenty-five talej anlT a fraction. 1 

5875. Have vou any further account tf deliver in ?— The Committee were 
pleased tp call mr a statement of the whole of the commercial concerns of 
the Company, 1 have now, which I will deliver in, an account of the whole 
net return yielded by the East-India Company’s commercial capital in each 
year from 1814-15 to 182^-29, by investment in merchandize or otherwise, 
with the amount* of dividends in the same period to the Proprietors of 
East-India stock, and the’surplus or deHciency t>f such return above oi>below 
the amount of tbb dividends ; also showing the amount applied in jffie same 
years from the home-fundS to the payment of interest on*the bond-debt, 
and as appropriations under the fourth head of the 57th section of the 53d 
Qeo. Ill, c. 155, to reduction of the principal of that debt, and of the 
India debt. ,

—.That account, made out at the Board’s rate of exchange, -will show that — . 

upon the Indian trade for the whole period there has been a loss of C. Mefviil, J^. 
£210,282 ; that upon the China trade, adding Ithe profit upon the trade to 
,^nadi^ and the Cape, there has been a profit of £15,533,156, which, de> 
ducting what 1 have mentioned as the India loss, leaves a*net profit upon 
both the India and China trades of.£15,322,B74. Of this profit, £471,600 
was paid in in bonds, when they were at a discount, under the regulations 
applicable to the bond-debt, so that ^he cash-receipt was £14,851,274. Th6 
other receipts of the Company consi^, firsts of interest, whicii) including l^hat 
upon the balance due from the territory to the commerce, is £3,444', 662 ; 
secondly, of the net profit of managing priva|e trade, which has amounted 
to £1,497,842 ; and thirdly, of the profit arising from the Company’s own 
ships, which has been £332,223. The total of these three h^ds is £.5,274,727, 
which, added to the trade profits, makes a final total of d^0,126,001. The 
dividends uppn India stock for the whole period are £9,450,000, which 
reduces the amount to £10,676,001. The interest paid upon the bond- 
^ebt has been £2,585,346. The sums applied under the Act of Parliament, 
in the’ redemption of the bond-debt,* have been £334,399, and in the re- 
demption of Indian debt, £4,923,021. Those three sums make a total of 
£7,842,766, which leaves £2,833,235, as the ’amount^ of unappropriated 
commercial profits. Those are the results shown in this account. 

5877* In the course of these accounts you enter, as a receipt by the 
Company, the difference between the freight they would pay for a ship 
taken up for a voyage and their own freight? — The whole freight being 
stated as a mercantile charge, the difference between that and the actual cost 
off the ship is a profit.* • 

5878. Will you explain under what regulations bonds are paid in ?— It is 
a condition of the bond-debt that the. bonds shall be receiv'ed at par, in 
payment of goods purchased at the sales.

5879. You area native of Calcutta, and the agent of certain parties in the ' 2l June 1880.

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5880. What is the description of* those persons ? — They have been called 

by various names/ such as Eurasians, Anglo-Indians, Indo-Britons, half- 
castes, &c. ; but they have latWly selected the name of £ast-Indians” 
for themselves. * • * • , 

5881. What .class of persons are included in tljat description ? — The de- 

scendants of European British subjects and European foreigners by native 
mothers, legitimate and illegitimate, as well as their offspring by inter- 
marriages. “ 

5882. Do you intend to include undfer that term only the first degree of 
children of the* intermixture of Britisfi apd Indian blood, or their offspring 
also ? — I include the whole of their offspring also. 

5883. And the offspring of males of that description, whether by Eu- 
ropean or by Indiiin mothers ? — Yes. 

6884. What is* your employment anti situation at Calcutta? — I hold 
the situation of deputy registrar in the office of the Board of Customs in 
Calcutta. 

5885. By what number of persoas was that petition signed ? — Upwards 
of 600 persons. 

5886. Are you able to form any estimate of the number of persons of this 
description ? — ^I^’roiw the data afforded By a police report made in the year 
1822, I should compute their numbers in the Bengal provinces at about 
20,000, including men, women; and children. 

5587. What j)ortion of those is living in the town of Calcutta ? — About 
two-thirds, I should think. . * 

5888. Is it not the general practice o^ the King’s tfoops serving in India 

to have native wives? — It is. ' • 

5889. Do ynu know what is the number Of King’s troops usually serving 
in the Bengal provinces?-—! cannot tell. 

5890. Do you include in this estimate only those of the description ofEast- 
Indians, and not wh&t are called native Christians ? — No, the latter are not 
included. * 

5891. ‘Have you any means of forming an estimate of the number of the 
same description 6f persons as those who have signed this petition, who are 

►resident in the other presidencies? — Perhaps there are about 10,000 more 
in the presidencies df Madras and Bombay. • 

5892. Of what caste or religion ai'e the native mothers of most of those 

East-Indians, who are within the presidency of Bengal?— In the Bengal 
provinces the greater proportion of them are Mahomedanc of respectable 
families, but in reduced circumstances ; they are, in many instances, Moguls 
•and Patans. • 

• 5893. ^f what religion are those persons chiefly ?— They follow the reli- 
gion oT their fathers, the majority of whom are Protestants. 

5894% Are 
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♦ 

5894>. Are there many Roman Catholi&s among them?— There are a good 
number of them. 

• 

5893. Are there any Mahomedans amongst |hem ? — There may be some 
solitary, instances*? but they haVe not come undCT my knowledge. 

5890. You have never oome in contact with any such persons yourself? — 
No, I have not. 

5897. Are they all educated to speak the English language ?— They gene- 

rally are ; perhaps with some few exceptions, where they have been neglected 
by their fathers. * ♦ , t 

5898. Do tliey follow the habits hnd dress of the European, or of the na- 
tive population ? — Those who have been educated are entirely European in 
their habits and feelings, dress and language, and every thing else. 

5899. Do they habitually speak English among themselvLs ? — Entirely so. 

5900. Are Ihere many instances of the intermarriage of the females of this 
description with odicers of high rank in the service ? — There are many such 
instances. 

• • 

5901. Is there a large proportion of the officers in the Company’s service 
married to ladies of this description ?— ^There is. ^ » 

5902. To what class do the childfen of these marriages belong? — To the 
class of their fathers. 

5903. Do you know any instances of the* maitiage of an officer with a 
female of uninixed Indian^race? — 1 am not aware of any. 

5904'. In that case, what class do you apprehejnd the offipring of such 
marriage would belong to ? —The oflfspring of a marriage between an English 
officer and a native Indian, legally speaking, would belong to the class of the 
father. * * 

• 5905. To what law are the East-Indians subject? — If residing within the 
limits of Calcutta, they are subject to the special jurisdiction of the Supreme 
Court. If residing in the provinces, they are subject to •the Mofussil courts, 
whose proceedings are regulated by the Mahomedan code, modified by the 
Company’s Regulations. 

59013. Are you, therefore, to be understood that any one of thah class of 
persons, being accused of an offence committed out of the limits of the town , 
of Calcutta, must be tried by a judge, without the* intervention of a jury ? — 
Certainly. ^ . * 

5907. How would he be tried for an offence committed within the limits 
of Calcutta?— He would then be tried by the Supreme Court, in common with 
all other natives resident within those limits. 
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59O8. To what civil law are you*conceived generally to be amenable ?— * 
There is no code of civil law applicable to us in the Mofussil. The Maho-. 
medan code is framed expressly for ^ahomedans, ^nd is not applijzable to 
. ' ' , our 
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our case as Christians ; it bears an* oppressive character towards aJi who are 
considered infidels,' which we are in the eye of the Mahotnedan law. 

5909. What number of tl]is cldiss do you apprehend to be resident beyond 

the limits of the town of C&lcutta* under the* presidency of Bengal ?-r About 
one*third, I should think ; perhaps not quite so many. ' • 

5910. By what law would their marriages be regulated ?— There is no defi- 
nite law on the subject ; but, according to usage, they would be married by 
q chaplain belonging to the establishment, if Protestants. 

5911 - Is theye any law which definqs** the succession to their property ?-— 
Nofte whatever. 

5912. Would they possess ^e right of bequeathing property? — inhere is 
no rule of civil law upon the subject; we might possess the same right in that 
respect as Mahotifedans. 

5913. Do you know whether by the 'Mahomedan law, the right of be- 
queathing property exists? — I should think so. • 

.SOH. Is there any law which declares whether, in the event of your dying 
intestate, the eldest son shall succeed ‘to your property, or all the childretl 
equally? — None whatever. 

5915 . Do you conceive 'that a free negro born in the West-Indies, and 
resorting to the presidency of Bengal, would be considered as a British sub- 
ject in the courts of law ? — I conceive so ; for if he be a British subject in a 
British colony in the West-Tndies, he must necessarily be such wherever the 
British law prevails. 

5916. Would he therefpre.be entitled to privileges which the class whom 
you represent would not.possess ? — Technically and legally speaking he would 
be so ; but it is another question, whether the judges of the Supreme Court 
would be disposed to class him with British* subjects. 

5917* Will you enumerate some of the principal disadvantages to which 
ydu conceive this class to be^ exposed ? — The disadvantages are set forth in 
the petition, and they are numerous ; for instance, we are deprived in a body 
of the proteotion of the act of Habeas Cot'pics ; liable to be taken up on sus- 
pi cion by any of the local authorities, and confined as state prisoners, and 
dealt with in all respects as natives, without the right of appeal to the Supreme 
Court, 'This is the case in the provinces. 

5918 . Are you liable to*the summary jurisdiction of the proyincial judges, 
whether Europeaifs or najives ? — Yes. 

5919. What punishments are you liable to, which may be inflicted^at the 
discretion of the judge ? — We are liable to be fined, imprisoned, and corpo- 
rally punished at the discretion of the judge. 

• 5920. Or to trial even for capital crimp ? — Certainly. 

* 5921 . ^nd in none of those cases can you claim the intervention of a jury'? ’ 

—No, Ve cannot. , , * 

* . * 5922. What 
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What situations of a eipil natur^ are you considered eligible for?—* 21 June 1830. 
We are excluded from the regular service of the Compan/, civil and military; 
and none but the subordinate situations in the public offices of government 
are open to us. . • * ' 

* *5923. What subordinate situations ?•— The situation of clerks. 

5924. What is the highest situation you have ever known to be held by 
one of your clas^ in point of salary ?— The highest salary has been 3p0, 400, 
and 500 rupees a month ; and sometimes a personal allowance of 100 rupees 
a month has been added to the salary p such cases. , 

5925.. What is the highest office, *in point of rank, you have known to be 
filled by an East-lndian? — The situation of registrars in the public offices in 
different departments. 

5926. Are they admitted into tlie military service of the Company?— 

They are excluded from the military service. 

5927. Do you mean from holding commissions in the army ? — From hold- 
ing commissions in the army. 

5928. Do they serve as private soldiers ? — They do not. 

5929. Are they disc^ualified from ^o serving ?-J-lfes, by the prohibition of 
the Court of Directors j and every appointment of cadet^ip that is made fn 
the military service, runs thus, ** provided he be not the son of a native 
Indian.** This rule has been relaxed within the la^ one or two years, and is 
now confined to the immediate descendant of a native parent on either side. 

The restriction is still in force with regard to that portion in the first degree 
of descent. • 

• 

5930. Are they 'considered as digible fo hold the offices usually given to 
the natives of India ? — They are jiot ; the offices alluded to are* confined en- 
tirely to the natives, either by usage or hy the rules of the service. 

• 

5931. What are those offices ? — Moonsiffs, pundits, cazees, sheristedars, 
and such like. 

• 

5932. Are there any other employments in the police, or judicial, or reve- 
nue departments, which natives are admitted to, from which the £ast-Indians 
are con.sidered excluded? — The East-Indians are gener^ly empld^ed as 
clerks indifferent departments, and in no other capacity. , 

5933. Were an East-lndian educated as a Mahomedan, vrould he be con- 
sidered ks eligible to those offices ? — Certainly he would ; were he to abjure 
the Christian faith, and to embrace the Mahomedan religion, he would at 
once be rendered’ eligible. 

5934. Has that exclusion always subsisted with regard to military appoint- . 

•ments ? — The Company*s service, both civil and military, was open to the . 
whole class of East-Indians prior to the year 1791. n 

' ' ’ 5935.* We/e 
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5935. Were there many officers that time in the service of this descrip- 
tion ?— There were. 

5936. Are there any of those- now remaining in the service ?— There arc 

some. ' 

6937. Was the Bombay army at any time commanded by a general officeV 
of this description ? — It was. General Jones was an East-1 ndian, who com- 
manded the Bombay army during the Campaigns of 1803, 1804, and 1805. 
.Colonel' Stevenson, the present quarter-master-general of the army, is also an 
East-lndian ; jie has held the situation* for many years past. 

5938. Have you ever heard of any disadvantage which is supposed to have 
arisen from the admission of these persons into the army ? — Never ; on the 
contrary, they have generally been considered gallant officers in the field, 
and they are caj^ble of military exploits as much as Europeans. The late 
Major Nairn, for instance, an East-lndian, was so gallant as repeatedly to 
encounter a tiger single-handed on horseback. . 

. 6939. Are there any other East Indian officers of distinction that you are 
aware ofi who are now serving ? — In. the King’s army there is Major DcarC ; 
and there are Captain Rutledge, Lieutenant Mullins, and a few others in the 
Company’s regular service; besides Colonel Skinner, who is in the Irregular 
service. . ‘ * 


591-0. What number of men^has he commanded ? — I suppose he has com- 
manded 8,000 or 10,000 ftien. 

5941. Are there not other officers in the irregular service ? — I am not sure j 
but there is Major Hearsay in the Bengal cavalry. 

5942. Would- any of those officers bb Jiable to the summary jurisdiction 
which you have described, when resident* ^eyond the limits of' the town of 
Calcutta ? — ^U’hey are exempt as being employed in the Company’s service, 
but I question whether the Supreme Court would recognise them as British 
subjects ; so that they would be subject neither to the Mofussil courts nor to 
the Supreme Court.* 

5943. Supposing any of those officers who had married East-lndian wives 

resident in the limits of the town of Calcutta, would their wives be amenable 
to the SJupreme Court, or to the native court ? — To the Supreme Court while 
residing within the^ limits of Calcutta, but to the native courts while residing 
in the provinces.* * ' 

5944. They would therefore be subject to* fine, imprisonment, or corporal 
punishment, at the discretion of the judge?— Such is the law ; but the force 
of public opinion, and their own good conduct, have hitherto screened them 
from such severities. 

5945. But still it vfould be in thepmifer of the judge to subject them to it?

coolen for many .years, and who has since retired to this country ; but that 
.was prior to the prohibition. There is another instance in the case of Dr. 

Breton, now in Calcutta, who is equally eminent in his profession. 

5947. Are there any East-Indians not in the service of the Company car- 
rying on medical practice ? — There are ; there is Dr. Lycke, who Jiractised 
in Calcutta for many years, and retired with a large fortune to this country. 

I might also mention the names of ©r. f rith. Dr. Gordon, Dr. Clarke, Dr. 

Imlach, Dr. Dick, Dr. Freer, and Dr. Casey. Some of these are dead, some 
still practising in Calcutta, and some in this country. 

5948. Was their practice much among Europeans ?— Yes,»it was j Dr. Lycke 
had very extensive practice, and he has retired with a large fortune to this 
country. 

5949. Do you apprehend that he was under any disadvantage as to his 

practice in consequence of his birth? — I suppose he laboured under a disa'd- 
vantage so far as the civil service warf concerned, since they would rather 
employ men in the regular .service. . , 

5950. What professions do they usually follow,* those who are not employed 
ill the .service of the government? — They are indigo planters, schoolmasters, 
architects, printers, carvers and gilders, and jmdertakers ; they follow diffe- 
rent trades. 

5951. Are many of them engaged in commercial pursuits ? — There arc 

some. * • 

• • 

5952. Are any, of them men of much con.si deration and -eminence in the 
mercantile line ? — Yes, there arq some. ' Mr. Bruce is the head partner of a 
respectable firm in Calcutta. • 

5953. Arc there any other considerable East-Indian firms ? — ^'There is tl>e 
firm of Lackensteen, Vrignon, Mendez, Baretto and Brightman ; some of 
these have failed ; and Mr. Kyd is the master-builder of the Company in 
Calcutta. 

5954. Are any of them employed in lower situations of^ life ? — Iri a very 
limited degree ; indeed those situations are confined to the natives. ’ 

595.5. What then is the usual destination of the sons of.private soldiers ? — 

There are many of them employed as drummers and fifers i« the army ; and 
they ar«5 apprenticed out to tradesmen and others. 

5956. Does that constitute the largest proportion ? — 1 should think so. 

5957. At whose expense are they apprenticed to those trades ? — At the 

expense of the Lower Orphan Schoo\. , 

' '5958. Is the Orphan School founded for the reception of those children * 

exclusively r — It is. • ^ 

5 ijd ' ^ '5959. Can 
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Can you state the number educated in that school P^—Xhere are 
about 800 or 900 children in the two schools together ; that is, the Upper and 
Lower Military Orphan Schools, c 

5960. What is the number in each ?— I should think there must be about 
from 150 to 200, of both sexes, in the upper school, and about 600 or 700< 
in the lower school. 

5961. Of what description are the children in the two schools? — In the 
u'^per sc^iool they are the children of military officers, and in the lower school 
they are the clyldren of privates. 

5962. What becomes of those 'who are not admitted into that school.^ — 
There are other charitable institutions which educate the poorer cltisses of 
the community j there is the Benevolent Institution, the Free School, and 
some others ; besides which there are private schools. 

5965. Are there a sufficient number of charitable institutions to supply 
education to the children of this class r— — A large number of the poorer class 
of children may perhaps remain uneducated, unless they arc taken up by these 
charitable institutions. 

5964. Are there, in fact, a considerable number of them who remain un- 
educated?— It used to be t^ie case formerly ; but it is not so much the case 
now. There is the .European Female Asylum also, which educates a number 
of female children of privates by European mothers. 

59C5. Can you Ijtatc the whole number of children educated by charitable 
institutions of this class in Calcutta ? — The Free School, I suppose, contains 
about 500, and the Benevolent Institution about*300 or 400 ; the Parental 
Academic Institution, wBicli is not a charitable instit,ution, educates abput 
ISO or 140; the Calcutta Grammar Sdiqol educates abput 50 or 60; and 
there arc private schools besides. * » , 

596G. Are those institutions entirely coiffined to East-Indians? — Chiefly 
St), but not entirely ; there is no restriction. 

5907..What other class of persons do they contairt, European or Indian ? 
— They also admit the children of European parents on both sides. 

5968* Are there any children of pure native blood at those schools ?— 
None, except a few at some of the private schools. 

5969. Do you know any instances of persons of this description carrying 
on the profession Of attorneys or solicitors ? — There are sorap who have been 
admitted as attorneys in the Supreme Court. 

5970. What is the usual salary of an East-Indianwho is employed as a 
writer or clerk in one of the public offices ? — The majority of them are em- 
ployed at low salaries ; that is, from ,70 to 100 rupees a month. 

5971. What would«the salary of an European be, if employed in the same 

way ? — In that respect they are on an equal footing with Europeans ; they . 
earn as* much as Europeans do. , * 
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5972. Ate there many instances of East-Indians who h^ve been senbiover 
to this country for education ? — There are. , 

5973. .Have the/ received education equal to ^at with the Europeans in 
Company’s service ? — Certainly they have. 

59741. Do you apprehend that they would require the same salary for the 
execution of the duties of offices of trust and confidence as is necessary to 
be paid to Europeans ? — I think that an lilast-Indian might perform the 
same duties (say the duties of a collector or a judge) for one-third of the* 
salary that an European would, with comfort to himself and advantage to tlie 
public service. 

5975. State your reasons for that opinion ? — The reason is simply this, 
that the East-Indian being a native, all his views and prosppets are confined 
to the spot ; and he has no idea of amassing a large fortune to return to a 
distant land, where he is subject to various expenses, from which he is natu- 
rally exempt ih India. 

5976* Do you conceive that if the natives saw that tliey were equally 
e*ligible*to such appointment, they would hold them in the same respect 
that th^y do Europeans? — Certainly they would. ^ 

5977. Do you find that those Eost-Indians who have made considerable 
fortunes in the mercantile life, or those who have been admitted into the 
military service, are as much respected as Europeans would be, placed in 
the same situation ? — Quite so j and I would instance the case of Colonel 
Stevenson and Colonel Skinner, in the service, and of merchants, indigo 
planters, and others, out of the service. There is no distinction made be- 
tween East-lndians anS Europeans, pn the part of the natives; the distinc- 
tion emanates entfrely from another qua^rtcr. 

597s. From what quarter .'—ilt emanates from the authorities in this 
country ; they first originate the distinction, and then employ it as an argu- 
ment for keeping us w|;ere we are. 

5979. Has that distinction been maintained by the authorities in India, or 
otherwise ? — It has settled down into a fixed habit from long usage, in con- 
sequence of our exclusion from the service ; and hence a feeling of illiberal 
prejudice has taken possession of the minds of some Europeans uppn this 
.subject. 

59SO. Do yoti conceive that they are usually admitted into society upon 
an equal footing with Europeaqs? — In our various circles we are. 

5981. Dp you find that these prejudices have been increased or diminished 
during late years*? — They have considerably diminished. 

5982. Do you know whether the §ame policy which Jias been pursued in 
the British settlements towards this class of persons, has been adopted in the ^ 
settlements of any other power whatever? — 1 must say that a more^Wberal 
policy is adopted by the Dutch and F/ench, Spaniards and Portuguese, in 

5 M»2 * all 
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I JuiK' 1830. colonies ; and no inconvenience has resulted from it. Sir Alexander 

Johnston told me that two-thirds of the council at Ceylon were composed of 

/r Ricketts^ gentlemen born on the island, land he found tliem to be the most efficient 
instruments in the public scfrvice, *and that it was from them that he derived 
much information and assistance in every way. It was precisely this class 
persons too who enabled him to carry the measifrc of slave emancipation 
into effect; and the jury system was also brought into operation through 
their instrumentality. • 

5983. When you say gentlemen bor? in tire island, do you mean of Eu- 
ropean descent, or of mixed descentV — Of mixed descent. 

5984. Are East Indians capable of holding land in India ? — They'are. 

5985. Do they in fact, in many instances, hold land ? — There are some 

who are landholders, and to a pretty considerable extent. 

« 

5986. To what extent ? — I cannot say to what extent ; but there are some 
that hold land.s, and derive a profitable livelihood from them. * 

5987. Do they reside upon them ? — They do. 

.5988. Do they cultivate their own lands, or do they farm them out to 
other persons ? — In some , cases they’ cultivate their own lands; iiT others 
they farm them out. •• 

5989. Are there any of them in tlie condition of labourers? — None. 

.5990. Neither in the town* nor the country? — Not in the condition of 
manual labourers. 

5991. Do you apprehend that they manage tfieir property with profit to 
themselves? — \es; they do. ^ * 

599‘2. Do you consider that they po.s3ess an advantage over the native 
})roprietors or others ? — They po.sscss cqu^l advantages with them ; and if 
there is any difference, it is on their side, arising from superior activity. 

5993. Do you know any.instance, in which their .superior education and 
superior activity have been y)roductive of benefit, in which they have im- 
proved (he’ir estates to a greater extent than the native proprietors have 
done?—-! cannot just now call to recollection any particular instance. 

5994. Were ydu educated in Europe or India ? — I was educated entirely 
in Calcutta,' in the Military Upper Orphan School. 

.5995. What jvas the* course of your studies? — I was tiiught reading, 
writing, arithmetic, geography, the use of the globes, Englisli grammar, 
and so forth. * 

5996. Any Latin or Greek ? — None. 

5997* I o describing the class of persons whom you denominate Eurasians 
or Indo-Britons, do include those rfcscciided from native mothers in the 
seconyl degree, that is to say, the children of E^st-Indian parents on both 
si^es ?-i-I do. • . \

5908. Do 
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5998. Do you not know that they are now, by the regulationsqf the si 
Company’s service, admissible into all stations civil or military ? — Now they 
are, within a very short time ; nor was I lexactly aware of the fact till 1 Uicketta, 

arrived in England. * • ^ ^ 

• * 5999. Would then a child of yours, by a wife of the same class, be ad- 

raissible to the Company’s service ? — I should think so, from what I have 
heard at the India House. • 

GOOO. In what situation would that person be considered in the eye of th? 
law r — He would be subject to all the legal disabilities to whjch his father is 
subject. 

6001*. You have said that in general the mothers of the class of persons 
whom you have described are Mahomedans of respectable families, but 
reduced fortunes ; is not that observation limited exclusively to the mothers 
of the children of officers and gentlemen in the Company’s service, and not 
applying to the children of all Europeans of the lower order of life : — 

Exactly so. 

• GOOiJ. As to the general disadvantages you describe under which that 
class of persons labours, do not you think that a great proportion, if not the 
whole 'of them, is ascribablc to the ‘illegitimacy of their birth ? — I do not 
think so, because there arc some 'instances of gentlemen now in the civil 
and military service who are the illegitimate children of European parents. 

OOO.'l. Arc you aware that the legal disabilities, with regard to inheritance’ 
would api)ly by the law of England equally to those illegitimate Europeans ? 

— The legal disabilities of'eourse would, but not the political disabilities. 

*(>004. Is it not cortsistent with your knowledge that none of the class to 
which you belong have ever been# recruited in the Company’s army as private 
soldiers? — 1 am not aware of tlldir ever having been so recruited. 

<U)05. If they were, would they not be entitled of course to all th'e privi- 
leges of a native soldier so recruited ? — They iflight certainly reduce them- 
selves to the level of natives at any time, by professing the Maljomodan 
religion ; there is no bar to their descending so low. 

GOOf). What reason have you for supposing that their professioil of the 
Mahomedan religion is necessary for the admission into the Company’s ser- 
vice of any class ? — There arc no Christians among the native troops } they 
are composed entirely of Hindoos and Mahomedans. Iliave already stated 
that some of the Eak-lndians,are drummers and fifers. 

G007. If there were private soldiers, would they not be ehtitled to all the 
privileges of native soldiers, and rise in rank as the native soldiers do ? — It 
is a case not within the pale of probability ; it has never ha|>pened j they 
have never been employed in that capacity. • 

6008. Y’ou have statec^that in your opinion the East-Indians residing in * 
the Mofussil are subject to the Mahon^dan criminal law j can you state any 

( instance 
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instance of any East>Indian having ever been tried for any crime ticcording 
to the criminal law’ of Mahomed ? — I am not aware of any instance that 
has come under my immediate Koowledge ; but if no instance has happened, 
it is owing to their own gcibd coitduct ; th^ are still liable to that law un- 
doubtedly. *■ 

G()09. Have you ever known an instance of an*European committed for 
offences in the Mofussil by an English judge ? — I have heard of an European 
foreigne/ having been committed. 

6010. Are not all East- Indians ^residing in Calcutta tried by the Supreme 
CoOrt ? — They arc, in common with all. other natives, as natives residing 
within the jurisdiction, not as “ British subjects,” in the legal acceptation 
of the term, as used in Acts of Parliament. 

6011. Is there any distinction between the trial of a native subject and a 
British subject in the Supreme Court?— Certainly not; we are treated as 
natives in all respects. If residing in Calcutta, we are subject* to the juris- 
diction of the Supreme Court as natives ; if residing in the provinces, we are 
subject to the Mofussil courts as natives. 

(5012. Are you not subject to the same law and to the same form of trial 
with British-born subjects residing in Calcutta? — We are, in common with 
all other natives. 

6013. Then there is no distinction between you and British-born subjects 
in that respect?— There is not, nor between us and the natives. 

(>014. Are you aware that a British subject rCsiding in the Mofussil is 
amenable to the Company's courts in all civil cases with a native ? — ^They 
are so to a certain extent, by reason of a ’bond into which tliey are required 
to enter. • • , 

(50J5.^ You are aware that it is by a'provisfon of an Act of Parliament ? — 
There is an Act of Parliament on the subject. 

6016. besides that, are not British subjects also iii criminal matters not 
amounting to felony amenable to the ('ompany’s native courts? — Not to 
the native courts, but to the authority of the magistrate as a justice of the 
peace j and a report is to be made to the .Supreme Government in every such 
case. * 

6017- Are you not awanc that British subjects are tried for criminal olfences 
by courts-martial in the qpper provinces ? — Yes, they are; but with regjard to 
the amenability qf British subjects to the Mofiftsil courts, I would state, that 
there are certain regulations which have never been rescinded, and which 
must therefore .be still in force as applicable to British subjects* Regulation II, 
1796, sect. 2, says, “European British subjects, for all acts of a criminal na- 
’ture, are amenable only to the Supreme’ Court of judicature at Calcutta?’.’ 
Und Uqgulation III, 1793, sect. 7, says, “all natives and other persons not 
British subjects are amenable to the jiiHsdiction of the zillah and city courts.” 

* . I These 
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These regulations have never been rescinded, and therefore they must be 21 June 1830. 
still in force. . 

C018. Are you aware that a British subject residing in the jurisdiction of 
the Supreme Court is liable to the jurisdiction of^the Company’s magistrates 
jr«r any breach of the peace, or any assault or trespass not amounting to 
felony, to punishment nobexceeding 500 rupees, or three months’ imprison- 
ment? — Yes ; but that is to the authority of the magistrate as a justice of the 
peace, and he is. to make a report of the circumstance to the Supreme Go- 
vernment } so that there is a broad hue of distinction between British sub- 
jects and East-Indians, even in that faspect. . 

C019. Of the East-Indians residihg in the upper provinces, are not a very 
large proportion in the service of the Company’s government as clerks and 
assistants, and so on ?— -I cannot tell what proportion, but they are employed 
as clerks in the collectors’ and magistrates’ offices. 

C020. Then are those all necessarily relieved from the disabilities and dis- 
advantages wRich you have described, as servants of the East- 1 ndia Company ; 
do not they become British subjects r — No, they do not ; it is only the geji- 
llemen*in the Company’s regular service, civil and military, that are thus 
exempj:. The mere circumstance of, an East-Indian being employed as a 
clerk in a public office do^s not exempt him frotn the jurisdiction of the 
Mofussil courts. 

G021. Did you ever know an instance of a clerk in any of those offices 
tried by the Mussulman law, or considered as a Mussulman or a Hindoo.^ — 

Legally speaking they are so considered. If they have not been so tried, they 
owe it to the correctness of their own conduct^ and the peaceable habits of 
lift which they lead. • * . 

C022. Have y6u known any of them_ tried at all ? — I have known of some 
of them being tried in civil case^.* 

0023. In what court? — In the native court ; and in the case I particularly 
recollect, the party apjjealed to the Supreme Court, and his appeal was not 
admitted. 

, 6024. With regard to the right of bequeathing property, have you ever 
known an instance of the will of an Fast-lndian challenged in the Supreme 
Court, on the ground of his being an East-Indian ? — I am not aware of it ; 
no man would challenge the will, even of a native, in the Supreme Court. 

6025. Then 'what is the grievance which you ‘state With regard to the 
bequeat of property ? — The grievance is stated in the petition ; winch is, that 
“ those of the petitioners who live in Calcutta, within the limited jurisdiction 
of the Supreme Court, are guided in their civil relations by the laws of Eng- 
land ; but the moment they pass beyond that jurisdiction, to, reside, either 
temporarily or permanently, in the ipterior, they are tjiereby placed beyond . 
the pale of all civil law, whether British, Hindoo, or Mahomedan.” This is^ 
tlie main grievance, out of which every other arises. *«. 

.6026. What 
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60S6. What is the particular grievance with respect to the beqpest of pro- 
perty, which you Represent? — That there is no law on the subject. 

0027. Do you know of any i^istance in your recollection of a person of 
your description having beijucathed his property ?— I do. . 

6028. Was that challenged ? — I do not know that it was. * • 

6029. Could it have been challenged? — I suppose a man can make a will, 
certainly. Our complaint is, that we are destitute of all civil law in these 
matters'. 

6030. Is it not consistent with you^ knowledge that East-Indians are daily 
married by the established clergymen of' Calcutta ? — I grant that, and still 
without any rule of civil law on the subject. 

6OSI. Did you ever know an instance of such a marriage being chal- 
lenged ?— I suppose no one would go out of his way to do so. 

6032. Did you ever know an instance of the legitimacy of the children 
born from such a marriage being challenged ? — No ; and still it leaves the 
case as it was, that there is no law on the subject. 

C033. Did you ever hear of an hast- Indian, the son of a colonel in thb 
army, being tried, convicted, and banished to Prince of Wales’ Island, by one 
of the provincial courts ?i— J have heard of such S thing having happened. 

6034. Can you state the name of the* person? — I forget the name, but I 
remember having heard of such a thing many years ago. 

6035. You have stated* that there are East-Indians in the service of the 

Company as registrars and clerks in offices, and tjiat the highest salary they 
receive is 400 or 500 rupees a month ; do you know a Mr. Boileau, a person 
of your class? — Ido. . ^ * 

6036. What ofiice does he hold ? — He is a registrar in the Persian de- 
partment. . 

6037. Do you know the amount of' his salary? — I understand it to be 400 
rlipees a month. 

6OS8. You say that East-Indians are excluded from all judicial situations 
in the native courts, such as moonsifFs, pundits, cazees, and so on ; arc you 
not aware that the exercise of those functions requires a knowledge of the 
Mahonjedan and Hindoo law ? — I am aware of that. 

6039. Is not then the reason of their exclusion their incapacity to perform 
those functions ?-— I do ndt know that ; because they are equally capable of 
studying the Hindoo and Mahomedan law as |he natives themselves, if those 
situations were open to them. 

6040. How then are they excluded ? — Either by usage, or by the rules of 
the service. The first clause of section 8, Regulation XXIII. of 1814, says. 

MoonsifFs to be either of the Hindoo or Mahomedan persuasion and 
clause 3 of section 3, Regulation XXVII. of 1814, says, “ Vakeels or pleaders 
to be fflHbe Hindoo or Mahomedan uersuasion.” 


6041. Are 
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6041. Ar« not Europeans also excluded fit>m those offices ?~-I suppose 31 Jaae 1830. 

they are. • ^ w~R^ketL 

6042. Then there is no distinction betweep your class and Europeans in ' B*q. ’ 
that particular ?— There is no room for a disdnctioti. 

•6D4S. There is no diderence then between you and the Europeans with 
respect to exclusion, bnt you are subject to all the exclusions to which they 
are subject, except that of possessing land ?— -Just so ; in respect to exclusions 
we are identified trith Europeans. * 

6044. And you are subject to all Ihe exclusions which th^ natives are 
subject to ? — We are. 

6045. Are there not many offices to which you are admissible, to which 
natives could not be admissible? — 1 am not aware of that; for natives 
officiate as clerks in the public ofiices, in common with East-^ndians. 

6046. You are aware that if your education qualified you for it, you might 

be a clergyman of the church of England ; could a native be so ? — If he pro- 
fess the Christian religion. > 

• • 

6047. You have stated that, according to your conception of the law, 
persons df your class are iiatfie to punis*hment at the arbitrary discretion of 
the judge, without the intervention of* a jury; can*you stafe one instance of 
such a punishment being imposed ? — I repeat again, that we owe it to the 
correctness of our own conduct, if we have not hieen brought under the 
lash of the law. 

6048. Then you admit tHat, practically, it is pot a grievance ? — We owe 
it tO'Ourselves that it is not so, from a feeling of self-respect that we entertain. 

6049. Are you liot aware that the original exclusion of persons of your 
description from the Company’s service was an exclusion founded upon the 
belief of your appearance and your colour being likely to affect you in the 
estimation of the natives of India? — I am not aware of that; we are held' 
in equal respect by the natives of India with Europeans. I would instance 
the dase of indigo-planters and merchants, who are scattered in difiprent 
parts of the country ; the princes and the nabobs visit them as they do 
Europeans, and treat them with equal respect Rammohui) Roy, a learned 
and respectable native in Calcutta, associates with us as he does with Eu- 
ropeans ; and so would any other respectable native^ 

6050. t Is not then the prejudice existing against you, a {prejudice rather 
founded upon the inadequacy *of education of the great majority of the 
class, than upon spiy other ground? — I rather think not ; for there are many 
persons who in that respect labour under the same disadvantage, and are 
still admitted into the service merely l^ecause they are Europeans. It is not 
•on 'the ground of disqualification that we are excluded, for on that ground 
many might have been excluded who are now in the service. 

5 * * .605i. Are 
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60^1. Are not the Orphan Sch()ols of Calcutta established by the Company 
exclusively for the education of persons of your class? — The Qiphan 
Society has been established by the army, not by the Company. 

6052. Are the childreh of £ast>lndians on both sides admitted at the 
Orphan School, or only children of native mothers ? — Only the childreft ©f 
native mothers. The legitimate children are sent to that branch of the insti- 
tution which is in England. , 

6058. Would it not excite dissatisfaction among the natives of high rank, 
if the children of East-Indians on both sides were admitted to offices from 
M(hich they v^ere excluded ?•— Oertaihly not. 

6054. Are not the East-Indians generally far better acquainted with the 
vernacular languages of India than Europeans ?— They are. 

6055. You have stated that East-Indians would fill the offices in the judi- 
cial and revenue department for one.third of the expense that European 
functionaries cost; do you think there is a sufficient number of East-Indians, 
who have received a good education, to fill those offices? — I think there are; 
and the work of education is going on very rapidly amongst us. 

6056. Then you think that two-thirds of the expense incurred by those 

establishments might be saved?— I think so, if a different system were 
adopted. * • 

6057. Till the year 1827, were not the East-Indians excluded from sitting 
upon grand or petty juries ? — They were. 

6058. Since they have been admissible by law to serve on juries, have they 

in fact been generally summoned? — They have been summoned in common 
with Europeans, and thby bave served. • 

6059. Has any inconvenience whatever arisen from that ? — None what- 
ever. * ‘

JOHN WILI<IAM RICKETTS, Esq. again called in, and examined. 

6060. You have stated that you consider the number of the class termed 
East-Indians in^ tbe presidency of Bengal to be about 20,000, including 
men, women, and children ; of this 20,000, ,what portion do you consider to 
be so educated •as to be fit for public employments? — I should think there are 
about 500 who are qualified to bold situations of trust and importance, and 
about 1,500 who may be considered as qualified to hold subordinate situations 
from their being able to read and write, and understand the English lan- 
guage. In this computation is, of course, not included the rising youth nOw' 
under^ system of improved education at the diifetent schools.

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6061. 0( that number, what proportioh are actually employed? — About 24 June 1830. 
1^000, or more perhaps. • — . 

6063. Are not some of them engaged in trade, and possessing property ? 

— They are, , • / ’* 

• 6063. One of the principal grievances stated in your petition is, that the 
East*Indians who reside iif the Mofussil are amenable to the Mahomedan 
code of law ; is not that law different from what it was under the Mussulman 
government ?— It has been modified by the Company’s regulations from 
time to time. 

6064. Is it not the fact that at present there is a very large proportion of 
British law embodied in the Mahomedan law ?— •It has been incorporated 
with it. 

6065. Is not the principal difference, in fact, in the spirih of the law that 
the institution of juries is not established in criminal proceedings? — Yes, that 
is the principal dinerence ; and the grievance complained of also derives pecu> 
liar force from our moral and religious feelings, because we object, as Chris- 
tians, to the principle of having any thing to do with the Mahomedan code 
under a "Christian government. 

6066. * To what code of law is a native Christia/i convert subject ? — To 

the same. • 

6067. That is, to the law to which he was subject before he became a con- 
vert ? — Yes. • , 

6068. You named a number of officers of the class of East-Indians who 
are employed in the Compsftiy’s army ; how came they to be employed, as 
the.Company have a rqle that they shall not be admitted into the army ? — I 
merely state the fivet; I do not pretend to account Tor it }■ some of them 
were admitted prior to the prohitydon. ' 

6069. Do you know whether those whom you mentioned were of the first 
degree or the second degree of native-born ? — I think they were of the first 
degree. 

6070. Would they not then come within the prohibition? — That is a ques- 
tion for others to consider. 

6071. You stated that the greater number of the nativje mothers of the 
East-lndians in the province of Bengal are Mahomedans ? — The larger pro- 
portion of them. 

6072. Are there not a considerable proportion also who *are of very low 
Hindoo castes ? — There are soide Hindoos, but the Mahometans preponde- 
rate in point of numbers. 

6073. Is it not the fact, that the feeling of the natives towards the class of 
East-Indians is in a great measure affqcted by the low cqstc of their mothers? 

• —1 do not think so ; they identify us with our fathers, and never go out of 
their way to inquire into the fact of who the mothers were. 

* d Tf 3 * 6.074. Being 
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6074* Being considered as ndtives in the eye of the law» are the East- 
Indians liable to any restrictions upon the holding of land ?— No» they are 
not. 

6075. And they are not' liablkto what is called deportation 1 — No. 

6076. Therefore in those respects they enjoy privileges which are deified 
to Europeans ? — Yes» these are natural rights which we possess from our birth ; 
but we think it is not expecting too much if we wish to be placed, in other 
important respects, upon the footing of our fathers. 

6077. If you had the privileges of your fathers in those respects, and at 
the same time were permitted to'hold land, and were exempted from liability 
to deportation, would you not in those respects be upon a better footing than 
any other class in India, the Europeans being forbidden to hold lands, and 
the natives being excluded from the appointments given to Europeans ? — I 
grant that ; but as things are, the disadvantages are much greater on our 
side. What you refer to might place us upon a superior footing in those two 
respects ; that is, with regard to holding lands and deportatidn. 

■ 6078. In fact, you would enjoy the privileges of both classes, Europeans 
and natives ?— As things are constituted we should do so to a certain extent ; 
but it would be very ea^ to abolish, altogether the penalty of depprtation, 
and to allow Europcans*to hold lands in their own names. 

6079. Would you consider the condition of your class to be’ generally 

improved by being placed exactly upon a footing with British-born subjects 
not in the* King’s or tile Company’s service; that is, being placed in the 
exercise of all the privileges which the latter^ enjoy, and deprived of all 
advantages peculiar to yroqr own class ? — Upon the whole it would be an 
improvement of our class ; it would tend to the general improvement of 
society. These odious distinctions strike at the root of' all civil and social 
improvement in India. ' * ♦ 

6080. Are not British-born subjedts in the interior of India subject only 
to the courts of British law, except in civil actions with the natives, and in 
cases of offence not amounting to felony ?— -They dre ; and even in those 
cases, I should still say they are subject to British law, because it is Parlia- 
ment who empowers magistrates to act as justices of the peace, and they are 
not atifenable to phe Mahomedan courts. 

6081 . Does not the privilege of holding lands enjoyed by East-Indians 

constitute a difference, , which makes it necessary that there should be a 
system of law tpore easily and universally applicable in the Mofussil than that 
of the British courts r-^Europeans are also 'permitted, under a license, to 
reside in the interior ; and they carry on traffic to a great extent, and have 
extensive dealings with the natives. Out of all this, therd must arise many 
cases to render them amenable to some law. To a certain extent they are 
nominally prohibited from holding lands, since lands are, in point of fact, , 
held ^ some of them ; which proves that a bad law will be sought to be 
evaded. • % » * 

1 C082. But 
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C082. their holding lands is not reoognized by the law ? — It is not. 

6083. Any proceedings, therefore, which arose out of their holding lands 
would not, in fact, be cognizable by the law ? — Not in their own persons. 

6084*. Do you conceive the law which jfVeveifts Europeans from holding 
lands in India, to be a bad law ? — I certainly do ; I think it to be injurious 
to the commercial and agrieultural interests of India. 

6085. Supposing public employments were open to the East-Indians of 
your class, do nt>t you suppose that their qualifications for office would con- 
siderably increase? — Certainly they would ; and if a door of admission were 
opened to them, they would qualify ‘their ‘ children for the sftuations thus 
placed -within their reach. 

6086. Are you not aware that some of the modifications which have been 
mentioned in your previous examination make the Mahomedan law more 
severe in its application to your class? — In some cases. 

6087. Can ypu mention any instance of that ? — ^The Mahomedan code is 

barbarous and imperfect in itself, and quite incongruous as applicable to 
Christians. There arc also additional laws framed, and additional penalties 
prescribed by the English government, which were not in existence under the 
Mahomedan government. ■ , 

OO88. Do you know that Britisli-born subjects are not amenable to the 
Mahomedan law in any case ? — They are not j except in m'atters of debt to a 
limited amount, where they enter into a bond to abide by the adjudication of 
the local courts. 

6089 . But persons of yeur class are subject to the Mahomedan law ?— • 

Yes, they are. , 

6090. Persons of your class are ilscr subject to the laws administered by the 
King’s Courts in India, if you are, -within' the jurisdiction of them?— Yes.

Extract China CtfnsuLTATioNS, the 1st November 1817. 

A Translatiob of the Imperial Edict, prohibiting the transport of TsAj 
Coastways to Canton^ is here recorded. 

His Majesty’s WUI has been received, conceminga Report from Tseang, (the Vicero]^ 
of Canton,) recommending the rigorous prohibition of conve^ng tea by sea. 

The Merchants of Fokien, in conveying Bohea and SingloTeas to Canton for sale, 
have heretofore taken them through the interior by rivers ; but from the eighteenth 
year of the present reign, they have gradually introduced the practice of conveying 
them by sea, and recently the practice is daily increased. 

.Pe surface of the ocean is wide, and*it is impracticable to search and find out 
what is dune thereon, it is im|>ossible to be sure tliat they do not smuggle prohibited 
articles, and sell them clandestinely. 

Jn that the Viceroys and Fooyucns of those two provinces did not before discover* 
and prevent this practice, manifests extreme remissness. However, in consideration 
of its being now past and gone, 1 will not. inquire deeply into it. But it is now 
ordered, that hereafter in the provinces of Fokien, Gaulwway, and Che Kiang, which 
must be passed in going to Canton, the V7ecroys shall give severe orders relative to 
this subject ; and shall issue extensively Proclamations, commanding that all the Mer> 
chants who carry tea to Canton shall abide by the former usage $ carry their tea by 
the rivers, and over the mojintains to Canton." It is for ever prohibited to carry it by 
sea. If this prohibition be opposed, and it be smuggled out to sea, the moment the 
parties are taken, the merchants shall have their crime punished, and their tea coii- 
fisetited. If there be any aemissness in enforcing this ’profiibition, and they are still 
allowed clandestinely to go to seas, wlft-u it is discovered, an inquiry .will be made to 
ascertain from what ports or harbours tlly vessel sailed ; the officers stationed at those 
parses shall have their names reported to Court; and further said Viceroys and 
Fooyucns shall be punished. * • 

Smuggling is a trifling affair, but having a communication with Foreigners is a . 
thing which involves vast interests. It is indispensably necessary to strain every 
nerve to eradicate the first risings of baseness or mischief.

Of lute years, at Canton, Tea has been dealt in, in excessive quantities, without 
order • or inquify. There has beeu smuggUttg, wrangling to sell firet, and every 
species of illegality, vastly (iiifereut from that tranquil and still transaction of business 
which is ineumbent. If titis medley and indiseriminating iimndation of the mat^et 
shall again take place, what difficulty shall I have in stating it fully to his Majesty, 
and requesting his coinmatids to deliberate and settle the quantity to be bixaight ? and 
‘further, to station great Officers, both Civil and Military, at the Mer-l(pg Moun- 
tarn, at the Pass of Shaon-liug-foo, atid other places, to examine ail that passes, aud 
whatever Teas exceed the.iixed quantity, send it all back, and not allow it tp come to 
Canton ? • 

I, the Go venror- General, heretofore, in managing affairs, have .acted with truth 
and decision. What I said I would do, I liave forthwith done it. If you presume 
lightly to try experiments jvitb me, you will, by your own act, bring down distre.s.s 
and involvement upon yourselves. Subsequent repentance will be unavailing. Pay 
implicit regard to this.

Toe Tea in question bad been* previously imported into London, and sold 
at the CompanySi sales ; and the Court are advised that the Acts of Parliament 
referred to by you, do not prevent, nor were they intended to prevent the importa* 
tiou of Tf a into the Cape under such circumstances.

Tlie cottunnnication from the Court to the Board of Council for Trade in this 
country, in the year 1825 *<to which allusion is made in the correspondence at the 
Cape, upon the subject of the Fknportation of Tea from this country, transmitted with 
your letter of the 7th Aprjl last,) stated that their Agent dt the Cape was instructed 
to put up his Teas in small lots, at pn advance not exceeding 6 per cent, on the 
cost, freight and charges ; and the Coljfrt had doubt but that this Regulation had 
been strictly complied with. As regards therefore their importations of Tea, the 
(Jourt enjoin your implicit compliance with the Regulation before mentioned. T|ic 
Court direct also, that the Tea for the supply of His Majesty’s Navy be issued ali 
the average price at which such Tea may have been ^Id at the preceding public 
sale.

I INFINITJBJLY regret that it is not in my power to accommodate you with single boxes 
uf the teas you require* *We are importers only, selling in bulk w'liat is sent to us ; 
and as such, never keep an assorted stock, vjjb have not, indeed, a box of Bohea, nor 
of the common qualities which you wish to have; and, indeed, if we had, I could not 
break the package, our tea-dealers bejng very particular in not taking a broken 
package, there being a tacit nnderstanding between 11 s that we should never retail, 
if you want single boxes of the description you name by way of sample, you can get 
them only through the medium of brokers, as you will not bnd them complete in the 
bands of any one of our dealers, as even they are not completely assorted. This mode

In making the sample boxes, I have made a small deviation from your instructions, 
having omitted the price on the label, and inserted the name, and the running and 
as^sorted numbers of each, sample, the first on ^le /(//, anti the second on the right 
cornier, following the description of the 5am|tll|^ which, by comparing with the cor- 
responding Nos. in the invoice, 1 trust will beVound siiSiciently perspicuous. 

Of the Bohea and Pekoe teas, there are only two samples of each, because the 
range of quality did not admit of more. ‘On the other hand, the diversity of assort- 
ments found in the Souchon, rendered it advisable to send four samples of this kind. 
The other sorts comprise three samples. 

All the boxes contain at least about the quantity ordered ; some unavoidably con- 
tain more, from the close packing, it having been considered best to preserve, an 
uniformity in the size of the sample boxes, for the sake of greater security in the 
outward.package. 

In further elucidation of the present state of the tea trade in this country, I take the 
liberty to enclose, for your information, a >hort account of it, to which 1 have added 
a Table referring to* the 35 samples forwarded, recapitulating the retail prices at 
which they have oeeM purchased; the corresponding wholesale prices now \|uoted, 
M^hich will be gen^r^lly found higher than those quoted last November ; the ships’ 
names by which imported; the name of the Hong merchants by whom shipped ; the 
flag under which imported ; and the numbers of the lots by winch the parcels are 
distinguished in the tea estkblishmeut.

A short Account of the State of the Tea Trade in the N'etherlands in 1S29. « 

Trk consumption of Bohea tea is very much diminished hy the lose* prices o 
Congo, Campoi, and Souclion. The importations of the hrst-mentioned have also o 
late decreased consfderabiy, and whatever is imported ought to be in quarter or ii 
Congo chests, which is the description in must general demand. Assuming tlu 
quantity of 6,000-4 chest# of tea as the basis for an assorted cargo, 400>4 chests o 
;^bea would be a proper nroportion. ■ 

Of Souchon, Congo, and Cainpoi, the first is most ia use, after which follows tlx 
CongOf and lastly, the Campoi. The consumption of th^ last-mentioned is not ex- 
tensive, unless it has a Becco flavour, in xvhicii f.me it will command high prices.' O 
these three sorts, the higti-flavoured, and'^iose particularly which hold water tht 
best, are most generaliv esteemed and sought after. 

Peccu is sparingly demanded for home consumption. The best qualities, whicl 
must be particularly gre^ or whitish at the points, are much inquired after for Brody, 
on the frontier of Poland and Russia, and command high prices ; and considerabU 
orders also come occasioiuiUy'from Frankfort on the Maine for the same descriptions 
A parcel of 400-4 chests of the foregoing description (grey), in a general cargo, wouh 
be sufe to answer well. A larger proportion of this kind might subject it to a con- 
siderable reduction In value. 

Of Tpnkay, Hyson Skin, and Songlo, the./Srsf is in greatest demand for the con* 
sumption of this country, and the two other sorts in proportion to the rotation iti 
which they here stand. , 

For a cargo already described, the proportions of 

* • 700-4 ctiests Tonkay, * 

400-4 — Hyson Skin, 
f 800-4 — Songlo, . 

would be considered a good assortment. Of these dbree sorts, those having the 
Hyson, or (as it is termed) curled , leaf, are most esteemed. The Tonkay of that 
description is chiefly purchased for Brababd, and sometimes also for the Nether 
Rhine. • 

Hyson experiences a pretty extensive consumption. . The very fine qualities find 
ready phrehasers, at high prices, tor the Braband market, where there is a considerable 
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consumptioii of it ; and it is alfio occasionally ordered at bigh prices for Gerinany. 
Young Hyson (called <{1x110 in the Netherlands) meets in Holfapd a tolerable con- 
sumption, but it is most geuernlly used in Friesland, and the tine qualities command 
high prices. . 

Imperial (of lar^ roupd grain) is not generally used ; out the tine descriptions are 
soinAimes purchased at extravagantly high prices for the Braband market : 150-4 
chests would he a proper proportion of this sort. 

The tine Gunpowder (small-grained) fetches high prices ; it is chiefly purchased 
by English travellers, and likewise for the» purpose of smuggling into England, which 
is also occasionally the case with good Bohea tea in quarter-chests. 

The prices charged in tlie invoice of the«accompanying samples srf9b^e current 
retail prices of the day ; but the prices no^ quoted for the wholesale lots or chops at 
public sales will be found in the annexed-Table. 

As the Netherlands Trading Company, however, have advertised a sale of 16,583 
chests against the 14th October, the present quotations may possibly undergo some 
alteration, more especially those of the finer qualities, as the sale will chiefly consist 
of old ordinary parcels, purchased by the Company at their first outset, on the spot, 
on speculation, together with some parcels of middling and good middling qualities, 
imported by thern'in 1828 by the ship Helena. The fine qualities are wanting. 

The Trading Company intend, for the first time, in the ensuing sale, as far as 
regards tile Helena’s cargo, to introduce new conditions ; that is, to weigh net, with- 
out any allowance of gtwd weight, and also to deduct only the real tares. Hitherto 
the custojnary allowances have been from five to seven per cent, upon the real tares, 
and about three pounds and a half Netherldhds silent weight ; and which conditions 
will probably continue to be granted by individual importers, bo^h Dutch and foreign, 
as being an additional inducement for purchasing with the dealers in that article- 

Tea improves at present in public estimation, and there is a great probability of an 
advance, if the Americans discontinue their supplies, whicli they have already begun 
to do this year, on account bf the high duties, and have carried all to Hamburgh, from 
whence partial supplies have cofbe hither, of the fine qualities. 

The two first expcditbus undertaken by the Trading Company consisted of four 
ships each year, but the losses from stlwe operations rendered it advisable for the 
Company to confine their third and fou(h expeditions to two cargoes annually. 

It is generally expected that some alteration iu the tea trade is at present in con- 
templation with the Netherlands’ Government; and theTipinion is, that the interest 
and will of Itis Netherlands Majesty incline towards a monopoly in favour of the 
Trading Company, which the dealers of the article arc in favour of ; while, on the 
otiicr hand, it is no less generally deprecated by the general commission merchants. 

The consumption of tea continues without any perceptible increase^ which is chiefly 
ascribed to the present low state of the coflee market.

'Boston, to John Bidwell, Esq., dated November 25, 18^. 

Sir, • 

In compliance with tho instructions of the Earl of Aberdeen, 1 liave shipped on 
board the American ship Dover, bound to Liverpool (where she will probably arrive 
between the 20th and 26th^December), 12 packages, containing samples of teas most 
geiferally used in this state, which I have addressed as desii^d, and^ as no vessel will 
sail bciu-e for London for some tinie/^onsigned to the collector of his Majesty’s 
Customs at Liverpool, to whom 1 have written, and enclosed a bill oLkiding. 

I deemed it advisable to take sufficient quantities to enable me to receive the draw- 
back of tlie whole duties ; to entitle me to winch, it was necessary to take as much as 
was charged with 50 dollars duty on each separatee importation* Could I have obtained 
all the reejuired samples out of one and the same carj^o, a less quantity would have 
sufficed. 1 have the honour to observe, that unbroken packages will prove much 
more correct samples than could have been obtained from tea dealers, who would 
have charged retail prices, which, with the duties that must have been paid, would 
have amounted to as much or more expense than has been incurred. ' 

The teas were tieiccted for me by Mr. Bryant P. Tilclen, who has great experience 
in the Canton trade, and were purchased at the same pHces that would have been 
charged by the 1(K) chests. 1 am much indebted to him, and also to « Messrs. Perkins 
and Co.*of this city, who are the most extensive £ast-India*merdtiants in the United 
States, for the information which enabled me to make out thc^ Correct statement, 
which 1 have the hqnour to transmit herewith for the Commissioners for the Affairs 
of India in Ijondon, and of which I shall send copies in duplicate by the Dover for the 
perusal of the Earl of Aberdeen, conceiving that it may be usefol to refer to when 
the question relative to the renewal of* the East-lndia Company's charter shall be 
taken into consideration. It will be seen that, in’ addition to the present wholesale 
and retail prices, 1 have stated their prime cost at Canton. ^

In compliance with your rcqupst, we have separately examined the samples of teas 
received from the Honourable Board, and subsequently, com pared our Estimate, the 
result of which we beg to sx/bjoiu. ^ ^ . 

We think U right to observe that two qfjthe samples of Bofaea are decidedly inferior 
in quality to any imported of late years by the’ Honourable the East-lndia Company. 
With reference to the samples of Congo, which is the description of tea* principally 
consumed in this . country (about two-thirds’ of the whole), there , being in each 
fjuarterly sale nearly 100 samples, which sell at prices varying from 2s. to 3s. 3f/. 
per lb., and as we are only furnished .wltl> five samples,* it mast be obvious that we 
can form but a limited opinion as to the relation which they bear in quality to those 
of tlie East-lndia Company. 

The importations of Pekoe, young Hyson, and Gunpowder are very uncertain, 
being chiefly in the privilege of the officers of the Company’s ships, and vary very 
materially In quantity at different periods j consequently fine Pekoe, when the quan- 
tity in tlie market has been large, has sold as low as Ss.'Od. perjb., but from the 
present scarcity cannot now be obtained under 5s. 6d. per lb. The prices we have 
therefore*affixed are intended to illnstratc the relative qualities and'worth in a market 
moderately supplied, rather than tbe present value, which is unusu&Ily high.

Obsbbvatioes on a MBMoaiAi. which has been presented to the Right Honourable 
the Lords Comthissiotiers of bis Majesty’s Treasury, from certain Tea Dealers of 
the Cjty of Edinburgh.* 

I 

Thb Memorial to the Right Honourable the Lords Commissions of the Treasury 
from Mr. Williau^^rhofburn, and sundry other dealers in tea, resident in the cky of 
Edinburgh, respecting the quantities and prices of teas at the Company’s periodical 
sales, as well as an address to their Lordships on the same subject by Mr. William 
Thorburn iodividualiy, having been transferred from the Treasury to the Ixirds of 
the Committee of Council for the Affairs o^ Trade, and having been transmitted by 
the latter Board for the consideridion and remarks ^ the Court of Directors of the 
East-India Company, the Court have taken the subject into due consideration, and 
submit their ohservatious accordingly. 
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* 

Thfe allegatioB« of the memorialists may be reduced iuto the following beads: 

First. That the aggregate supply of tea of all de 8 Criptioi» at the Company's qiiaiy 
terly sales has been, during some years past^ inadequate, to the total demand of the 
home market. 

■ 

Second. That if there be a material fell of price on any species of tea, the quautity 
of dial; species is systematically reduced at the succeeding quarterly sale. 

Third. That from this cause, and the inadequacy of the general supply, teas, even 
of the worst quality, sell at a considerable advance on the price at which they are 
put up. 

Fourth. That the Company’s sales have lately been particularly deficient in tlie 
finer assortments of tea, especially in Souchcjng and Hyson. 

Fifth. That as a necessary consequence of the inadequate supply, the prices of teas 
in firittun have been much greater than. on the Continent of Europe. 

Si.vth. That as a.TMrther necessary consequence, the deficiency of tea for British 
consumption must be supplied either by smuggling or by fraudulent imitation. 

The Court will offer their observations under the above heads respectively. 

The first allegatibn is, that “ the aggregate supply of tea of all descriptions at the 
Company’s quarterly sales, has been, during some years past, inadequate to the 
aggregate demand of the home market.” 

Tlie object of the Court in issuing their onlers for the annual supplies of tea, bus 
always been to obtain a quantity fully adequajte to the dempnd of the home market; 
but at tiie same time to ensure tUe fit arid proper quality of the entire quantity 
ul^tained. * 

'I hc English Easl-India Company, as a necessarp result of the combined operation 
of their large capital, their unlimited credit, their extensile dealings, and the entire 
confidence reposed in thcn\ by the merchants of China, have the - inspection and first 
choice of all the teas which are annually imported from the tea provinces into Canton. 

full supply, in point of tt|e aggregate quantity of all qualities indiscriminately, is 
therefore always at the command of tL^ Company, so long as tjbe demand of the home 
market does not exceed the total supply the uiarket of Canton. 

On the passing of the Commutation Act, the great increase in the annual demami 
lor teas, consequent on tiie great reduction of duty, necessarily augmented the diffi- 
culty of selection. The Court, in order to exclude very inferior teas, deemed it expe- 
dient un that occasion to send out a gentleman, who had long been an eminent broker 
in London, to assist their regular servants at Canton in the selection of teas ; and the 
same professional assistance has been continued to the present time. 

The different classes of teas are submitted to several careful examinations, ‘ pre- 
viously to purchase, in China ; and if, when finally examined at the period of their 
shipment, they are found superior to the character which has beefi attached to tliem, 
their price is raised ; if they are found inferior, either they* are rejected or their price 
is reduced ; and such is tlte confidence of the Hong merchants in.the correctness of 
the CoQlpany’s valuation, that the equity of the reductions is almost tnvuriably acknour- 
ledgetl and acquiesced in. Every chest of tea is again subxfiittcd to a careful exaini- 
naUon on being exposed to sale in London. The Compady contribute to defray the 
«xi>e.iise of printing *1116 remarks of the brokers on the results of the examinatiotts. 
These remarks (which are regularly sent to Cbuia) go into details of great nicety ; 
and as tlie brokers are independent of thq Company, acting entirely under thq orders 
of the wholesale tea-dealers, it is reasanable to cpnclude that if the teas bad not 
merited a good report, Uiey would not have obtained it as they constantly have done. 
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This course of p^ectiee has 4>roved successful in excluding; inferioB teas from the 
Company’s pui^i^^s in China. , 

Tli 0 recommendation of jihe Memorialists^ that the East-India Company shall be 
immediately required to increase vei^ largely the quantities of teas eX}msed at their 
quarterly salcs> evidently proceeds on the assumption tl^ che> supply of tea in the 
Canton market is unlimited^ so far at least as' any conceivable demand of the Bc'itjsh 
market is concerned. The whole of the arguments adduced In. the Memorial must 
have their basis on this assumption. It is therefore necessary to show that this 
assumption is altogether at variance with the actual state of the supply at Canton. 

Formerly the East-India Company nuver experienced any difficulty in obtaining 
whatever quantity of teas they required, and at lower prices that) at the present 
time. Consequently, as the Memoriallstif’notice, ** the Company for some time kept 
the n)a)‘ket so ftiUy supplied, that the middling quality sold at only Id. to ^d. advance 
on the price at which it was put up, while inferior parcels were refused by the trade.” 
But of late years the state of the tea market In Canton has greatly changed ; the 
supply has fallen* aitort of the general demand, insomuch that the East-India Company 
Avere unable in the year 1821*22 to ' procure cargoes of approved teas for all their 
sliips, and two of them, the General Harris'and Marquis Camden,, competent to carry 
upAvards of thyee millions of pounds weight, AArere detained witKout any pruiitabic 
omployment,'at a great expense for demurrage; and in 1^2-3 the Americans could 
not obtain teas of any kind for several of their ships, of which two at least returned 
to New York with little or no cargo on board, and several others remained until new 
teas came down from the interior. These circumstances in the trade of the Americans 
may be partly attributable to the destruction of ten thousand chests of their tea in the 
calamitous fire of November 11^22, but teb thousand chests of tea would have been 
little more than half a cargo for either of the East>India Company’s ships, which, 
Avithout any calamitous or extraordinary occurrence, bad been detained for want of 
cargoes in the preceding season, and from no other assignable cause than tbn the 
total supply of tea in those years was unequal to the general demand. 

It is believed that the Company’s trade embraces at leqst three-fourths of the total 
quantity of tea brought. to Canton; their sales ^ow amount to tvventy-ciglit millions 
of pounds weiglrt per annu>n. The Amerie^^ps export from Canton about six millions 
of pounds weight per annum, for their own consumption, and for sale in Europe. 
A quantity not amounting to a million of pounds weight per annum is exported from 
Cautoo in the private trade to India, where the liabit of drinking tea has been intro- 
duced by the British residents. 

A statement of the quantities of tea which have been imported into London, and 
sold by the East-Iudia Company, or refused at their sales; and a statement of the 
exports of tea from Canton by the Americans, for the last three years, and in the 
private trade to India, for the last two years, will be found in the Appendix. 

Whether it may he expedient for the East-India Company to receive teas of a loAvcr 
standaird than their present system allows, requires grave consideration. To su[>ply 
the ptiblic with cheaper t^s, to increase the quantity of their imports from Canton, 
they must of necessity relax somewhat in their scale of quality ; but a change of this 
nature shouM not 1^ addpted Avithout great circumspection : the high character of 
the teas sold at theV-ompany’s sales, and the public confidence therein, should nut be 
lightly put to hazard. • 

If there be no natural causes which limit the production of the better descriptions 
of lea, the increasing demand of the Company at CsUiton will necessarily produce an 
increasing supply, without lowering the scandanl of quality which they have so long 
deented it essential to maintain, and to tlm strict maintenance of which the great 
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consumption of tea in Brituiu may bo in a great me^s^ure ascribable; the excess of 
tlie demand beyond ttxe supply will bo but temporary, and the prices in the home 

market will fall with the increased supply, which wiU be permanent when once 

obtained. If the standard of quality he lotvered, the motives to increased prothiction Xu. 9 . 

of the better descriptions will not exist in the same degree. If it sliould be impera- 
tive cm the Company to import a given quantity of pounds weight annuuliy^ and if that 
c]nantity should be equal to total supply of all qualities indiscriminately in the 
Canton market, the task of selettion must be at an end ; all that is offered must bo 
taken ; deterioration of the whole investnrient, rise of price at Canton on the dete- 
riorated commodity^ and loss of character to the Company’s teas, might be anticipated 
as highly probable consequences ; from which would naturally follow a diminution of 
consumption; that would again bring tlie^siipply no equal or exceed the demand. 

But results so prejudicial to this important branch of conunerce, revenue, and 
domestic economy, must be deprecated as much by the public as by the Com^mny. 

The second allegation is, that if there be a material fall of price on any species of 
lea, the quantity of that species is systematically reduced at the succeeding quarterly 
sale.’^ 

This allegation wpiild have some forcc^if the aggregate quantity of tea wore re- 
duced at the same time with that of the particular species ; the fact being otherwise, 
the allegation resolves Itself into this: that the Company, in the distribution of their ^ 
stook, substitute for a quantity of tea least in demand, a quantity of some other kind 
or kinds more in demand. If this operation teifds to raise the price of the tea of which 
the ([nantity is diminished, it tends to lower the price of the tea of wlilcli the quantity 
is increased; if the quantity of the tea mpst iu demand ‘wore increased without a 
proportional diminution of the quantity of the ten least in demand, tlic Company would 
incur flie danger of exceeding the total quantity wkh which they could permanently 
supj)ly tlie public, or of trenching on the stuck which tlieyare bound to reserve; if 
the quantity of tea most in-demand were not increased, the Company having the 
power to increase it, still more, under the same circumstances, it were diminished, 
the Company would be justh^clmrgeable with a design, of forcing up prices by in- 
adcqmtc supjdy. As it is, they supply, the public demand to.thc full extent which 
tiie amount of their stock anti their expeqt^tiens from China authorize. To say, that 
while the same aggregate tpiautity is furnished, tin. proportions of the quarterly su|>- 
]d ies shall not vary according to the variations of the proportionate demand, would be 
to say that the tea which stands lowest in ]Mtbllc estiniatiou should be systematically 
forced into the market, to llie exclusion of that which stands highest, a projyositiou 
whicli the allegation implies, but which, when distinctly stated, carries with it its 
own refutation. 

The third allegation is, that from the causes assigned in the i wo preceding iJllc- 
gatious, teas even of the worst quality sell at a considerable advance on the price at 
which they arc put up.” An instance is given in Bohea tea, which* being pufup at 
1 . 9 . GtL per pound, sells for^A'. 5^/. 

With respect to the price at which Boliea tea is put up, am! the paice winch it pro- 
duces, it is necessary to enter somewhat into detail, more especially as Assertions have 
been exteiisively circulated that 9d. per pound is a sufficient price Iqr Bohea tea, and 
much reproach is oast upon the Company for selling it at higher pwees. 

The word Bohea”*was formerly the general term, in Britain, for all black teas; 
but it is now confuicM:! to the lowest species of black tea, to which it always properly 
belonged. Tlw* aommfm Bobca is the refuse the black teas, wdiic^i, not being thought 
worthy of being pa<;ked in the tea country^ is brought to Canton in baskets, thot e 
thrown into heaps, mixed with all the refuse of the tea warehouses, and packed at 
leisure. It was certainly the cifsiom of the East-Iudia Companv to import a iK>rtioii ^ 
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of this kind of 'Bohea; but the dissatisfaction of tiie purchasers at its very inferior 
TEA. quaiitv, Caused iJte Company entirely to relinquish their dealings in it ; and no com- 

vim BcIicb tea^has'been imiHtrted by them foiMhe htst ISor 10 years. Ittvasfar from 
No. 9. tbe intention of ihe Conrt of Directors to exclude cbeap tea from the London market ; 

Appendix (C.) Ihey ewsidered that if the quality of the lojvestfclass of tcas^ iniported conld be raised 

* vrithoiit diminishing the quantity, the poorer classes of society would be most Bepe- 
dtedb^ tiie measure ; and they gave ui^ders for the substitution of an intermediate 
species, between common Bobea tea and Congo tea. Veiy considerable quantities of 
this secondary class of Congo teas have been received by the Company, and have been 
greatly approved by the public. Unfortunately, however, as it Would now appear, 

' the Cuinpauy did not adopt a new term for this intermefliate tea, but continued to call 
it Bohea, with merely a prefix of die word “ Best and when tlie new article became 
sufficiently understood by the dealers, and eetublislterl in public estimation, the word 
“ best,” which was adopted merely by way of distinction from the former common” 
Bohea, fell info disuse. This new Bohea (including freight, insurance, and all other 
charges), costs rtqj Company Is. 6</. per pound, at which price it is of course ofl'ered 
for sale ; and if a bidding of one farthing be made, it is sold, the Company having 
reduced the scale of advance from the Act of Parliament limit of one penny to one 
farthing only u|mu such teas. But a price so much higher than 1«. per pound 
being given t'oi'the new Buhea, shows that the intention of the Court of Directors to 
•raise, the quality of the lowest class of teas, in a degree more, than commensurate to 
the additional cost, has been fully anstyered. The new Bohea has, no doubt, found 
purchasers among classes of consumers by whom the cotumon Bohea was rejected. 
The quantity destined for‘tlw) poorest classes of consumers is thus, as it were, inter- 
cepted auri dimiiiislied. Tlic obvious remedy is an increase of the importation of this 
particular species o*f Bohea tea; aii object which the Court have endeavoured, and arc 
endeavouring to accutnjjljsh, by u^'llbcral increase of price at Cautou ; but it must be 
a work of time. The Court of ^Directors could not anticipate that the Company would 
be reproached for having adopted a course of proceeding vvith a view to the public 
benefit, for which they were, on tlie contrary, entitled to expect untiualified com- 
mendation. * I ^ 

Tiie fourth allegHtion is, That the Company’s sales have lately been deficient in 
the finer assortments of tea, especially in ^uchong.” 

Tltis allegation is a branch of the first, and proceeds on the same assumption, that 
the Company can always obtain any quantity, of any description of tea, in tiie market 
Appcmlix (U.) Canton. It will be seen by the annexed extracts from the ('ourt’s letters to China, 
Appendix (K.) ®hd from the answers of tlie Company’s servants there, that tlie Court’s orders for 
Souchong tea have been particularly urgent, and tliat the Company’s servants in 
China have used every exevllon to execute them, u'itliout success. The sup|)Iy of fine 
Souchong tea lias faiten off very much in tlie" Canton market, and not to the Easf-India 
Cpmpiimy alone. .The increasing cuusumption of fine Souchong tea in Ciiina itself, as 
noticed in the Papers angexed, may in part account for the inadequate supply for ex- 
portation ; but the great, personal iuiluence and command of capital possessed by tlie. 
Company’s .sci;v8hts in China, havC so signally failed in the (lesired effect of pro- 
ducing a sufficient quantity of real good Souchong,” as to induce them to express an 
ajiprebeusiori, “ Miut the cultivation or manufacture of this tea is lost.” 

With respect to fine Hyson tea, whicti, with tiic exceptiou.of Gunpowder, is the 
finest of all tcas^ the Memorialists appear to he entirely in error. ’I'his is a matter of 
surprise to the Court, as the general hotly of the tea trade have, at all times, tlie 
fullest means of knewing the real state of the market. Fine Hyson tea, instead of 
being deficient, is superitbuiidai)t hi the Company’s supply, and consc({iieiitly sells at 
insutficient prices ; for tlie dealers being enabled, hy tlie fulness of the supply, to 
. select the best parcels, leaving the residue in the liands of the Company, and the 
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course of business with regard to isefused teas of every deseription being to put them 
up at the next quarterly sale without miy price at uih eiich teas are finally dinposcd of 
at a loss to the Company. A statetnent oi the quantities .of Hyson’tea put up to sale, 
sold and refused, in the last throe years, will be found in tim Appendix. 

The fifth allegation is, thht ** as a necessary consequence of the inadequate supply, 
the* (frices of teas in BHtatp have been much greater than on. thp Continent of 
Europe.” , ' " ' 

The public Price Currents of the Cootiqental ami American markets undoubtedly 
show that teas of similar, denominations with jho Company’s are sold there at much 
lower prices tliat at the India House in London: but fortunately for the Company 
this argument proves too much,, for teas ace apparently selling on the Continent of 
Europe and in America at lower prices fltan' the East-India Company pay for them in 
China; and* it is, a, fact not to be controverted, that for quality the foreign European 
and American merchant at Canton pays as high prices for teas ns the EasUindia 
Company; the conclusion is irresistible, that in the real ocil-turu^of the Company’s 
teas, and of those of other natious respectively, the same names cannot designate the 
same qualities ; though it would seem that, with the opponents of the Coaipatiy, the 
iiuiue Is of all imponauce and the quality of none. 

It must be admitted, that a foreign ship, proceeding directly from China to any port 
in Europe or America, may dispose of her teas, at immediate sale, on somewhat lower* 
terms than can be attbrded in London by the East-ludia Company, who are required 
by the 24th Geo. HI. c. 38, to keep always in^their wareboufes a stock of tea at least 
equal to one year’s consumption- The actual stock of unsold tea in the Company's 
warehouses on the 1st day of the present biontli (August 1824) exceeded r)2,()()0,()(X) 
of pounds, which of course occasions a heavy expense for interest of capital, warehouse 
room, risk, and management, in the aggregate not less than £200,000 sterling per 
annum.

The knowledge, on the part of the Chinese authorities, that so large a stock of tea 
is always kept iu store by tluj East-India Company in London, must have been of great 
importance during the late discussions, « arising from the unfortunate .affair at Lititin ; 
ami must, on all occasions, have given c«)i/fidence to the Company’s servants in their 
rcsisiaiice to the insults and aggressions of Ihc'funetionaries at Canton, which too fre- 
quently occur from very trifling causes. The sufficiency of the stock <Jf tea in the 
Company’s warehouses has also enabled the public at home to look with less appre- 
hensiuii to the effect of the various suspensions of trade which have taken place at 
Canton. 

The sixth allegation is, that ** the deficiency of tea for British consumption must be 
supplied either by smuggling or by fraudulent imitation.” 

The smuggling of tea into these kingdoms is a subject on whicl/tlie Court vantiot 
speak with certainty ; but so far as they can judge from the evidence within their 
reach, the practice is not carried on to any great extent. Fraudulent imitations have 
been detected, and constant vigilance is no doubt required on the past of the public 
officers (b whom that duty belongs, to discover and repress tliesn. But the good effect 
of the system pursued by the Company in the selection of teas, and hf their high cha- 
racter us a mercantile .body, is herein eminently mauifested; the iraudiilent imitator 
cannot avail himself of the pretence that he bought tlic tea at the India ffouse ; If 
such an assertion were made, the doubt whether or not it could be true would not be 
entertained for a moment. If the trade wdt'c open, the sale of fielitlous teas would be 
greatly facilitated ; for China itself affords abundance of fraudulent imitatious of its 
own.tea, which are constantly procurable at Canton. . , 
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I; The Court trust that they have satisfactorily answered the allegations of the Memo- 

rEA. upd;diaj; the public interests <lo not in any degree ret^uirt; interference with the 

Comjtauy in "their tnanageuif nt of the tea* The object of Padiament in confirming 

No. 9. trade exclusively to the East.India Company, was not for the purpose of gralui- 

tousty conferring coinmerci&l profit upon thema the privilege npcessarily carried with 
it the fmrforniance of important duties. The Court can confidently assert thauhese 
duties have been ]>erformed successfully and faithfully. Even during the whole course 
of the late war, the system on which the commerce with China was conducted, and 
the superior equipment and strength of t^e Company’s ships, enabled the Court to 
.supply tiie public fully mid regularly w4h tea, under all the varying circumstances of

The apparent cause of the approbatioi] given Lo the last importation by the brokers here, has 
been noticed in a preceding paragraph. We hUv0 great satisfaction however in remarking, that 
the very objectionable odd smell, partaking of the odour of apples, has not been hdticed by the 
brokers in the Souchong and Campoi teas of the last two seasons. * 

<29. The chop of Sonchi Tung Yuen^ supplied by the relatives ofCoqua, maintains its former 
character, but the sale^ of it has been much interfered with by the unusually large quantity of a 
similar quality of tea import^ l^t year in private trader We trust that you will continue tliis 
c liop in our investment, notwithstanding the decefisc of Coqua.

' 3G. The continued deficiency of good Souchong teas is much to be regretted; you will per- 

ceive that the small quantity we have had ta offer to the dealers has been well esteemed by them ; 
and they have perhaps value4 the article at a price InghtT than it really merited,, merely on account 
of its scarcity, for they allow tokboth the chops purchased at 38 tales, a« well as to several chops 
of Campoi, the characters of Souchong flavour,* the existence of which quality in these teas is to 
us rather doubtful. ^ 

37. We consider your purchases of Campoi to be very useful. 

41. It is so desirable to have an ample supply of good tea of the Souchong kind, that if 

800,000 lbs. cannot be obtained, we still desire you will endea^ur to procure as much of this 
Species of good quality as possible. ^ 

42. You will not diminii^h your purchases^ even shpuld the quantities of tea in pri\Tite t/adc, 
under the denomination of Campoi, SoucliOhg and Pekoe, exceed, in future seasons, the total 
quantity required by our estimate, as a great pro^rtlon of such tea, by whatever name it may be 
invoiced, is of,a very inferior quality, and will not come into competition with the good sound tea 
of the Souchong kind, which it is our object^ to import. 

43. The absence of several fine chops which formerly constituted a part of our annual impor- 
tations of Souchong, is a great drawback on the credit of our sales, and We could wish that some 
of those we formerly received were restored, or some equally good substituted ; but so long as the 
natives will give the prices you mention for their own use, we cannot expect much addition to the 
quantity of real Soudiong which we have received of late. 

44. ThecViop of $onchi received this season is evidently inferior to the former importations, 
and tile reduction from 42 to 32 tales, whicli it has experienced, will, it is hoped; make the manu- 
facturer more careful hereafter in his selection; at the same time it may be foaTed that reducing 
the prices with severity may Itiave the effect of depriving our investment of some of the best teas.

It is asserted 
by the merchants, that large sums were expended by them to earry our wishes iitto effect, more 
particularly by Chunqua, in whose teas, though ndt of sufficieht |^ood quality, we have been 
pleased to find some care has been taken, as fkr as keeping them free from dust ; and wc have 
subsequently added a chop of Canipoi to this merchant’s account, which proved deserving of the 
character strong.”

APl^ENDIX TO THE FIRST REPORT of the 


Dated 20th March 1818. * 

Our disappointment in the parcel of Souchongs has been greater this year than in the 
preceding season : for it will appear that, including Campois under tlie former denomination, 
wc have not been able to procure, of l)o.th species united, more than 333 jQOO lbs. weight. In 
consequence of the orders to efass these two kiiidis 06 tea under the head of the former, we have 
deemed it advisable to extend the quantity of Souchong usually estimated a$ prociTa])le, 
althougli w e are far from confident of obtaining the amount of requisite quality. 

18. The merchants have strongly recommended us to ab^ain from contracting for Souchong, 
alleging, in support of their advice, the bene§t likely to arise from discouraging so extensive a 
manufacture as lias latterly obtained; and al^o the advantages of causing many of the persons 
. now engaged in this branch of the Tea trade to exchange it for the cultivation of Congo, Wc 
have deeraod it prudent to accede, except in the instance of the merchant Lap Sing, who merits 
every mark of favour from us, and we shall confine our arrangements for Souchong to mentioning 
in general terms, that the supply required will be the same as in the present season, viz. 6,300 
chests.

iH. It is w*ith great regret we report to your Honourable Court, that the Souchongs of thi> 
season are inferior to tliose of the two preceding years. Out of 15,300 chests submitted to our 
inspection, the highest denomination is Middling Jl’ea, Souchong flavour?’ and only two chops 
have been nianuftctured of that quality. 

‘ 17. Wc liad hoped, in the present season, for a more favourable out*turn of these teas„and 

had contemplated the measure of throwing put the “ Middling tek” from our Souchongs, to be 
invoiced as Campois ; under present circumstances, howxver, we were unable to effect this, as, 
with tiiat character classed as* Souchongs, oupiiivestment will only consist of 2,000 chests. 

18. We aie glad to.fiud that the Souchongs di last season exceeded your expectations; but 
your Honourable Court will be greatly disappointed to observe, that Lap Sing is not better tl»an 
“ Middling 'fea, Soucliong favour,” and perhaps not equal to Tien Iling, of Mowqua. 

19, In the preceding^ we reduced the character of ‘‘ Middling Tea,’* to 38 talcs, but did not 
consider any further reduction advisable in the present year ; «we have, however, w^^rned the 
merchants of a resolution to reduce each of tlie characters accepted as Souchongs this season 
two tales, and should not this have the desired effect, we milst despair of our meeting-yuur 
Honourable Court’^ w ished of restoring the quality of Souchongs. 

*2f). We are confident that no superior chops of this tea can fall into other hands ; and your 
Honourable Court may rely on ou» attention to this point. 

c 1 . The same remark may be made on the Souchongs as on the Congos ; the leaves, generally, 
were satisfactory, and, in most instances, the smell; but when drawn into water there was a 
great deficiency of strength. ^

23. Id our last estimate, in consequence of the Cainpois being added to the head of Souchong, 
we iucreased the quantity supposed wocurable, not from any epipcctation of procuring it of suffi- 
cient good quality, but it was calcidated any 'deficiency might be met by the private trade. In 
the present estimate, the private trade being included, as directed by your Honourable Court, 
we ljuve deemed the former quantity of 500,000 lbs, as much as can possibly be relied on. 

30. It has been with great regret that we have noticed to your Honourable Court our ill suc- 
cess in procuring Souchong ; and that, in the present season, wp have ffiiied even in the chop

spectors at the time of their receipt. Repeated directions have been given you on various occa<- 
sions, against sending any Ankoi teas, either Bohea or Congo, and we very much disappfove of 
your having sent thesti teas, knowing them to be of Ankoi flavour. From the 202d paragraph of 
your letter of the 26th February 1810, it may be supposed that the package and tlic ptjee (that 
of common Bohea) were some inducements, and to these, upon /he present occasion, may be 
added the situation of Ponqua’s affairs ; but so injurious are Ankoi teas to the quality and con- 
sumption of teas in general, that we direct that you suffer nothing whatev^ ,to induce to send 
any time on our account, and that you endeavour as much aspossfolc to discourage thern 
from being sent in private trader By your consultation of the agtli NoveUiber, it appears it was 
determined to allow Puiqua and Chunqua 16 tales for their Congo packed in Bohea cbe»^* and 
15 to all the other nierfchaiits, except those delivering common Bohea. These teas iii question 
would liave been entitled to the latter price, if they bad been delivered of quality in conformity 
with their musters; but not being so, you h^ve received them as common Bonea^ at 14 tales, 
but without any especial. upUcc of tliat circumstance. , ^

3128. *ihB Ankoi tea which you consigned to us in 1813, did not, it is true, excite the paAioal^ 
attention ct the buyers, and certainly was in a great measure free from that nauseous “ Cashetu* 
flavor which pervaded the former parcels ; but still it was verj^ high-dried, and had a strong burnt 
taste. The very term Ankoi lias acquired an unfavourable meaning, and conveys an idea of tea 
possessing an oily, burnt,' unpleasant flavour. , We therefore, without repeating our orders in the 
form of an absolute prohibition, recommend the subject to your particular c4)nsideration ; our in- 
structions certainly having been intended to operate more against the consignment of tea of the 
burnt Cashew flavour in genera), than to forbi<} ypur purchasing tea from the Ankoi district, or 
from any other particular division of country. It good Congo can be procured from any part of 
the Chinese empire, we can have no objection to receive it.

14. We observe two chops of very ordinary tea^ among the winter Congo, and Congo invoiced 
below contract. It is our particular desire that no tea of any species, of a quality really as low 
as very ordinary, ijpay be t^en, even at winter pric^.

4. You will find, by the result of our estimate, that if you have shipped in your seaimn 1819-20, 
three million pounds Bohea, a« you have given us reason to expect, and all the ships arrive safe, 
wc shall be in possession of moilb Bohea than appears at present likely to be required ; but as you 
will no doubt have made some pnovision of this Article for the ships in your season 1820-21, anti 
as it appears to be advisable that the sWps should not be without a flooring of Bohea, we direct 
that you ship in your season 1820-21, no more than isS suflicieni for that purpose.

57. The general quality of the Bohea has justified the encour^pment you gave the merchants 
in the increase of price, and we approve your scale of appreciation. 

58. You will find by our*letterof 8th Decetnb^r 1^19, we had intended to diminish our indents 

for Bohea ; but from an improvement in the demand for this article having since taken place, we 
shall raise it again to the same quantity we calculated upon immediately before that letter was

2. The Bohea teas have given general satisfactuTO to the dealers, and have been, and continue 
to be so much in demand, that our stftck is iwbufficient to give an adequate supply in the ensuing 
June sale.

4. We approve your having shipped the whole of the Bohea you had on hand in the season 
1820-21, and desire that in future years the consignment rather exceed the* estimate, if it can be 
procured without an increase in the cost price, until we shall have acquired a sufficient quantity, 
as we are desirous that this species should ^^onstitute a part of oiiV surplus stock of tea, in pre- 
i%epccito so large a quantity of contract Congo* You will, therefore, use your utmost endeavours 
to procure, as early as practicable, the whole quantity of this species of tea, which appears to be 
required by the estimates transmitted in a subsequent part of this letter* 

70. Our letter of the 15th August last will have prepared you to expect an increase in our 
demand for Bohea and Twankay ; and you will, we^trust, have already made some arrangements 
to meet our wishes* We hope you will eventually be able to accomplisli the provision of the 
Bohea required, by encouraging the produce of the Woping districts, us this tea now appears to 
be much approved in England*

the alternative of sending so small a quantity of# Bohea as is quite inadequate to the demand of 
those consumers who arc in the habit of using tea of the low quality, and tb whom perhaps it is 
as acceptable as the finest teas are to persons of a more delicate taste.

1,5* Our advices, dated X5th August 1821, prepared you to'expcct an increased demand for 
Bohea; and the indent* dated the 19th April last, *wl]i have apprised you, that we consider 
4,000.000 pounds per annum as the quantity proper to meet the demand lor this species of tea- 

16. Goqua has hitherto fulfilled bis undertakings so satisfactorily, that we approve your 
engaging with him for all the Woping Ankoi and low Congo which can be procured, for the 
purpose of composing that description of tea called Bohea. 

17. Wc observe with regret, that little or no reliance can be placed upon receiving any of the 

up-country Bohea in time for the Canton season 1822-23, and we consequently anticipate an 
importation considerably short of our wants, ^ 

20. If you shall continue to experience the difficulties which htive of late years presented 
tlieingciyes in obtaining a sufficient supply of Bohea tea (always meaning by 'this tenn the new 
species, or « Congo kind of leaf,” to the absolute exclusion of the old brojid leaf at any price,) 
you have our permission to add one, two, or even three tales a pecul to the» price, a due supply 
of Bohea being indispeusi^ble to the lit supply of the public here.

The Court cauimi avoid an epcprassion of their supprise that the Board, after so late as.

the territorial hlrabch»^ should be .efEl^ted at rates of ek^ange by which tlie commercial biandrr 
will not sustain a foks,^ should now refuse to admit of any alteration in rates, by the obeervance of 
which the fximmercialHiranch is subjected to a ^ery heavy loss ; and that the communication to the 
Court of this extraorditvaty i^sdliitibn should have been unaccompanied by any ^’rgiment, dr even, 
observation^ in reply to the statements made by the Court, in view to the removal of the objec- 
tiolis urged by the Board to the proposal for establishing rates of exchai^ in rdfbrence to mer-^ 
candle usage.

The refbsal of the Board to concur ^ther in the CourtX proposal to estbbHidi a permanent 
system, founded on the intrinsic value of the ciSnSi or ip their subsequent proposal to assimilate 
the rate of exchange to the actual mercantile rate, and the Hnal determination of the Board not 
to permit any alteration in the rates prescribed by them in die yeac 1814, leave to the Court no 
alternative but to dbseive those rates In such accbunts and statements as may be prepared undpr 
the 64th section of the Act of the 53 Geo. 3, c. 15^ ; bat as rbilGcdon has only served fjp confirm 
the Court in their oplntbn, that, as compared with rates of exchange calculated upon the prin* 
ciple^ which govern the system of exchange throughout the world, the rates prescribed by the 
Board are altogether erroneous; that the observance of them in ofBcial statc^tn^ts of the tratis*

Extract of a JUrttcr from Ben?o/,*dated 29th JuBC 1826. 

‘^;On our proceedings of the annexed dates is recorded our correspondence with the 
Board of Revenue in the Lower Provinces, relative to fcertaiii applications which hatl 
been received from individuals, for permission to hold land for the formation of Coffee 
Plantations. • 

• “ Your Honourable Court wHl observe, that the Board were decided in their 

opinion, as to the expediency of encouraging tlic speculation ; and, with reference 
to their sentiments regarding the fitness of the soil of India for the cultivatioiVof Coffee 
(founded to a certain extent upon practical experience), the low rate, compared with 
the produce of oth^r countrie.s, at which it is expected that Coffee, the growtii of our 
own provinces, may be brought into the market) the rapid extension of consumption 
which this cheB|)nes8 would induce, and the great national importance, both to 
Ettgland and India, of the creation, eventudlly probable, of a ndw article of export 
from the latter c,ountry, we wefe disposed fiflly to concur with tijem. And the dis- 
position to enter on such speculations being greatly influenced by tlie abundance of 
capital at the moment, which might not long continue, it appeared to be important 
to lose no time in sanctioning the propped arrangement. 

** We have accordingly* as your Hsmourable Court will perceive, embodied in the 
form of a Resolution the rules under which respectable individuals, properly autho- 
rized to reside in bidta> shall be.pecmitted to rent land fbr the cultivation of Coffee, 
it being indispensable, from the nature of the cultivation, that tlie grower should 
enjoy a lease of considerable length. By the provisions above referred to, we have, 
we trust, sufficiently provided for the protection of all interests connected with the 
soil or revenue : and we do not anticipate that any evils can possibly arise from the 
indulgence which we have deemed it expedient to show to the first adventurers, in a 

new branch of agricultural and commercial speculation.”

Minute of Mr. Trow«r, Member of the Board Revenue, Lower Provinces ; dated 

25tb March 1823. 

Avtbr a deliberate consideration of the two applications transmitted by Govern- 
jneut, for the consideration and -report of the Board of Revenue for the Lower Pro- 
vinces, relative to permission to hold lands for the cultivation of Coffee, I am of 
opinion Ahat one of them may without hesitalton be complied with, as unobjection- 
able, and that the other ati>nce be rejected. 

It does not appear to me necessary, that, in Uie event of the indulgence solicited 
being granted, any matprial alteration in the existing rules relative to Europeans 
holding lauds in fiirnijor by purchase, should take place. Bjf sect. 3, Reg. XXX Ylll. 
of 1793 , Europeans are prohibited from purchasing or renting.lwds out of Calcutta 
without the sanction of the Governor General in Council} and, in section 5 of the 
same Regulation, the rules to be observed when this sanction is granted, are laid 
down. , , 

It is sufficient therefore for Government, on the present or in all future applica- 
tions of this nature, to grant or refuse the indulgence solicited, without the necessity 
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of a geneml reveeation o/ exisi^ttg rtttos, w of ^ttstigoing any reasons 'for ilcfosion y U.

It has been observed that tbe Indigo "Plairte^s have often .ftuitiessly .prayed for this in inoia. 
indulgence ; and that there caai be ho doubt, that the encouragement of the cultivar 
tion of Indigo (considering the question as a national advantage), ivauld be attended 
vidth*niucb more extensive advantages than can be exphqfod from the cultivation of 
Coffee. Without entering into tbe question of the comparative advantages to be 
derived from the cultivation if Indigo and Coffee, I shall observe, t^:t 1 do not think 
the cultivation of Indigo would be benefited in any degree by the permission tu 
Europeans to occupy lands as proprietors or farmers. Indigo so greatly impoverishes 
the soil (unless in lauds subject to annual inundation), that the planters are compelled 
to seek new lands every second or third, year. No Indigo planter, therefore, would 
apply .for permission to pnrehase. lands, or to hold theiq on a long lease, for the ex- 
clusive purpose of cultivating Indigo ; and that they should hold them on any other 
grounds, and be placed on a footing with the natives, is, on many'accounts, highly 
oipectionable. It is a fact well known to every judge and collector in Bengal, that 
Indigo planters are even nqw in the habit of compelling ryots to receive advances 
for the cultivation Indigo, contrary to thcii* interest and inclinations ; and if this is 
now dune whilst the planters have no authorized influence In the villages surrounding 
their factories, how much more would it be done when they became proptietors of 
the lands, or held them on long lease. I mention these circumstances in order to 
show that there are great objections to extending the indulgence under consideration 
to Indigo pianteivs, and that it is not necessarafor the improvement or encouragement 
of the cultivation of the plant so to do ; whllsK in regard to the cultivation of Coffee, 
a lung lease is absolutely necessary, ^fhe Cofl^ pktnt is at least four years before it 
arrives at maturity, and it continues to flourish for a period of twenty years or more. 

It is therefore evident that the cultivation of Coffee, through the agency of agreements 
with the ryots, in the same manner that the Indigo cultivation is canried on, conld 
never be effected. 

The attempt to introduce the cultivation of Coffee in India, so as to render the pro- 
duce equal in quality to that now brought into the Europeaq markets, requires ample 
funds and a certain degree of agricultural experience. It will be five or six years 
before its equality to that now used in Europe can b.* decided on ; and, if it proves 
interior, tlie speculation Avoiild not I conceive be parried on j it must tlierefore at 
present be considered quite cxperiiuentul ; apd, under these circumstmiaos, 1 do not 
think it likely ibat numerous applications for similar indulgence wiU’bie>made for some 
time to come, and even though they should, it rests wifli Government to grant or 
rgect them. 

It is observed in Mr. Secretary Mackenzie’s letter, that the object appears to be 
one of national importance, and that his LortUhip in Council is naturally dis[>oscd to 
afford to those 'who shall first embarfoon the undertaking eveiw''prof>ei' enconrage- 
ment. On these grounds the application of Messrs. Walltcjc and (Gordon appekrs to me 
to be highly deserving of his Lordship’s support, as embracing both pecuniary funds 
and agricultural experience, which may be considered essentially nircessary to secure 
success. It is for permission to hold one thousand beegabs of wml for a period of 
twenty years; and states that the preliminary arrat^;«iaents* in. regard to rent have 
already been entered into with the proprietor; and appears to me in every respect 
unobjectionable. It is to be presumed that the application is for' lands at.pl‘eseiii un- 
tenanted by ryots, in which case no other rules would appear to be. tteuaetory than 
those already in force under section 6,* Reg. XXX VIU of 1/93. If, bo,wever, there 
should be lyots residing on tlie land, and wim bave hitherto ciUtiivatea, parts of it for 
their own use under pottahs held from the proprietor, I an* of opinion that ^Messrs. 

Wallickaud Gordon should bind themselve;; by a heavy penalty not to compe^he ryots

Resolutions of Government respecting the grant of Leases to Europeans, for 
. the purpose of introducing the Coffee Plant. 

As far as a judgment can, in such a case, be formed, until trial be made, there 
appears to be ubiiuciant reason to conclude that the cultivation of Coffee may be sue* 
cessfuUy prosecuted in this country, on an extensive scale ; and ^hat the article may 
indeed be produceil at a cost considerably belqw tliat which the lowest prices hitherto 
known in the market would amply reimburse ; while at the same time there is scarcely 
anything of which the consumption is likely to experience so large an augmentation, 
in the event of any material alteration of urice. 

The extension of the Export trade o^ndia is an object of the highest importauce, 
both to England and to India ; and tM ititroduction of a new brancii of trade, such 
as that in question may eventually become, <n'ould be a great national benefit. The 
speculation appears, therefore, to be one which is, in a high degree, worthy of the 
support of Government. From the nature of the case, it is indispensably necessaj'y 
that those who undertake should have an assured tenure in the lands appropriated 
to the cultivation, for a con.siderable period of time ; and although it is to be expected 
and desired that the natives will, before long, enter on the speculation, and be guided 
by the example set to them in tiie conduct of it, yet, to its early and successful intro- 
duction on a large scale. It appears to be essentially requisite to allow scope to Euro- 
jiean enterprise and’intelligence. .* * » 

The land required in each case will, it is probable, admit of easy demarcation ; 
although, in the lower parts of ’Bengal at least, it may' not be found practicable tu 
procure a sufficient extent of suitable ground, without some intermixture of land ap- 
plicable only to other purpose.^ : and his Lordship in Council would hope, that little 
difficulty will be experienced in providing for the satisfactory adjustment of all claiiu.<:, 
and the effectual protection of all rights, attaching to land to be used in the cultivation 
of Cofiee, or otherwise necessarily included within the limits of the plantation. 

For this purpose, however, and especially for the protection of the Ryots, and the 
security df the real interests .of the speculators, it appears to be necessary to proscribe 
some special rules to be observed, before any lands shall be occupied by Euroi>can$ ; 
that the arran^eiQents concluded by them with the owners ami occupiers of land, 
should be certified by the pulleotors of the districts ; and that the Etirofiean planters 
should be held snbjeat to the awards of those officers, in all matters touching the pay- 
ment of rent, the adjustment of boundaries, and tlie like, with an •appeal, of course, to 
the Board of Revenue. 

It appears to be, for several reasons, <desi ruble that the tenure of the European 
planters siiould be that bf leaseholders, not that of proprietors of the land. As to 
the teruKs of the lease, it seems to be unnecessary to lay down, at present, any gene- 
ral rule. 

% 
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With the fthove 8entiroents» his Ij^rdship in Council is pleased to reanlve. That 
Europeaiu reepectabiljly, being persons of course duly licensed as to residence, shall 
be authorized to take’leases of lutd for tbeailtnntion of Coffee, under the following 
conditions and restrictions i-^- . . ’ . 

Persons desirous of establishing Coffee Plantations shall, in the first instance, apply 
for the permission of Government to do so, stating the district in which they propose 
to have the establishment^ and the quantity of land they wish to include in their piau'- 
tations, and each of them ; sudh applications to be submitted through the secretary to 
Government in the territorial department. 

When permission is granted, the parties shall submit to the collector of the district 
a detailed statement of the lands which they desire to occupy, and of the terms which , 
they may have settled with tlie owners and occupants, including every one whom 
they may know to possess an interest in the lands; this statement shall be in En^isb, 
Persian, and Bengallce, if in Bengal; and in English, Persian, and Hindoostanee, 
if in Behar, or in the Western Provinces ; and in English, Persian, and Orysa, if in 
Cuttack. * 

The collector shall cause to be published on the land desired to be taken, or in tiic 
nearest haut or village, and shall likewisd stick up in bis cutchery, an istabar, notifying 
tile contents of the application, and requiring all persons who may. desire to submit 
any representation in the matter, to come forward in person, or by vakeel, within the 
period of one month. •• 

Any representations which maybe made tVl^ie collector, in consequence of such 
notice, will be duly investigated by him, aptPihe result recorded in a regular pro* 
ceeding. ♦ ' • 

If the result of such investigation shall appear to him to render objectionable the 
establishment of the proposed Coffee plantation, the collector shall report the circum- 
stances to the Board of Hevenue, and be guided by their instriictious as to his further 
proceedings. 

At the end of the period fixed in the istahar, if there shall not appear to be any 
objection to a conipIiauceVith the application of the party, the collector shall either 
proceed himself to the spot, or shall depute ttie pergunnah canongoe, or other antnecn, 
to measure and mark off the land proposed to be appropriated as a Coffee plantation, 
and to take from tlie several uarties interested therein, tiie necessary deeds in favour 
of the planter, and from the j^nter the requisite engagements in favour of the parties. 

When the whole is concluded, the collector shall submit his proceedings to tiic 
Board of Revenue, who, if satisfieil that all claims have been duly attended to, and pro- 
perly adjusted, will finally confirm the arrangement. 

Iversons licensed as above to bold lands, will of course be chargeable with all ex- 
penses attending the measurement aud demercatiou of the same, and the other neces- 
sary investigations. * 

Lands occupied by Khoodkaslit ryots, or other cultivators enjoying a herediUiry 
right of occupancy, must not of course be transferred without the consent of those 
persons. * , 

Where the rents may be receivable by a Talookdar, or otlier'toiddlemaD coming 
between the Ryots arid the Zemindar or 'Sudder Malgoozar, the right of the latter to 
object to the arrangement will depend on the nature of the intermediate tenure. But,' 
in general, it is the desire of Government that no lauds should be taken by Europeans, 
unless all parties possessing an interest in the soil, or in the redts, shall consem to the 
arrangement . . 

Europeans permitted to hold lands as above, must bind themselvei^ to subnet to the

If any European, licensed to occupy land for a Coffbe ptttntalhto, shaU violate the 
enghgetnent into which ke tnniy enter } dr shall usurp tH" vio)etttly*distufb the potwes- 
• '^ions of his neighbours ; or shall be otherwise guilty of any act 4n 'breach of the 
'peace, the Governor-General in Council reserves to hidiself the power of oancetling 
the license, and of directing *tbe interest possessed by the ofiender in ^epiabtation to 
be sold. • 


The Board of Revenue ^Vill be authorized to take such further security as they way 
deem necessary ; but, in general, his Lordship in Council would presume, that the 
plantation itself will afford sufficient security^. jPartiestvbo way staffer in consequence 
of the anntilwent of a planter's license, wijl also have their remedy in a suit in 
court. » 

It wijl frequently, bis Lordship in Council presumes, be necessary to include in the 
planter’s possession, a certain quantity of land on which Coflee cannot be grown, 
besides tOtlks and the like ; and the pl^t requires the shelter of otlier shrubs or trees, 
tYhich way at the same titnefbe otberwwd^ turned to profit.: a certain latitude is there- 
fore necessary ; but tbe Board will see tbatfit is not abused. 

Iti'u^ll'dfcottrsc be the biisiitess of the eolleOtor to see that an adequate rent is paid 
fbrati Malgoozaree lands* included in a Coffee plantation; and the tenure will be 
secured from the operation of a public sale for arrears of revenue, underthe provisions 
of section 31, Reg. 11. of 1822. 

When a lease Way be taken from a subordinate Talookda|^ the planter must take the 
precaution of ‘making the superior bolder or holders parties to his engagement,’ that 
he may be secure from the consequences ofidcfaiilt on the part of the lessor. 

Subject to the above provisions, bis Lordship is pleased to authorize Dr. WalHck 
and Mr. Gordon to bold the laiftl for which they applie(||i Th^ will be referred to the 
Board and tbe collector for tbe fipal adjustment. 

Mr. Lock’s applicatiou to purchase 1,000 beegahs of land is deemed inadmissible. 


^ Eiftract Despatch to Bengal, dated lOtli September 1^8. 

We think with you, t|at there is sufficient ground for expecting beneficial results 
from encouraging the cultivation of Coffee in Bengal. As the rules you have estab- 
lished appear t<f us to provide for the prqj^ectioii of all interests connected with the 
soil or revenue, the nipa^fure has our full approbation.” 


Exttoct Despatch to Bengal, dated 8ili July 1829. 

'Fhe permission granted by you, in 1824, to certain Europeans to bold portions 
of land on lease for ilte purpose of making the experiment, whether Coffee could.be 
advantli^eously Cultivated in Bengal, caiinot, and must not, be drawn into a pre- 
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cedent. The duraition of the leases granted even for that purpose, we deemed VII. 

cessarily long ; but, as thie quantity of land applied for was limited, and a dotibiftii LBA 5 iN<rf lanus 

experiment stc^ in need of peculiar encour^ement, we, by oiir Letter of lOtb ix inoia. 

September 182S, sanptiohed the indulgence whi^ you* bad thought expedient to 

grant. We also considered that the case of Coffee was peculiar i a considerable * 

outlay befog necessary tb form the plantation, and a number of years elapsing before 

it /lems any return. A certain length of tenure is required by these circumstances 

for the profitable cultivation of Coffee; but these circumstances do not exist with 

regard to Indigo* The cultivation of Indigo is annual ; and a single year, or at most 

a few years, will hideninify the cultivator for the expense he has incurred. Wc 

observed, that at the time of granting the Idases for the experimental cultivation of 

Coffee, a strong line of distinction was drawn, and very properly, by the officers of . 

your Government, between the case of Indigo and that of Coffee. By the Minnie of 

Mr. TroWer, under data the 2&tb March 18£1, we see tlmt the utility of any lease to 

the cultivator of Indigo was altogether denied. • 

We direct that all the rules laid down, and all the securities provided by the 
Resolution of Government, dated 7th May 1824, shall be strictly observed in the case 
of every permission granted to an European to hold land on lease, for the purpose of 
cultivation. 


Under these securities, we do not object to your granting permission to Euro- 
peans to hold lands on lease in their own names,^ for the cultivation of indigo anc^^ 
other agricultural products. \ 

The length of the leases must in all be regulated with reference to the 
nature of the cultivation, and must not be greater than may be necessary to afford 
the undertaker the prospect of a fair remuneration Tor the capital he may expend. 
The leases must not in any case exceed the duration of twenty-one years, without a 
previous reference to us, and our express approbation* • 

It is not less important, in the case of (he transfer of leases, than in that of the 
original grant, that Government should be satisfied in regard to the respectability 
and good character of the individuals who are to hold* them ; and therelbre the per* 
mission of Government must be rendered necessary to every* transfer of a lease held 
by an European.*'

Officf of Committee of Pilvy Conneii for Trade, 
Sir, Whitehall, 36th July 1898. 

Tfih attention of thi* Committee luie lately been called to the ponVibility of iiupi ovuig 
the culture, in the East-Indies, of some article* n hich are now clnefly supplied bv tlie 
Uoited States 9 I America, particularly of Cotton and Tobacco. 

It has been represOuteU to their LUrcIships that the cotton of India is iulerior ti* 
that of Carolina, not through any inferiority in the soil in which it is grown, but 
through a defective mode of cultivation ; and it is thouglit that this dchciency might 
be supplied by a judicious application ol skill and capital. 

The satne renresentation U made as to Tolmeco. 

A slight encouragenient is alwut to be extended to the cotton of India, the 
‘'reduction of the import duty upon Citftou W'ool. from six per cent, on the value to 
fourpence percwl. j but, it the I^irdaf of tins Committee arc rightlj iniormed, this 
encouragement will not lx* sufBcient \o oeeasiun the neressary improvement of tlie 
cotton, unless measures be taken in India for applying skill ami capital to the culti- 
vation. 

Th^' peculiar system of administration which the legislature has sanctioned tor 
British Imiia, forbidding Euro{teanS to settle in the country, prevents the operation 
of the encouragement ordinarily aflbrded by an exteubive market and a favourable 
tariff. 

# 

But my Isolds coneeh'e that it may be quite consistent with the luaiiitetiancc of 
that system, to extend fecilities liberal (in their charRcter, imt limited in their extent, 
to British subjects, who may be liispoecd td settle in the cotton districts, and w hose 
character, jiroperty and knuwiledge, qualify them lor the object required. . 

Their Lordships apprehend that tlie ■important article of indigo has flourished under 
encouragement of tins nature. 

Under these impressions, the Lords of this (ioiumii tee direct me to request, tliat 
you will move the Commissioners for the Affairs of India to take these suggestions, 
as they regaril both cotton and tobacco, into t lair euu>.ideratiou, and to eoiumuiiicate 
thereupon u itb the East-India Company. 

Tho*Coni t of Directors cannot fail to admit the importance of tlie object, and it 
is hoped, that if they anould not consider the Miggestioiis of this Coniniittee »*• 
pointing out t|ie most advlsabie method, they will suggest some other metitud of 
obtaining it. , « ' 

I am to add, that flbeir Lordships arc desirous of receiving the fullest information 
v’^hich the Commissioners may be able to aflrorii tbeiq, of the present state of the 
Culture and trade of cotton and tobacco iu tlie liast-f ndies.

It would be matter of gratification,., if it could be said that sut^camt hod attended 
these endeavours} but the native cultivators do not appear to have given, any, or 
at most very little attention to thb subject }*'aod all the experi meats on a scale, of comr 
pnercial speculation} which have been conducted by European^ have .been congned 
to foo Bourbonspecies, to* which the Cogrtof Directors, in >coa6cquehce of iepre^ 
sentatioifs of its superior quails and ttsefoloess, gave particular encouragem^l* hgr 
importing into Imilaa large supply of seed during several years} but ‘the cultivation 
has been cheeked by aU unlpoked-for difficulty, namely, that the consumption of 
cotton having a long silky staple is very limited, and that the demand of the British

Thk soil of ihe nomern atui tiwtb>eastePn dldtric^ nnder the government of Bom-' 
bay, and espeeially of (tho province of 4juzerat, is equal in richness and fertility to any 
in the |mrld, and thesi countries proddce cotton more abundantly- thim any other part 
of jhe British dominions in Iailia> the province^ in the Peoab of the J^dinnh and Gauges 
excepted ; but the quality of the Surat cottOHi by yvhich general name this protluce is 
known, is, in common with all other Indian cotton, of a short staple, and therefore 
not suitable to the British manufecturers. , . 

Many endeavours have bemi made by European residents, chiefly t^e sei^rants of . 
the Compwy, for the amelioration of the cotton grown in the. Bombay territories : 
land has h^n granted for that purpose, and every necessany assistance appears to>have 
been afforded by Government, but the attempdi at improvement have been confined, to 
the introduction of Bourbon cotton only, and have not been altered udth success. 
No quantity of improved cotton has been sent to England from this side of India, and 
if the preceding observatijOns as to the absence of demand for cotton of a long.siiky 
fibre be ivell founded} It cannot be expedient to extend the cultivation of this particular 
kind in any part of India. * 

The Company's botanic garden at Calcutta is probably capable of furnlslung expe-' 
riniental cultivators with different varieties p^the best cotton plants, and consideriuc^’ 
tile general opinion which is entertained of the peculiar fitness, of the Bombay terrw 
tories for the cultivation of cotton, it would /seem to be .diigbly desirable that other 
kinds than the Bourbon should be tried upojn the wes^rn side Of India. 

The port of Bombay is the general emporium of all the cotton produced on the 
western side of India, and for much that is grown in the interior. 

If the cotton exported by the Company from Bombay to China, in the year 1833-26, 
be added to the general quantities exported, as ^own in the subjoined Account, the 
total export of cotton from Bombay in that year (being the latest of which the 
accoujnts are received in London), would be found to have exceeded sixty millions of 
pounds, and the total of the exports of cotton from British India .in the same year 
must have been little or nothing short of an*hundred millions of pounds weight.

TbfetobacoDwaBtdf^eved to Mesars<Taddy and Co.^ eminent tobwi»^1sts inLondon, 
with a request that would carefiilly ascertain its quality. Messrs, 'faddy and Co. 
manufactured it into cheroots, snuff, and cut or smoking tobacco, which they rehimed 
to the Court of Direetors^ ei^ressiug their regiet thiU they could not hold out any ex- ' 
pectation of Us being an article pF advantageous commerce at that time, particularly 
from die *very low prioe of American tobacco, and front the siiperior^oloUr < 0 f the 
Turkey tohai^, which the Guzerat tobacco very much resembled^ and 

Savour; and that unless it could be brought of a very Sue gold cdlour, it could not 
sell tbr more than twopence per Ib., and that for exportation. 

Messrs. Tad^aiid Co. rarnkhed the Coyrt with a paper of information, and also with 
specimens of Turkey and American tobaeco, which widi part of the fL^ra tobacco, 
uianiUactured by Messrs. Tadtiy and Co. as above, were transmitted^by the Court to 
Bombay. ^ 

On their arrival at Bombay, the Governor in'Council forwarded the specimens to the 
collector of Kaira, who forthwith proceeded tp obtain other samples, in the provision 
ufwiiiofa the collector notices (in a letter dat^ 29th April 1826), that more ewe was 
bestowed than was usual itisgrowing totihcco for general exportation; that if the 
colour and flavour of it should be suited to the European market, and it proved an 
article worth exporting to England, further improvement in its quality could, by addi- 
tional attention to its culture, beeflccted; and that he considered these specimens 
superior to the specimens sent to the Court in 1823, particulm'ly in point of colour. 

The cost of this tobacco was not sent to the Court. > 

• 

Th'ese specimens were, with the like request as on the former occasion, delivered 
to Messrs, 'faddy and who reported liiat.tbey considered the'qaal|ty superior to 
tliat of 1823, but from th<^nature nf the tbbacco being full of oil, it required to be 
packed up still drier, and rather loose, as in Turkey that they could not hold out 
any encouragement as regards the consumption in this Country ; but, as a fbir trial, 
recora mended tbe importation of about one hundred bales, to be sold at the Com- 
pany's sales. , 

Tlie Court requested Messrs. Taddy and Co. would proceed to maoufreture the 
tobacco in various ways, and report their frirtber opinion tiiei%apon, with vtiiieb 
Messrs, 'faddy and Co. complied, and reported that it was not flt fur cut tobacco, 
which is the article of principal consumption* in this country, and that it wooild not 
answer for cheroots, being a different leaf from fhat used inaindia for the luanniacture 
of them ; that it appeared to answer better for snitl^ but the comumption would never 
make it answer as an article of conunerce. 

The matter at present . rcs^ in this steff®, but the Court p^habiy resume th« 
consideradoa veryneoq.

regarding the possibility of improving the culture in the East-^lndies of cotton and 
tobacco. 

In pursuance of directions from the Commissioners for the Affairs of India, a copy 
of yopr letter of the26tfa Jqly was by me transmitted to the Court of Dif^ctors,ac- 
companie^tby^jj^ request, that every information which it might be in the power of the 
Court of Direct6i;fi to communicate on the subject therein referred to, should be fur- 
nished at the earliest possible period. 

I am now directed by the Cominissipiiers for the Affairs c$ India, to transmit to you 
for the purpo.se of being laid before the Cosnmittee of Privy Conincil for Trade, the 
co[)y of a letter from Mr. Dart, dated 5th instant, being in reply to that which I had 
the honour to address to him, when enclosing a copy of your letter on the occasion 
above referred to.

Copy of a Letter from the President of the India Board, to the Chairman and Deputy 
Chairman of the East-India Company. 

Gentlemen, ' ^ ^ India^oard, October 7? 1828- 

1 HAVE considered with much attention the Ictter^f Mr, jEJart to Mr. Banke.s, dated 
the 5lh ultimo, respecting thq -culture of cotton and tobacco in the East-Indies. 

I know you must be strongly impressed with a sense of the great importance of im- 
proving the cotton grown in the £ast-lndies, of extending thereby the export trade 
of the territories of the East-India Company, and of rendering this country inde- 
pendent of foreign nations, for the stipply of the raw materia) of our most considerable 
manufacture ; and I am therefore satisfied that you will give your favourable consi- 
deration to the suggestions I am about to offer to you on this subject* 

It appears undoubtedly ^tbat measures have been taken at different times by the 
East-India Company, for introducing into India the culture of various sorts of foreign 
cotton ; and it seems that on one occasion a gentleman conversant with the clean iiig 
of cotton in Georgia, w^s engaged by the East-India Company, for the purpose of 
giving instructions ii> the use of the American machines for separating the wool of 
the cotton from its seeds; but that the attempts hitherto made for the improvement 
of the culture and management of cotton have not been successful. It does not 
a]ipear, however, that exp^ments havfi been inade in many different parts of India, 
for the purpose of ascf rtaini^ whether to some districts of that vast country in which 
tlm cotton plant is imligenous, it may not be jmssible to raise some of the superior 
sorts of foreign cotton. Experiments made in the botanical garden of Calcutta, where 
cotton plants fr^m different soils and. cliiuates are cultivated in the same soil and in 
the same climate, must necessarily be productive of no satisfactory result. 
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I muss tb«reforje suggei^ to you the expediency of sttemfrtingf, on a small scale, the 
iuUivation (^' aH the Auer aorta of libreign coltoit in diffet^tiaiidi distant parts of 
*ndia, under every dififerent oircuiuatnooe of soit And climate ; and of ‘transmitting to 
England, cleaning inuhe Adieriean manner, and with every precaiution to protect* 
them from the weat{H^, aainpW td' the cotton so raised, for tbepurposeofcompa- 
ris*njdtbthecmton8pfpid»fircnn“<fJ«** i.:.: ;; 

As w is understood tt^ the^ value of* cotton depends very much upon the care 
with which it is d«^n<fd, atod oh ita being protected from the weafher, it . is deserving 
of your consideratipiii^whetber it may not Im advisable for the £ast-|nt|ta Company 
to receive a portion of the land-tax in cotton at a' fair valuation, and to manage on 
its own account tbe pleanlng of the cotton so received, and its transport to the place . 
of shipment Should it be found practicable to raise in India any of the superior 
sorts of ootton, it would be for the interest of the East-India Company tOkSipOfuragc 
the culture ofsuch cotton, by taking it at a higher valuadon in thejtd^ment hf the 
land-tax. ' ' ' • ‘ , 

1 cannot entertain a doubt of tlie disposition of the East-India Compatiy to permit 
tbe residence in tbe^ interior of India, of British merchants, who may be willing to 
employ their knowledge and their capital, in the culture of au astlcle, of which the 
production in any quantity of a superior quality, would conduce in^o great a degree 
to the interests, not only of the East-India Company, but of this country. 

I trust that you will persevere in your endeavour to produce a species of tobacco 
suitable to the British market. * .

3- Thot.oyMive' ouldvatonk <tdo not appear to have given any, or at beat very little 
attention to ^u^ioipiiovemeat of tfadir cotton; on the contrary, limiting our present 
observations to '(hp produce of your presidency, the late consignments of cotton to 
England are represented to be nlmost entirely deficient of every property which is 
esteemed by die British mannfiicturer, ^iusomuch that many persons who were pre- 
vioiUi'Iy in tlie hahtlof using Surtrt cotton, have discontinued thefr purchases, and it 
is only from veiy^reat improveraent that they can be expected to return to its use. 

4. The eotiMU Of public affairs at the present time has caused us to direct our 
ifftentioii ip an ^ei^ecial ^manner to this subject, and to look to India for the means 
of rendering Great Britaiit independent' of foreign countries for a eonsi^rabje por- 
tion of a raw material, upon which her most valuable manufacture depends ; the 
effecting of which would mso leak! to another not less important object, namely, that 
at the same time as it would add to the agricultural resources of our extensiye posses- 
sions, it Would also facilitate the. remittance of the aonuaHy increasing political and 
commercial debt Ibr Which* India becOmes liable to the mother country. 

5. We are informed that at least three^fouriJis of the cotton which ^ is manu- 
factured in Britain is the produce of Georgia and New Orleans, in the United States 
of AUterioB, being kuowti in 'mercantile language as Georgia Upland cotton ’and 
New Orleans cottop, and is exclusively the wool of the species of cotton which pro- 
dupes a green seed ; and we are further! informed, i^piich is exceedingly material in 
the present consideration, that the Bombay cottons, particularly those of the growth 
of the districts near Surat autfi Broaclt, are little or nothing inferior to. the Upland 
American description Cbove- named, the item of cleanness alone excepted ; and that 
such Indian cotton migiit readily he brought into competition with the Upland 
A.tncnChn. We are aware thdt it has been stated iu a letter in your commercial de- 
p^ment, ifaht the seed of the cotton which is cultivated near Surat is black; but as the 
cottod usualiy grown throughout India is almost universally of the green seed species, 
and we find that the seeds which are very eomiuotily intermixed with the cotton 
inipoitetl into London from Bombay are also green, we think it probable tliat your 
inrorma^ipn Unay not have Been correct on this point ; but whether the seed of the 
Surat cotton be jgrecn or black is of secondary importance,^ m tlie produce whicli it 
3'ields, when carefully prepared, is much esteemed m the British market.

Bombay Public Consultations^ 24tib May 1815. 

Read the following letter from Messrs. Bruce, Fawcett and Co. and other 
Merchants of Bombay, dated 15th instant, forwarding a Mentorial to the 
Ri^ht Honourable the Board of Commissioners for theAjfaisrs of India, on the 
subject of the very serious itijnry which/ collectively and individually, they have 
sustained in'4lie first year, in consequence of the suspension of their commercial 
„ intercourse with China. 

Right Honourable Sirs*: ' 

Owing to the very serious injury which,* collectively and individually, we sustained in 
the past year in consequence of the suspensioii of our commercial intercourse at China, 
and the apparent likelinood of resort to the same measure in the approachii^ season, in 
consequence of a cantiitued. state of hostile discussion between tlie Honourable the East- 
India Companv’s'fSeteot Committ^ipf Supra^cargoes at Can^ton and the Government of 
China (from the occurrence of those circumstances as advised in the last accounts from 
China, which, it is conjectured, will lead to renewed conflict of opinion), in which event, 
judging from the predment of fast year, it is to be more than apprehended, that*the 
valuable commerce of tliis pOrt will again be exposed to the ruinous consequences that 
have flowed, and ever must spring from tBe suepcnsiou of trade. We have, after very 
mature consideration, deemea it indispensably neccvssary to make representation of our 
case to the Right Honourable <the Lords Commissioners for the Affairs of India ; and 
conceiving that it is decorOus towards your Honourable Board to make you acquainted 
with our proceedii^, we beg leave to hand you a copy of the memorial we have framed, 
and intena tranismitting by the first opportunity. 

"Iliis measure, we beg leave to assure your Hpnourable Board, has not been precipi- 
tately adopted, neither has its rise in the operation of any ordiilkry or temporary injury 
to the individuals who have subscribed their names to die memorial,^ but proceeds in the 
first place from an enormous extent of loss, as rt^speots our commercial concerns of the 
past year, and a thorough conviction tlmt the certainty of entire annihilation of our trade 
with China is involved in the continued exercise of similar power by the Select Com- 
mittee of Suprii-eargoes at Canton over the private commerce of Britidi India.

The humble Memorial of tjw littdersigned Merchants of Bombay trading to China, 
Sheweth, . , 

Th^t your Memorialists ayef,|«iKl have been, in the habit of trading very ext«Misivcly 
from the port of .for very many years pa.st, without any tundrauco or 

moieatatiou ’ on me jparl; ef, fthelfoaourahle the hdist-lndla Compatay’s Government of 
Bombay, or on the part Of 'the Ilduourabie the East-India Company’s Select Cmimattee 
of Supra-cMgoes at Cantmi, until last year. ^ 

Tliat it has been their invariable endeavour, in the conduct of that trade, to demean 
themselves with all respect to the constituted authorities of the Honourable the East-' 
India Cipnpauy on the one hand, and to the established laps and usages of C ^jiipa on the 
otlier, and tli(^ reapectfudly beg leave to lay claim' to success in their eojMfvours fo this 
end, which it is within the reach of your Lordships to ascertain bysucti/Inquiry as may be 
deemed proper. 

That for tlie most parl^^the export trade of Bombay to China consists in cotton, the 
staple product of thS Honourable the £ast-India Company’s territories, and geneially of 
tills side of India, and that in return they bring fh>m China merchandise and buUiuu of 
vast value, ' * ' . 

That tlie export trade from hence to China is not. oidy of vast importaucc to yoiir 
individual niemorialists, whose fortunes are to*their, fullest extent embiurked in the com- 
merce of this port, but further, that it is indispensably necoesary to the prosperity of tlie 
subjects of the Honourable the East-‘lndia;Company m' Guzeral, as afibrdh'Jig trie chief 
means of a market to die produce on whidi territorial revenue lus been paid to the 
Honourable the East-Iudia Company. 

That tlie impi^t trade from China is of equal importance* Inamnicb. as it .constitutes, 
coiubiued witii -the happy situation of the port ibr the commerce of the western side of 
India and the Persian and Arabian Gulplis, Bombay as an emporium to which resort Is 
liadibr the supply of the .wants of the territories of the East-liulia Company, ami neigh- 
bouring states, and, as is now of more esixscial importance in' tite enlarged opjjortunity 
of commerce witli the mother country, vvIjRire demand exists for many of the jwwlucts of 
China not of suflicient value to bear tile heavy cliarges of freight inoideutal to |lle ships 
of tlie Honourable the East-liidia Company, -f* . 

That for the successful prosecution of this trade, it is indispensably necessary that those 
concerned in it should not be .subject to such interference or impediment ds is calculated 
not only to diiuiuish its advantage, but which, hi its o.\erd80, brings inevitable ruin upon 
tlie individuals engaged in it. ^ . , 

That in the past season your memorialists did experience tdiat hindrance and molesta- 
tion by die concurrent councils and audiority of the captains of his Majesty’s ship-s at 
China, and the Honourabki tbeEast-lndia Company’s l^lectComnuttee of Supra-iiargotis, 
by the forcible detontion of their ships, and tlm prehilrition that was issued to tlidr pro- 
ceding to Whampoa, the only place wlmre didr trade is conducted, notwithstanding die 
express invitation oy the Chinese to die commanderS'Of counti^ ships. 

That your momoriulists refrain from occupying 1 ^ further presefit attention of your 
Lordships upon the subject matter of tho losses they sustained In the past year, or of the 
causes that exposed their interests to such unprvicedteBted and enormous stterifijee, because 
those losses, and all the ' attendant ciryunistenees, wiB form the subject of a future 
respectful yet earnest ameal for redress to the justice of yo«r Hcftiourabm B^dvd, and of 
the Honourable Court of Directors.

the conduct cf the trade of your memorialists, it is obvious that the restriction imposed 
in the lust year will, on die recurrence of the same events, be drawn into pretpedent, and 
be acted niK>n as a system m the present anti all future seasons by the Hormurable Com- 
.pany’s Select Committee of Supra-CaPgoes at CantOii. 

I'h at aldm ugli the knowledge thus early obtained, and the experience of the act of 
autliorliy exercised, ^ay, as respects the present, prevrat the same mifibus less, 

still it can onlylR^egrees control it, becadse, for the greater part, cargoes have already 
been provided ; wnilst in regard td a still more distant period of time, your nmmorialists 
most resjKJctfully ur^ tlieir conviction upon your Lordships, tl||t the power of control by 
the Honourable the Company’s Select Committee at Canton over individual trade (whilst 
as heretofore peaceably conducted) must, iu tins repetition of its exercise, entirely anni- 
hilam the whole 4^f uie private trade between the various ports of British India and 
China. 

That your memorialists, whilst diey m9<tt cheerfully submit to the continuance of such 
wholesome exercise of authority on tlic part of the Honourable the East-India Company * 
Sopra-eargoes at. Canton as Vnds to resfraiu all acts of violence on tlie part British 
subjects resorting thither, and to ensure due ivsjiect to the laws and usages of China, they 
imwt respectfully beg leave to represent, that, in their contemplation, the Legislature has 
not delcj^ited to the Company the right of prohibiting die private merchants of India 
from tmrolg with China, but, .on the contrary, that, subject only to duo observance of 
order awl decorum, they are in possession of a right to carry oil trade as heretofore with 
China ; that stah trade is imt subject to bo suspended by the local authorities of the 
Honourable Company in India inhere the voyage has commenced, nor to the interdiction 
wliilst in progress by the Select Committee at Canton, which species of interruption is still 
more injurious tlian its being in totu preveijtod.*. 

Tliat tlie continuance of suejj^ trade is essentially necessary to this side of British India, 
a.s ensuring to the cultivators in the Honourable .Company’s territories the means of vend 
for their produce ; and your memorialists venture to suggest to your Lordships, that it is 
of almost ^ual importmice to,the interests of the Honourable the Bast-India Company, 
as by tlie prosperity of die private commerce of this port an extensive and very valuable 
class shipping is at command in case of state emergency, artd further in the veiy large 
amount of revenue which is doriiTible to the Company, brstly, frowi the duty wliich is 
paid Olathe .import of all cotton, in the first instance, over and above the territonal revenue 
collected tel such part of the produce of G uaerat as is grown within the British territories, 
and again on the raercliandize which is brought to this port from China in return for the 
staple prodiict ofi this side of India ; besides lihat, on’mmiv occasions, the funds of indi- 
viduals sent io China hava afiPorded, anil may again afford, desirable resources to the East- 
India Compaii|l)|tt'Cttiina. 

‘ Tluti your nie^rialiste, impressed widi due respect towards titb Honourable the East- 
, India (’ompany’s Belect Committee, also generally towards die Supra-cargoes at Cgnton, 
^d tliey put it to the candour, of your. Lcn*dahips, that the operaticai of that seutiment is 
mt, disproved by the present appeal, ; because *it proceeds whtdly upon pulilic grounds, 
wdfhng for the control of ydur brer a system which, in its continued operation, 

i»trikes at the very root at the commercial prosperity of this port.

We had the honour of addressing ourselTes to your Lordship bn the 15th May, iu the 
form of a memorial, briefly setting forth the injury which we bad sustained in the past year 
by the fpreible suq[)efuion our. trade at Cbiw, py the concuirwit acts of the captains of 
his MajeSly’s ships of war tfae«i there and the Honourable. the Eastrindia Company's Select 
Committee of Siqpre-cargoes at Canton, and the ai^nehonsion we tmtertained, from tiie 
tenor of late, advioes from China> that in the aiming seasrni we jdiould experiraicc still fur- 
ther. injuty from skuHar exertion of authority, acting upcm the, recurreaace of circumstances 
of a like or a. stSl ituii'e threatening aspect tnan those vdneh inchiced its exercise in the past 
season. ' . , , 

The prayer of that memorial was, that your Lrfwdship, in the exenase of your wisdom 
and consideration, would be pleased to grant u* jp^’otectiye relief, by ^su^ our trade with 
Chiiia, to be placed upon*soai a footing of IMKnmt;^ flrom the intetferenee pf the. Honound>le 
the ^si-lndia Company’s autl^itiee as shah best contribute to its wlvantsge, and without 
wluch wc ventured to represent to your .t,<brdship it must fall into iiretrievaUe and early 
decay. « * 
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III itic mtemoriiil we furtlier stated, wej. eli;0u]4=ta|(« the, lib^y of egaiii obtrudji^ 
ourselves upon your LordshipsV^tlentioh, for ihe purpose of subxnitting to your nutioe the 
eiiormbus losses, which were last year eht^ed upoa our commerce by^the act of intorfereuoe 
therein referred tp, and of enumeiratiflg the causes of ,^ch loss, in order that we might obtahji 
tiiat redress to which, uncjer till cirtnimitances^trQ.hiBnbly contend we axe entitled upon tlic 
broat^iinciples of justice ^lud equity. . , 

v e have now, therefore, to crave the attention and indulgent consideration of your Lord- 
ship in the detail we are iibout^o ^ter upon, and we trust for excuse hi so f^ar varying 
from the ordinary mode of addressii^ your Lords^p, lamely, m the precise form of a 
memorial, because such form is not so well adapted to that full explanation of circum- 
stances, aid tiiie arguments deducihle fWnn them, ^vhich we conceive will bo found, necessary 
to elucidate our case, gnd support the claims we put fortli. 

Befor^proceeding to the subject of our present address, jtve denre to imppsv> >Mp<3|P your 
Lordshi{K> conviotion,;that whilst we are impelled to the measure of app^l,1^ the pressure 
of an imperious ncK^ssity, from a firm belief that in substance the quiesMin of trade or no 
trade between British India and China is involved in the continuance of tiiat system which 
was last year carried into effect by the Select Committee of Supra-cargoes at Canton, we 
are equally animatei? by a sincere desire strongly to represait the injurious consequences 
that must flow from the continuance of th&t system, and to abstain from all approach to 
such expression as shall be referrable to individuals as such ; we desire tq be viewed as 
respectfully protesting against a public measure, carried into act by die public servants of the 
Honourable the East- India Company, in cunoucting whidi it is indispensably necessary to 
state their acts as public servants, to show hov they have aflfected our interests, and to 
submit whether they are powers, the exorrise of which is delegated by law to the East* India 
Comptmy. * • 

The object we have in view in the present appeal to your Lordship is two-fold: the one 
to claim indemnification from the Honourable the East-India Company for the actual losses 
we sustained last year, upon the ground that they were the consequences of the forcible 
susponsiem of our trade ; the other to pray, that as respects oflr future commercial inter- 
course with China, it may be relieved from such power of suspension by the public autho- 
rities of Uie Honourable the EasUlndia Company. 

To establish our claim as napects the pjfet, it will, vre are aware, be necessary to show 
that, in point of fact, there does not exist any legislative enactment upon the authority of 
which the Hmiourable the East-India Conq>any is outhopsed to suspend the trade of 
imdividuals between Britidi India and China, such persons being resident in Imlia with 
due sanction ; and as our claim in this respect, and fortified by circumstanees, arises out of 
the law of ^e case, they liave received the best attention of om- legal advisers, whose 
opinions arc to the contr^ of any such delegation of antbority by the Britisli Legislatiiir 
to the Honourable the E^^t-Indm Company, tuxW all tbeflmts submitted to their botice. 
With regard to those measures of prospective cqi^tion for the security of oiir commerce 
winch it 18 an object to obtain, they only so fisr wge upon anteOedent enactments, that if, as 
rei^eots the past, cav interests have in substauoe been lega%*j(>rotected, so must they now 
be considered and hereafter, and the clear eicpoeition of that miw by your Lordship wquM 
set the mattiw at rest; but in any <went, and without reference to tlte* interpretation of 
the present provisions of the Legislature, we do consider H i^*6f vita) importance to our 
cornmerciid interests that for the future they should be relieved fribn Weevil coBsemiences 
already submitted to your Lorddiip as insiparable from the sutpension of our trade with 
China.' 

In stating the jstmits of our clmiti to pejimiary indemnii^tioQ frean the Honourable the 
East-India Company for losses sttstahwd, it will be netfensswylS draw your Lordships’ 
attention to a ^ort detad of facts aS they occurred in China,' to the sqbsianOe of an official 
document bearing Bie signatures tit the Select Committee; nhich was read to the com- 
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manderd of the cotmtry striper on board tibe ship commatided by the senior officer of his 
Majesty’s shipi tblfen present, and by iwie bf 'iha Honourable Cbittpany’s Supra-carg^oes at 
Canton* to ‘fee Briiish subjects then convened at the Honourable Company’s Factory for 
^that purpo^. ■ Upon this public document two acts were founded, nammy, tlie prevention 
(rf cemntry ships as they arrived at Chimipee, a place about fiver m:^ bdow the entrance 
of the Whampoa river, from proceeding up to Whampoa ; and the'orderii^ away>wi^n 
a given number of days, all Iris Majesty’s subjects from Canton. ^ 

For greater perspicuity, we will briefly state tlie circunjbtahifes relative ip Sljlie kisi year’^s 
suspension of trade, in brder of time as they had rise. In the early part of Octphei; Jast, 
several country ships from various ports oi» India arrived at the mouth of the Whampoa 
river, among^it them the Ann, Friendship, Anna, Milford, arid Good Success, belonging, to 
'the jiort of Bombay, ail those ships were forcibly restrained from proceeding to Whampoa, 
the only^place where cargoes, are delivered and received. To this measure of ^etentiou, 
protest was unav^ilingly made, and, on the 9th of November, the commanders of tlie country 
si lips addressed a letter to the Select Committee of the Supra-cargoes, of which copy is 
eiidosod, marked (A*)'**’; to that letter reply was received, of which copy is also enclosed, 
marked (B.)*; on the 12th of Novemtor, a mandarine of rank came down to Chumpee, 
and the commanders of the various couiftry ships having repaired on^ board the Ann, be 
delivered a messa^^ from the Viceroy of Cantofi, inviting them to enter the port and trade 
as usual, assuring them of his protection, and that they should meet with no iiiterruptiuu 
fyom tlie Clrineso Government. He also jclelivered to each commander a paper in the 
Chinese language to the same effect, of which translation is enclosed, marked (C.)* On 
the 27th of November, the embargo was token oft* by the sanction of the Select Committee. 
The enclosed document, marked (D.)*, isjwe have reason to believe,' a correct copy of 
thfit which was read to tlie commanders of tl* country ships, as explanatory of the causes 
of the embargo. 

These being tlie facts, so far as we are acquainted with them, the grounds on whicfi we 
rest our claim to redress are two-fold: first, the right of trade between the ports of British 
India ainl China in tlie confbmplation of the charter itself ; secondly, the right by sufferance 
and special pernrission. , 

It becomes us to speak With great diffidence to your Lordship regarding the inteipreta- 
tion and force of a legislative euactmeni,»wo ^erefore content ourselves with submitting, 
that, as respects the present charter of the Honourable East- India Company, it would seem 
tliat the Legislature, had principally in view the regulation of the direct trade between the 
United Kingdom arid places within the charter of tlie Honourable Company, but that it left 
the domestic trade of India, as between the several ports within tlie limits, aixl China, to be 
conducted in the same way as it has been from the first day when the capital and industry 
of British merchants residing in India were engaged in supplying the various and distant 
parts •of the Honourable Company’s empire, -of other places within the limits, and 
China, with, the respective products of each ; that trade, for considerably beyond the 
memory of any one subscribing this letter, bos been unmolestedly carried on ; in its pro- 
secution, it has tended very«much to enrich British India, atnd has certainly createcl the 
commercial importance of Bombay. Until the expiration of tile last charter of the Ho- 
nourable Ccrinpafiy, licensed British merchants, and the natives of India, shut out as they 
were from suxdi free participation in the trade with England as can alone render it advan- 
tageous, had nri dihfer direction to give to theiriaommerce, and dO admit, that until the 
past year, they experienced no hindrance from* tiie authorities of Honoiirable Com- 
pany in regard to commercial ititercourse with China ; the free exercise of discretion, ,bi>th 
as respects the extent and peripds of adventure, was ^rited to individuals ; the measure 
of their trade was precisely that of tiieir means/ and meir own viOws of advantage, llie 
operation of the present ohatW has tri^lv extended private econmerce, and the merchants 
now trading to ^igland may send home lawfully .all articles of Ohinri prodiuse from smy

inasmuch as the Honourable. CrOmpany are guarani in the levy of eustonis and duties 

upon that trader; if;^ therefore, 4 ^pmmerce is burdened with duties on tlie one hand, so on 

the other mpst thfe frpe eiter^isw^ of commerce ^ j^ar^^ed, otherwise it can never be 

productive ; but not only are these custopis apd duties payable, but, in point of fact, from 

this port thi&y are collected to the extent of five per cent, on the cotton before the adventure 

be well contmenced. Whether tins be or be not tlie view that your Lordship, on consi-* 

deration^ will take of the matter, we respectfully beg leaVe to represent, that even if the 

clauses df the present chapter do vest in the Honourable th<5 East-India Company the sole 

and exclusive privilege of trade bet weeil^ ports and places in India anch China, if tfiey do 

possess the power of making it a close monopoly, still that after individuals shall, with the 

^ncthni of any one of their competent authorities, have embarked in the trade to China, it 

is not competent for^any other of their constituted authorities to interrupt iJie progress of 

tliat trade^ for wo persuade ourselves that your Lordship will plainly see how much less 

injurious is the operation of a law entirely restrainii^ the employment of capital, than is 

the exercise of tuat authority in the middle stages of adventure ; the loss occasioned by 

entire prohibition to trade is ccrtaiiily gre^t, but the hmdrance of trade w'hen in jirogreS^ 

creates positive loss upon capital, and defeats ttie legitimate yeward of labour. 

We have now endeavoured to show the factf*qf tlie intcrnlption of our trade ; tliat such 
interruption contravems either the provisions of tlie L«^ghslature by which that particular 
branch of our trade k protected, or that it is not home out even by tlie permission under 
which that trade was coiiducteil, must be considered as especially granted. We further 
state to your Lordship that our interests have been seriously injured both as shipowners 
and as merchants, and although we refrain from occupying your time by amplification on 
this head, we have put our agents into full possession of necessary statements, and they 
will be prepared to furnish sudi information as may be called for. We anxiously trust that 
we shall be found to have made out our case for redress as respects past losses, and we 
rest confidently assured, that if, in the ffelibi^rale consideration oF your Lordship, the 
application of existing laws to tlie facts stated sliall illustrate our right to indemnification, 
the magnitude of those losses will hot be suffered to affect jthc principle on Which our claim 
to redress is so demonstrated; , ' ' . 

We now coine to the second object of this address, naniely, tlie establishment of the 
position, that it is necessary for the w=*elfare of our cpnfmercial intercourse With China, 
that it should in future he protected from the power of suspension by tlie Honourable the 
East-India Company’s authorities In tl^is country* 

We will not trespass upon your Lordships' time by argunient, to show a position so self- 
evident as tliat commerce must thrive in the very proportion the security it possesses, 
but proceed to show how essentially important to the interests of British India' is the 
unrestrained opportunity of commercial intercourse between all its porta and China; that 
it is impossible ^mbay can exkt as a port ol commercial hnportai]^ without that trade ; 
and we shall endeavour to prove how inseparably involv^ tho«Hanoumble Eaat-Indla 
Company’s interests tere in the prosperity of that trader and lastly, it will be our object 
to point out the, impolicy of hindrance to such tradcj founded upon die peculkr situation 
in wlii^ Chin^ stands with reladon to any or comm^oe that k carried on^ or can be 
offered to the therchs^s. of that empire.- . * # 

The importance of the existing trade between British India and Chin«^ k happily illus- 
trated in its hitherto effects, in the aspect which commerce has assumed in India, in the 
multitude and excellence of her merchant ships, in the advantageous cir^|ulation of capital. 

It is evident that the continuance of this trade is of tlie utmost importance to those now

The trade with China is the only one (except that with England) which dan afford to 
employ vessels of the burthen and value i)<vw so numerous in India : it is true, that even 
the most valuable ships may occasionally find profitable employment in the trade between 
'the various ports of the Honourable Company!s dominions, but . the China trade is the 
grand rooi^ of all the domestic conunerce of Britidi India. The China trade, then, as 
^ordin^tBe 'most considerable market for the products of India, cannot be dispensed 
w-ith, and the (potion arises, how slmll that trade be conducted ? shall it be left free to 
the industry of mitish subjects in .common with the Honourable Company, - or shall it be 
a close monopoly tO'the Honouradile Conipany; shall it belong of right to the Honour- 
able Company to transport the whole of the territorial produce, as well of their own 
dominions as of places wkhin the limits, or shell the merchants of India be at liberty to 
engraft another benefit in the productive powers of their owrn capital and labour upon the 
happy utility of IncUan soil and climate. We submit, at any rate, that it' such exclusive 
privilege of trade between India and China? be granted, the Legislature must contemplate 
tliat such trade. wiU be carried on: and welieg leave to urge upon the attentive considera- 
tion of your Lordships, how the Emuourable Company are prepared to conduct that trade 
in point of present moans, or how y: may in any case be within their power to carry it on, 
as points most materially affectii^ the general scope of this subject. In the first placf;, 
we submit tliat tlie trade between British India and China must be considered in all its 
beuings, and espeually as a trade both of export to and import from China; now, in 
point of fact, the Honourahle Company never have carried it on as a whole trade, theii- 
commercial adventures to China have mere had termination, and the proceeds have gone 
to supply the means -of that mom, still more valuable trade in tea direct from China to 
England. In the second place, it is to be' considered wlmt extent of tonnage and of capital 
is now embarked in the commerce betw'een^Brifl|^ India and China, and whether it would 
be conveiiient, or for the interest of the Honourable Company to carry into tlxat trade 
equal extent of either of thotie means which are indispensable, and are now possessed by 
inmviduals. In order tp appreciate this the. means are within your Lordships’ readi, and 
may be accurately drawn from the official records of the Honourable Company : in order 
to, illustrate it so far as our means allow, we sliall state it in a manner and to an extent 
of which at least the error will be in failing adequately to shqw the. importance of the 
suhjqcC from falling short, rather than exceeding theextent and value .of Bte present private 
capi^i and tonnage embarked in the China trade. 

The least estimate that can be formed of the animal export of private cotton to China 
is lCiO,000 hales, or 50,000 candies of 784 lbs., in measumnent 4 bales, equal to one ton ; 
so that for the cotton alone, 25;^)00 tons of shippiug is requisite, ffie value of which is

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Tlie mcmt moderate estimate then of the value t>f tonnage and merchandize necessary

are exported to Ciiiua ; and the Honourable Gcm^xaiy, to carry on the vdnole trade, must , 
employ 25^000 tons of shippin^^ and divert that ^teni of emital from their home trade, or 
supplydt from the of India- We submi^to your Lordship that it is imnuiturial 

whether the Honourable Company can so embark in the trade, whedier they have refrained 
from it from motives of p^y on otherwise, so is the tot that by the apphi^ion of private 
* capital Slid labour the cmmneree between Brjitisb India and China has grown, in a series 
of years, to the very considerable extent wejiave pointed out, as between two of the 
Honourable Company’s presideuM^ only; but coiuuderable value, and an interesting 
trade, h also embarked in private shipsfrom the eastward in pej^er, betel nut, and rattans, 
of whicii we do not< state more, because our information is not pertect enou^ to haaard 
oven an intimate in an address of this nature. The impcl*tai^ of the trade Vethreen 
British India and China having, we humbly hope, been thus denioastralbd, and tliat the 
tra<l6 as a Whole trade has been exclusively conducted by private merchants, we represent 
with great earnestness to the wis<lom of your Lordships that either it is ot ouglit to be 
protected in its progress, that we should l}e put in possession of a right to seek markets 
for it at Canton, without the restraint of the Honourable Company's authorities^ 

We now show your Lordships that without the trade hence to China and back, Bombay 
could not exist as a port of commercial importance. It is known that Bombay does not^, 
aft'ord either in produce or manufacture the means of export trade beyond the rcacli of its 
immediate^ vicinity. It is a place certainly not yery happily endoweel by nature, but it is 
geograpliically well situated for trade, and an ftetive commerce affords employme^f a 
most enormous population* From the port^of Bombay all the cotton that is ^own in 
Guzerat, surplus to the wants of that country, is eventually exported ; and China has, and 
it is probable will continue, at least for some years, to constitute the diief and most pro- 
fitable market for it. In return for that cotton, and generally for the value of the outward 
loading of our ships, articles of China produce and bullion are imported, which constitute 
tlie means of an important tnide, and give) rise to a distinct and numerous set of merchants. 
The merchandize as imported is peculiarly fitted for the wants of, the Arabian and Persian 
Gulfs, the northern parts of Guzerat, and tlie dominions of his Highness the Peishwa. In 
tlie resort hither of the ships and traders f»Sm all those places, an accession of advantage 
accrues to the commerce of* tliis island; and in this constant flux and reflux of the products 
of many Various parts of the world, results that advantage which baa made Bombay so 
conspicuous amongst the commercial ports of the* East. But as Bombay do^ not possess 
in itself those artbaes tliat are necessary to the wants of neighbouring and distant, countries, 
tins place is mairdy dependent upon the China trade for its present commercial importance ; 
and if that be abstracted ftom the industry of British merenants and native traders, either 
by law or by the operation of any system that defeats the practical advantages of that 
trade, the lapse of a very few years would leave but the record of history for the commer- 
cial importance of this place, and the barrenness of the rock^on which we reside, would 
justify a doubt of its once having yielded the means of subsistence to a population as 
numerous perhaps as the subjocts of some independent states. ^ 

In the vast importance of this subject to us we ho|>e to find the excuse of your Lord- 
sliip for the endeavour to show that in the continuance of to trade b<!^ween British India 
ana China to interestsrof to Honourable Company are as much at stake as tliose of 
the humblest ihdividualx who now present their daitns to: notice. In this atozipt we 
feci it right to leave to to tiifinitively greater wisdom of yoilr Lordship those ^points of 
primary ^portance whidh ai?e founded oa the relative duty of to sovei^^s of India 
towards its. subjects, our own is to sliow.that in revenue, and in the political tescnirces 
tvhidi result from to toado of individuals to Honourable to East>-ihto Company very 
largely benefit. * ^ 
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In regard to revestue tesaltiag from commercial intereouiae Krith China; here aj^in your 
Lord^ip lUtty.CommaiDd the most accurate information. - Ih'Sombay it consists in a levy 
of customs tax the import of cotton from OusjTat, or upon its export at the port from 
, whence it,' is dipped for Bombay ^ upw the import of goods from China, bullion being

within our reach to pCnnt out the grand total of advarita|in mat thus remits to the 
• Honourable Company from the coarse Of trade between British India and China, we have 
thus taken the liberty of generally showing: its sources; so that if, as we anxiously trust 
and froitfidently assure ourselVes, yOur Lor^hip shall perniit the substantive ihiportance 
of that trade to bstablish a very principlal claim to die adequate security of ik conduct, 
the means are within your Lord^p’s. reach of ascertaining the quantum of advantage 
separately considered from the interests of intBviduals that in this view of the matter it 
aflends. ' ' , ' * 

As respects the political resources accruing to the Company, abstractedly considered 
from the advankge that springs from the 'encouragement to the greatest practicable ex- 
.^tent of production from tiie soil of their own territories, and me circulation of wealth 
'amongst all classes of dieir subjects; we submit to your Lordship, that through the 
medium of commerce there are 'ever prepent means of traiisporling troops, conducting 
distant expeditions, and of* alleviating ifl its occurrence the tremendous evil of famine, 
which occurs occasionally at chferent parts of tlie Honourable, Company’s dominions. 
This resource is not in speculation, w'c do confidently appeal to the cxpenenco of events 
during the past charter foi; practical derhOnstration of the fact, and great extent of it ; 
and it is evident that intlie present widely extended dumiiiions of the Honourable Com- 
pany, embracing as they do nearly all the sea coast of India, the power of immediate 
command of shipping is mOre than convement, which, by tlio existence of the valuable 
tonnage possessod by tibe mei^hants of India, the Honourable Company command an 
unfailing resource, not only free of all cost to themwheii not required for public service, 
but which, when hot so 'engaged, is cmplbycctto the mutual advantage of the Honourable 
Company and individuals. We ^oufd not have adverted to this particular, of which 
your Lordsdiips are fully awssre, except that, as connected with the position we have iii a 
formej part of this address endeavouredi tb demonstrate, it derives peculiar force, namely, 
that tlie largest anti most-valnAble class of Indian shipping is chiefly supported through 
the medium of the subsistiUji commerce between the ports of British India and China ; if 
therefore political considerations evince .the talue of that resource, so iiecessarily is de- 
monstrated the necessity of such a system as k'cilculated not merely to improve, but ki- 
dispensablo to the, maintenance of the ^isti^g extent of that resource. 

It humbly to represent to your Lordship the impolicy of any hindrance, 

and we piay aspccklly say such huidrance to our trade as that which has given rise to this 
appeal to yourXordship. -Pounded upon the peculiar situation cf China itself, your 
Lordsliip knows thatthe/ixteiit, fertility, and population of the domkuons of the Jiimperor 
of China, the various ssoil and climate of its provinces, ealculated to the pfoductiwis of all 
the world, besides of every necessary, Uiet ministers to comfort vr luxury, leaves China 
as a nation completely inacpendeni:af fore^- isupply thtoi^h trade; the internal com- 
merce of China, fot which by natuie iwc" A<hni^able facilities in its numerous 

rivers, an<i by art thrpugh caiials^lsuppUc^ with muhtal eidyantage its most distant pro- 
vinces with the natural products ^ ^tisfind, kith the prodigal bounty of nature, 

jealous of strangers, governed by ^iSsj^k,' CBiria, «n^, Comparatjvefy speaking to Uie rest 
of ihe trade of Asia, a recent period, shut, its pork to all foreigners ; and to this day, after 
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any experience of benefit Inch foreign trade may be aupnosed to have occasioned, still 
they act with a caution arid iealpusy that, to have lasted so long, must be as charac- 
teristic of the minds of the Cheese, as it is .of the gemus of their Ooyenunent. With siudi 
a people^ and under such disadvantage, up foreiffn trade can be so beiKjficial as, uidei; 
opposi^ circumstances^ 4 WJ^ight be rendered bpui to China and fomgners; but the fact 
beii^^p, the real q^eation is, whether, under web drcumatances, it be or be not ad\iin- 
tajebv^s to trade at all; for we think , ourselves jws|ified by experience, as well as by all 
that is reported of the Jealousy and inveterate prejudice of the Chinese government, to 
presume, that in its estimation of the relative value of any the most insigni^ant of its laws 
or usages, and of the importance of foreign ^ade, the latter is held to be perfectly insig- 
nificant. In thus stating the comparative nottangnesa of advantage resultii^ from their 
foreign trade, we refer chiefly Jto the view that is taken of the matter at the chief seat of* 
Government, and it is not reasonable to suppose that the larger benefits which accrue to 
Canton, to being the port of tradci ihrdtigh the eprruptibn even of the otficers Pt* that 
Government,, ever will produce lasting concessions to foreigners, at^A^ariance with tht? 

S general nile of policy prescribed by their laws, and with regard to theEnglish in particu- 
ar, probably confirmed by their fears. On this part of me subject wo nave further to 
submit, that China, a nation, is still more independent upon foreign trade as funjishing 
the means of revenue to the state, than it js as relates to tlie people from its natural abun- 
dance and variety of its products ; for in the largest estimate that can b^ framed of the value 
pf the whole foreign ti*ade that centres in the tiort df Canton^ and hi the largest compu- 
tation of the Revenue that flows into the imperial treasury, siich defect in the nwenuea- aV 
w'ould be the coiiseqtieuce of the cessation of that trade copld scarcely be felt in such 
an empire as China. But it is to be remembefed, that even if their trade be essentially 
important to the general and particular interests of China, still it is not solely dependent 
upon the trade of the United Kiiigdomfor a market for its produce; for that merchahdiaie 
w^ich is now transported so largely through the means of British trade, is equally the 
object of desire, necessity, and means of revenue to all tjid world, and would soon be 
carried off in its present extent through the trade of o^her European nations, anil of 
America. Even then supposing the continuance of Uieir foreign trade to be a paramount 
object, the certainty of that trade being sought with avidity by all nations would induce 
a despotic government, above all others, not to tolerate the com*hierce of any one country, 
the authorities of which occasionally restrained dt, and that in the ports of that Govern- 
incut. These arguments we conceive are thus Brought to bear upon the individual inte- 
rests, the protection of which we solicit from your Lordship. The Government of China 
can only take one view of English trade, namelys that whidbi frequents the port of Canton 
under the British flag; it does not recognire the trade of ihe Honourable Company as 
peculiarly privileged, nor is the Honourable Company thc^re considered in aw other hght 
than as a commercial body ; but if the Emperor find that such commercial body exer- 
cises within his dominions*such control as-t6 interdict part of the trade of the same nation, 
if he witness such exertion of authority' as 4iall shut out any portion of that tmde with his 
dominions which is tolerated by his laws, if he see all the ships under the British flag that 
are collected at the very riicwtu of his harbour, to carry on tiude with his subjects, sailing 
away from his port in obedience to the interdictory orders of that commercial body, we 
submit to your Lordship that he can nO longer c6nsider ttiat body as commercial only, the 
single view that the ItiWs of hiS enqure and his oWn jesilousy does tdko, and is the sole plea 
of admission within his territories. • » 

We further ^btnit to your Lordship, that whilst the Government of China, on the one 
hand, only vieW thes Establishment of the Hmourahle Company, at Canton as purely com- 
mercial, So, On the other, as we are advised by the Le^lature, that uie Honour- 

able Company is hot ih any vieW of the'ease arriied with pmitiifal power, or cari they 
legally exorciselt dVef priyjate property belonging to British subjects; and we respecthiJly 
represeiit to your that the suspension of oiur trade at any one given period of

2. We have now the tetisfoction to announce to your Honourable Court the safe 
arriv^ in China of all the shipa to our consignment this season, with the exception of the 
Inglis, and the chartered ship Asia, of whose arrival also we are ui daily expectation. 

3. Cimumatances connected with the general ■welfare of the foreign trade to the port of 
.Omton, and which we studl ndt fail hereafter fully to detail to your Honourable Court, 
haye ^uqed us to detain, for the present, the ^nourable Company’s ships outside tfie

It would seem that the elder Chunqua departed 
to his native province, taking with him a veiy large sum of, money, to the manifest injury 
and detriment of the hong, which, after having struggled under feigned credit and 
appearances for two years, has suddenly bee* discovert to be deeply involved in debt 
and difficulty, and has actually been impeached by a Spanish, bouse of busineas in Canton 
for the recovery of a considerable claim againsl it. * 

7. On ascertaining these circumstances in June Iq^t, we- adopted measure fur the 
.security of our winter teas, the only Company’s property at risk in Chunqua’s warehouses, 
by a direct application on the subject to the Viceroy, who inunediately ^ve us an assur- 
ance of its safety. 

8. It appears not to be the wish of the local Government to break this hong ; but, 
embarrassed as it is with a largo debt, we cannot perceive how such an event can be 
averted, unless the elder brother returns to the hong with pecuniary aid to siipcrinteud its 
affairs. 

" e 

9. Under such circumstances, and witll the ’prospect of more failures in the hong, it 

became impossible for us. to commence commercial operations this %ason, wi^nt exposing 
to extreme hanard the important and valuable interests dbtnpittqd! to our ^nagement. 
Tlie time appeared to have arrived for our making a strong rejpresentation to the G overn- 
ment of the existing state of ^airs, and for endeavouring, if possible, ,^ efifetifc the great 
desideratum so anxiously required by your HoiiouraUe Court, of establishing more hong 
merchants, as well as of §uaeayikiring to remote sbme df the texatibus exactions whicJi,

appeaia ther%is no property of any description ; even thp tiile<-deeda of ..thw hong have 
been transferred to satisfy the clamorous demands of Chinese creditors. We have atready 
observed, that the failure of Chunqua must oeeasion tite speedy bankruptcy of two or 
tlirce more hongs ; we regret to say, thdt the correotnesa of tnia observation, which a 
g-eneral knowledge of the state and formation of the co-hong, would fully warrant, is in a 
gr«‘iit di'gi'ce confirmed, not merely -by the unfavourable reports, which are daily gaiuing 
{^^rimud, ot’ the state of Moa'qua’s afi^s, but the unqualified adjxussion of that merchant 
himself, not manj^^days since, to a member of the Board, that if the hong of Chuuqua 
failed, his must inevitably follow ; indeed, at this munwnt he is unable to meet the claims, 
though to a small amount, which |iave b^ made upon him. 

13. Wc need not advert to the state of Kinipia^s and Fatqila’s ftfibira ; and with the 

facts we have detailed before our eyes, we consider the justness of the prediAions we have 
advanced, as to the insolvency of the whole co-hong taking place, must be apparent, 
unless a complete change of system be immediately resorted to, Ihe crisis, which every 
foreign resident in China has seen app];daching without the means of remedying it, 
appears to have arriml ; and such is the ^statc of alfairs at this moment, that were we 
obliged to conuneuce Our nfercautile trairsactions, we should find ourselves utterly at a 
loss who to trust, or how to proceed in the disposal of our. investments. To^tch up 
the old system appears nearly impossible j but even could it be effected, we have too 
much reason to apprehend that at no distant period we should find ourselves in a situation 
more embarrassing, and witn more difficulties to surmount. ♦ 

14. We have made these representations to the Viceroy in a Ml, clear, and explicit 
manner. He has hitherto received them without offence ; the spirit of his replies, although 
evasive, clearly indicates that he is neither insensible to the diffieulties with whieh he is 
surrounded, or to die roasonableuess of oyr complaints. 

1.5. This officer and die hong merchants seem deeply impressed with the vast impor- 
tance of tins subject ; and althftigh it is hnposslble, in so difficult and embarrassing a 
question., to coiq^ture.tlie probable resuft of our present measures, we have great hopes, 
bodi from the necessity and justice of the case^, that a beneficial change in the existing 
system of foreign commerce will be effected. 

16. *lt is a source of great satisfaetiou to 'to be able to^inform ymir Honourable 

Court, that, in a discus.sioii pregnant with so much personal anxiety and tei^nsibility to 
ourselves, wn have received the cordial co-operation and support of the Ifoltish commercial 
community in. China, and have, assurances of similar sui^rt in the meastves we are ]M)r- 
suii^ from .the foreign Europeans, residents in CantoA; they all seem inipctosed widi the 
belief that soa^ thange in the present comm wi»l •system in China is urgendy called for, 
iuid fully sensible of the necessity of uniting vmh us fo obtaining that which will be for the 
general benefit of aR ' , ^ 

17. It is needlqss for us to assure your Bpnoujfeble Court of mu’ anxiety to bring the 
e.\istmg negociations to a sjieedy and' fovcmtahle termination^ and to commence commercial 
trtmsacdons agmn. ' Nq endeavour shall be wanifog-oa our parts to effect due desirable 
object ; but we feetpersuaded that the only way of obtaimiig it will be to persevere in 
a firm and steady adherence to die phiti we have adopted } and we hope it will produce 
sdrii ranissions and alterations in the eatisdtig commercial system, as may miable us, in die 
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end, to c^rry oo the tradf mcHre./ttecttiriity .ahd:’^ to the, interests of . Uie IX*

.jr 1 .' . 15th October 1829. 

To the Honourable tile Court of Directors of the United Easl^^lxulia Company. 

Honourable Sirs t 

Paru. 1 . Oir» last address to your Honourable Court was dated on the 8th instant ; the 
detention of the Danish br^ Nornen, by wh^ wo purpo^e'forwardiug- it, enables us to 
atate to your Honourable Court that we have Just received a reidy from the Viceroy of 
(Canton to tlio address which we transmitted* to him on^e 6th instant, referring to the dis- 
abilities of the trade at this port, and pointing out suggestions for its amelioration. 

2. We l^ve now the satisfaction to inform your Honouratole Court, that tile Viceroy 

admits the embarmssetl state to which die affairs of tlie hong merchants have of late years 
been reduced, and informs us that he will direbt die principal officers of the province to 
deliberate upon the projicsitiuns submitted for the general in^ovement of cominerce, and; 
that as soon as the result of their deliberations is known, he will again communicate with 
us upon this important subjects » » * 

3. From the tenor of his present communication, it is evident, tliat the Viceroy has become 
fully impressed with the correctness of our representations ^ and it issadsfaotory to observe, 
that ivbile ho acknowledges the fewreign trade to ’have become emban’assed, imdrequm 
change, ho evinces his desire and mtention of placing it oa a* better footing.^ 

4. Subsequently to the date of our last address to yolir^ Honourable Court, we have 
learned that the British ajid Parsee agents at Canton have presented petitions to Gpvern- 
rnent ou tlie existing state of the fore%n tmde, winch have been received with attention ; and 
\vc have the satisfaction to state, that tlie heads of the Netherlands, French, and Spanish 
establishments are now adopting the same course in fUrther^ce of the important objects 
which we have in view. 

5. We can only repeat to your Honourable Court, that no endeavoun shall bo wanting 

on our part to bring tlie present state of affairs to a favourably termination ; and we have 
the honour to bo, . ♦ .

2. We now avail oursejvi^ of tHe departuie of the bri^ Mary Anno for Singapore, with 

the intKHitioii of pro8eon^]i^ her voyi^ .xiltimately to Ragland, to commanicate tor your 
Honourable Court our prweedingB i^eOthe date above refemd to. ■ . ‘ 

3. Upon the first day oi the present mbdfh the merchants Hbwqna,' MbwqUa, Kinqua, 
and Puankhequa; arrived at Macao; and requested an interview wid^ us, upon which we 
assembled to tneol^em. It appeared. that they were the bearers of no o^ial cmosmuni-. 
(ration to us from the Chinese Government, either verbal or in a written form. We there- 
fore felt it necessary io observe extreme caiitjbn' in am oonvecsation with-'tbem ; several 
measures wore proposed to us by the merchants, as conducive., to terminadoii of the 
present discussions; the principal auggesticsis were .qur own removal to C^ton, and an 
order, to the Honourable Company’s ships to ontef the river, 

4. We felt oonvimed that no ol^ect wonld ^ gained by either of the stejjs proposed. 
Our arrival in Csnto^ could only assist the 'impression Uiat we were unduly anxious to 
fe-commence our. commercial transactions/ and strengthen t&e hope that we would waive 
the consideration pf. the subjeots w:lneh we |tiad pointed out to the GovenUneitt ^ urgently 
requiring, reform. The removal of the ships tp^banipoa, while it would corroborate tho.t 
Opinions above alluded to, would cilpose the crews of our ships to tihe influence of a noxious 
a^osuhere, hi lieu of the salubnous air of their present anr.horag^. Disturbances 
with toe Chinese m^t also 5'^tly be apprehended, from tiw largO ntinmer df qj^aineh em- 
ployed in the Honourable Company’s ^ips rmaimng for a long and indefinite period in a 
state of inactivity in thd river. In addidon to the reasoiw already mentioned, we had 
found it necessary, pjfwious to tbe'merdilants’ visit to Macao, to interdict the resort of 
persons beloiiwng to diiir khips to Canton, a practice which we found, by its giving rise to 
many unfounitod rumours, to be productive impediment and delay to the progress of 
our negociations with the ChineM Governm'ent, * 

. 5. Independently therefore o£ the. suspiciop that the merchants had made tlieir pro- 
posals from -sinister views of their own,' , or at the ihstigatton of the Government, tnere 
appear^ to us. to be strong reasons for adhering to the plan by which we Imd hitherto 
bem guided in our procoSiugsi So firmly were we impressed with this opinion, that 
upon th^ 21st ultimo we had e^e to the resolutum of ordering the Honourable Ctonpahy ’s 
ship SAd^whtor to'- be prepared tb= leave the river, fend jhin the fleet of the Honourable 
Compt^s ships anchored atToonkoo. We viewed that measure as essential to the pre- 
a0rvati(m .'i^> the principle of consistency in our proceedings ; and only delayed giving the 
nccessaiy directioiw to CapitAn Mandersorit to carry it into efifecti imtil'we received from, 
him a repo^ of progress which had been made ui-^the vepurs of the ship under his

6. The only 'dqcumeut produced by -the merchants at ' tiieir interview was an 
edict of the Viceroy; inviting natives to enter unom the fordj^ tmdedurii^ the period that

10. W<e received a reply, an edict of the Viewoy, raftning to grant the pa^s fpr the 
Bridgewater.^ upon the grounds that she had not delivered or received % cargo, and there- 
fore could iiot be^permlfted to leave die port : the Viceroy further dire^d the morchaute 
to exhort Gsptaih Mandmrson to open the hatcties of the tulip, and commence' trade. '> 

11. We considered* it unnecessary to reply to stich arguments, and sent instructions to 

Captain Mandorson' to move the Bricjgdjvater' out of the river with as little delay as 
possible. ; ” ' , 

12. It has been a subject of much regret to ns that die success of this mdeure has been 
frustrated by the failure of the passage of the Bridgewater in attempting to cross thb 
second bar, whiefi Captain Manctersbn ipTbrmed us he was prevented ftom accomplishing, 
by the prevalence of light southerly winds^ add a. tedious p&sage from Whampoa to the 
river. 

13. It is much to be apprehended. that the termination of the pending discussion has 
been retarded by this unfortunate circumstance;. . We tinder^nd that, our proceedings 
were the subject.of much speculation in Canton, when. the ^epoft reached that piace that 
Captain Mandereon had received ortlers to ,q,aH Whampop, and proceed .to .rponkoo. 
By some this measure was represented as a mere thir^at wiueh woujd.not be'seriousjiy acted 
up to, and we cannot too much regret that, appearances* have strengthened that qpiiuon, 
which will not be removed until the next spring rides* enable Captain Maml^son to pass 
the second bar shoals, and proceed out of>ihe nver. 

14. In our address to your Honourable Court, dated the li^ iilrimp,..we sipteil that 

tlie alterations represented by us to the Chinese Govenimedt as essentially oece^ary to the 
welfare of British and foreign trade generally to Canton, had been submitted by Jh® Vice- 
roy to the consideration of the judge and treasurer. , . ^ 

15. The report of these oigeers has now been, received, and a more unfavourable one 

could hardly have been expected by those mOtt accustomed to - observe the prejudice of 
the Chinese in favour of old custWMS. . , 

16. With the exception of a reduction in the fees paid by eO^pradormr, who serve ships, 
not a ringle point has been conceded which coiild benefit fomgners.'" An obscure sugges- 
tion is made, respecting the payment of the debts of those hongmerdhdnts whose creditors 
have not yet compounded to receive the amount, of their claims in a tern of years, pad 
a hope is held Out that the port charge, denominated ‘'-present’,”, may, after refeteuce 'to 
Pekin, be diminished, the regulations for that purpose being,, acted upon next year, , But

Our Attempts to procure tli© enaction of regulations which would induce 
resixjcttible nativfes to act as hong merchants appeared to be disregarded, and every 
suggestion for the amelioration ol^commercial affairs passed by with inattention. 

19, It became necessary at this juncture to^coiivincn the Chinese government lliat this 
state of trade COuld not be tolerated, arid that ^father than submit to carry it on under 
such disadvantageous circumstances, we would endeavour to resort to some plan which 
exlribited a less mnous prospect. 

‘ 20. We therefore replied severally^ we trust in such a firm and temperate tone as 
will meet your lloriourablo Court’s approbation, to the different jwibjeots contained in the 
report of "the judge and treasurer, using nearly the same aiguments in favour of our

21. To this explanatory ^eply we considered it neeessai'y to add the follqwii^ obser- 
vations in our address, That the Chinese goyernmenl having, by exrictidns and 
impositions, driven nearly all foreign traders to resort to illicit tmffic, by which the 
public revenue was dimin&hed, Jthc trade of the Honourably Company was left to support,

modities of the two countries lippn just and reasonable terms, for their reciprocal advan- 
tage and that the credit of even tjiese three bqpgs was so impuirod by an accimiulation 
of unliqindated debt, that we could h<ild no furtlier commercial intercourse with them, 
till the claims upon the merchants, Chunqua and Mowqua, were satisfied. 

22. Wy trust that by thij^a4|^resa the apprehensions of the Government will be excited 
for the preservation 6f that source of revenue of which they have hitherto considered 
themselves secuiw in the trade of the Honourable Company. With the object of strength- 
ening this' alarm, we have given permission to the commaixders and officers of the Ho- 
nourable CbmpaijyNs ships to dispose of their investments at their^present anchorage, by

It would be wt^ess to communicate floating rumours occasionally prevalent, 
which niight rise to false hopes or excite unnecessary alarm ; and we consider ourselves 
upon the present occasion advantageously situated in being placed* in a great measure 
beyond the reach of such reports by our abseuce from Canton, to which it would be almost 
impossible to atmd giving partial credence, when daily brought to our notice. 

20. W^ are also convinefed that the measure of keeping our ships below the river, and 
interdicting intercourse with Canton,., has b^n a wise and prudent step. Communications 
between persons attaclied to the Honourable Compady’s service and the merdhiants could 
only be productive of feelings of discontent and irritation, while no useOil end could be 
attained by it. We are happy to state that the loss to individuals which must occur from 
such suspension cf trade, has upon this occasiou been home with all the temper and 
patience which could be expected ; and it must be considered highly creditable to the 
dis 9 ipline of the Honourable Company’s service, that 3,1300 seamen should have remained 
for nearly three months in a state of inaction, wifliout the ‘occurrence of any serious

Par. 1, Ovn last address to your Honourable Court was^dated the 23d insta4)t> and for- 
warded, via Singaj>ore, in the country ship Mary Anne. 

2. We now avail ourselves of the conve;jfance Differed by the country ship Perrassoa, 
proceeding by the same route to England, to convey to your Honourable Court inteUigenco 
of occurrences which have taken place since the date of your last advices. 

3. An edict ba^ been issued by the Viceroy to tlie hong merdiants, strongly enjoining 

thorn to invite aad^select from their most intimate frieinls and acquaintance persoiiw fit to 
undertake the management of foreign trade. Tliis proclamation is couched in the most 
uigeiit and peremptory terms, threatening the x^erchants with the Imperial displeasure if the 
eomniaiids contained in it are not complied with* The term of fifteeI^days only is allowed 
for the merchants’ answer, and the document being dated the 16th November, a reply may 
daily be expected, informing the Viceroy of the result of the mendiants’ invitations. Tlie 
above-metitioned edict professes to remit all fees usually attendant upon enrolling a new 
hong merchant’s name in the hoppo’s book^. ^ * 

4. The merchants inform ds,that they liavc, in compliance with the Viceroy’s commands, 

extended invitations to all their acquaintances of substance and respectability to enter intr> 
tlie foreign trade. • * 

5. The Viceroy’s reply to our last iuldress, alluded to in our conunuxiication to your 
Hon<Mirab]e Court, dated the 23d instant, paragraph 20, has been received. 

6. The tone of this document is temperate, and our representations are answered with 

civility and attention j but the principle that no change can be made in the regulations 
of the Emperor for the conduct bf foreign trade is maintained with the greatest strict- 
nc'ss. The argunients used are much the same as those brought forward m previous procla- 
mations. " % \ 

7. If anything satisfactory can be gleaned from this edict, it is tlie repetition of the 
assurance that a despatch has been sent to the province of Gan Hung to cause the imme- 
diate return of the elder Chunqua, and that if that person fails to bring with him funds. 
Government W'ill prosecute for the recovery of the debts due to foreigners. 

8. The success of the Viceroy'^a edict to the hong merchants, alluded to in par^*aph 8 
of this»despatdb> can be only proved by tlie resultv which must be speedily known to m. 
We are not, however, dispos^ to be sanguine that the object in view, tlie obtaining can- 
tlidates for the foreign trade, will be accomplished* 

9. Hie assurance of the Viteuiy that Chunqua will be caused to retuni to Canton, and 
undertake the management of the hong carried on under Ins name, as wdl as the intima- 
tion that Goveriftnent will prosecute fur tlie recovery of die debts of the firm, may be 
considered pstemible proofs that the re-establishment eff that hong is seriously intended. 
1’his inference is cO^borated by ihb cireumst^ice ojF Mowqua Jiaving dischaiged all 
claims of foreigners against him. if our expectations rpspectipg affairs of* the former 
merchant are realized, we trust we may’ be , allowf^l to. assume that the preservation of 
two hongs has been the successful result of pur present maasums- , 

10. Hie Honourable Company’s ship Biidgewater passed the Boeca Tigri^a 

without the least appearance of oppoiUtion on the 27th instant, and it is now safely 
anchored in the Cap-sing Moon passage. ^ ^

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11. We have the honour to transmit by the present conveyance our secret consultations 
from the date of the 23d trf February to the 16th of ; November 1829. 

12. We also enclose. Nos. 1 ^ 2 in the pacM ttow forwarded, a copy of the Viceroy’s

To tile Honourable the Court of Directors the Diiited £ast-lndia Company. 

Honourable Sirs: * 

Par. 1. Our last address to your Honourable Court was dated the 30th ultimo, and 
forwarded via Singapore, by the country ship Fergusspn, 

^2. We have now the honour to transmit a despatch by the French brig Cbunqua, bound 
for Maiiilla and Havre. • . * 

3. We liave it in contemplation to despatch the H. C. ship Bridgewater from the 
anchorage of the Cap-sing-Moon as soon as her cargo, which will be composed of winter 
teas, leas of last season remaining in the market, and the homeward investments of some 
ol‘ the commanders of the H. C, Slips, can be procured from Canton. Arrangements have 
been made for the conveyani^e of these teas by country ships from Whampoa to the Caj)- 
sing-Moon passage, and;we expect that the whole of them will shortly be on their way tiown 
the river. We trust therefore that the departure of the H. C. ship Bridgewatef on her 
hoinewnrd voyage will not be long delayed. 

4. We have replied to the Viceroy’s edict, which was fo warded a number in tlie packet 
transmitted per Fergusson, as mentioned in paragrapl#l2 of our despatch, dated 30th 
ultimo, s^nt by the same conveyance. Wfe stited concisely that the Bquidation of tlie debt 
from the hong merchants to foreigners, whidi the Viceroy had infoniK^ us should be forth- 
with paid oC would be highly dedrable, as it would remove k jjpincipal obstacle to natives 
becoming hm^ merihants. We acknowledged bis Excellent’s mtemtion to meet our 
wishes, whidihad been exhibited by repeated invitations to natives to engaj^ in the foreign 
trade ; but we added, that as these exhortations had been proved fruitless, by the fact tha(, 
no Candida^ had aa yet offered himseli^for that purpose', we could only astn'ibe this reluc-' 
tance to the causes whkh we had before enumerated.

Court intelligmice of a more sadafectory nature of thfiposture of your affiaif s in this country, 
than what ms been detailed in die preced^ ppra^pbs ; nor should we feel ourselves 
warranted in faazardh^ any conjecture on t& prOTability of a termination .of this serious 
discussion at an eaily period. We aie.mopinicai, however, that film deterniiiuition of pur^ 
pose is the only line of conduct to whkh we can look for ultiinate success.

This deUy haa pot been satishsctorily explained;; and it may naturally bainferred, 
that the person alluded to has found meahs to bribe the officers of Government to whom 
the duty of conducting him to Canton was entrusted, and who, under*false pretexts, will 
allow him to linger on the journey (if indeed (je has copunenced it} till the affairs of thp 
hong formerly under Ms management have been settled, either by the firm being declared 
insolvent, or by its receiving such assistance from the other merchants as will enable 
it to continue its commercial transactions with franquib^ty. The former vie# of the affairs 
of this hong however presents the most protib:b1e i^^speot, and we can at present oontem' 
plate it in no other light, than that of inevitable bankruptcy. . . * 

5. We are informed that both Europeans and natives in Canton are of opinion' .thal the . 
bankruptcy of the hong of Cfautiqua must inevitably.be succeeded by that of .l^owqua, 

Kitiqua and Fatqua. It is indeed rumoured that the demands upon those thrive hongs 
rat account of Government duties would already have caused their failure, if considerations 
of policy had not induced the Government to refrain frcan enforcii^ their claims at this 
alarming cri^. Tlte credit of all tiie other m^bers of the hong, with the exception of 
Ilowqiia, and perhaps of Puankhequa, hat fallen extremely low. Ev^ expedient is said 
to have been resorted to tot* raising money, which, fropa the prevailing wanted confidence, 
is lent at a heavy inteiest, amounting we are told, to fiftieen Vnd twenty per.beht ; but those 
who would avail themselves this tempting opportonity to employ iunds kre deterred, 
even in histaiioes wh^ goods have been onei^ as a pledge, by the consideration tiiat 
property carniot be placed in any place of security, if the nongs of nie two merchants above- 
mentioned are exeepted. ‘‘ , , . , ■ . 

6. In fiiiH, it is scarcely possible to contemplate a jnore deplorable condiiimi fhan that 

to which the hong is now reduced, and which it is shown by facts daily brought to our 
notice can be only Relieved by a radkhl ctoige of systen^ However, therefore, we nmst; 
regtot existence of tiiese causea which' iimnoed us to tu^me the grounds upon whii^ 
we now atond with the Chinese Gtovemmeiit, we feel convinced by the eitoerienoe of da^y 
occurring evebtoof the necessity of the meararea'adopt^d by ns.* ft would be a tortoithre 
of the duW which we qwe to omr honourable eh^toyors b> shut effir ^s to the ailartnhig 
crisis of awra, Wltilo ad^tioMd proofs of the justice of diw appYeliensions are succesuvdy 
forced tg>on lie, all to cqBfinn the opinicai that this valuable trade can only be 

extricat^ toeba lte?'«aiOmmdated es^ by a steady perseveraneb to obtain a

7. The. Viceroy's ^ict recorded under date the ^th Novel&aber of our secret consulta- 
lionSj, directing the hong merchants to select persons from their own family or connections 
to becon^ miembers of the hong, and allowing, th^ tb^ brief period bf half a month to 
accompli^ that object, althoii^ couched in the most urgent and imperative termflS sepms 
to have entirely failed to produce the desired ; / / 

The ineificacy of the Viceroy’s proclamations, provM by the opposition to his com- . 
mauds that has been oaliibited in ttxis instancy, and his failure to cause the return of tlie 
elder Chunqua, would warrant the inference that this otBccr’s power. is very limited, 
excepting when exerted to the annoyance of foreigners. The obst^les presented in these 
*cases to the adjustment of affairs have however been removed by our proposal that his 
Excellency should sanction gur dealing indiscriminately with any native whom we may 
please* to select. . This privilege w^ould in some measure smooth the way to a termination 
of the discussion. • 

9. No notice of the situation of* commercial affairs at the poKof Canton has yet been 
made by the newly-arrived superintendent of customs ; we considNk.that we have allowed 
a sufficient time to elapse for this officer to tajte measures for restoring the trade to its 
former tranquillity had he entertained such an mcUnation ; but as no such intention has been 
manifested, wo havfc now drawn up an address to be presented to him. 

* 10. We have alluded to the facts which have already been brought repeatedly to the 
consideration of the Viceroy, and recapitiilated what w^e have proposed as apparently the 
most probable means to effi^t the romo)jal of these obstacles to the conduct of foreign 
commerce. We shall appeal to the hoppo, incapacity of deputed superinleudent from the 
Emperor, to preserve and protect the imerests of this trade, for redress of grievances under 
which it labours, and throw upon him the responsibility of risking its destruction by con- 
tinued refusal to listen to jdst and reasonable demands. 

11. We shall conclude this address by informing the hoppo that if our representations 
are still treated with indifference, we are prepared to lay a full and circumstantial detail 
of the system of corruption and extortion exercised by the local Government of Clinton 
upon the foreign trade before the supreme tribunal of Pekin, 

12. We have resolved to adopt this course Us the only resource left to us when redress 
has been refused by the local Government to repeated representation ; and although much 
loss of time must necessarily be incurred^ and many obstacles present themselves to carry- 
ing our project into execution, we do not consider that these objections are sufficient to 
discourage the attempt. The Supreme Government of this empire has shown itself desirous 
to encourage trade when peacekbly conducted, and sensible of the advantages which result 
from ijt* wiay therefore be hoped that suggestions conducive To the tranquil preservation 
of commercial interests will meet consideration, and that indisputable claims upon Chinese 
subjects will find redress.

The President, Messrs. Pldwden, Ac. to His ExceUency the Governor, Ac. 

A respectful statement7»>On the 3d of the present moon we received your Excellency^ 
important edict, declaring that Lew-yang^-^kuh^cthat is, Lew-ching-shpo, who formerly had 
the management of Tung-shang-hong, whuld be sent for from GanhwUy and brought to 
Canton to be dealt with ; also, decdanng diat, if there were substantial perscms liritd could 
be depended on, vou desired to conatitutp them merchants for foreign trade. We thank 
your Excellency tor the intention of bringoig to Ctuiton, bearing money with him, die 
above-named person, and for the des^ m adding to the number of meroiants for foreign 
trade. 

But since there k that intoition, and no one will accept of the invitation, there must be 
some secret cause. As your Excellency is placed in an elevated ntuation, and has itot 
intercourse with foreigners, selfish men nave an <qppiortunit^ of presenting solely their own 
selikh views, and fihe true state of affairs is not made mamfest. Hence it k incumbent on 
us to state in detail the mode of management whidbi foreigners wish for, according to the 
eoligfatcsied prineiples wfaicb all great connnerckl yations fully understand. 

The sentiments we nowpryseht have not by apy means been heatily'iidtqptod, butarethe 
result of long ^iblhatlbn. For the existmg regulations by whkhiecnameine k conducted 
at CanUm have now become antiquated AM Aecayedi' Ihie oid mode of management does 
not suit the present state of the iBontmeinial worlliL' - Rhmcie the fmeiga tmmmieeioe at the 
port of Canton k at thkmcaaent in nmostruhiunm toudltioii* ' -

Not only we, who reside in 'Canton V hot only the Company in England ; not only the* 
Govotmient of the Ei^lMpossesmone in India ; hot only the English merchants in China 
and IiRlia, who clearly un^rstand the prineipljes of commerce ; also the American mer- 
chants, the Dutch merchants; and the ines'chaiits of every nation, ohe and all, know it; 
but the thong of Mandarin ih^rchauts, who may seem to have made money by the old 
mode of management, , also know^veiy ^weU that the present state of ^ a^airs absolutely 
compels the adoption of sonbta^ great 4iange in tlio nianagement of commercial aflfairs at 
Canton. Beside, the local Government has sanctioned the idea of appointing more mer- 
chants for foreign trade i hhd his Majesty lias, iii consequence of the embarrassment of* 
the hongj, allowed an ex|^^on of the term of paying the^ublic contributions towands 
tht' expenses of the army. TThus it may be seen aunt high mid low arq all aware of the 
distresses of commerce at Canton. • 

Unless it be determv^^o ruin entirely this important and ggireat co^pmerce ; unless it 
be determined to forsfiramusauds, and tens of thousands, who depend on this commerce, 
out of a livelihood, and to sweep away lije revenue derived from it, the old relations 
must be altered. 

If the old regulations be not immediately altered, a necessity will be laid on foreign ships 
to seek some oilier place where, for slight cauke, they shall not experience extortion and 
detention, and there trade, just, as of late years, many small vessels of all nations bring- 
ing cargo, have not entered the port, but remaii(^ outside, g6ing and coming when tliey 
pleased, and carrying on a smuggling trade* Tlhese illegal proceedings have been occa- 
sioneil by the clandestine fees, to a large aipount^^torlea, and the detention and trouble 
to which these small ships were subject. . Thus defalcation in the revenue occurs, and 
constant danger of disturbance exists. Since we earnestly desire that the comm^erce of 
Canton may revive and prosper, and hope that the regulations suggested below must appear 
to your Excellency as necessary, just suited to the times,, and mose alon^ by which this 
trade can be preserved, we respectfully state them in order, as follow®; 

There are two reasons why opulent an<l respectable men will not come, forward and 
voluntary undertake the duty of Mandarj]i?hoDg merchants. Firsts bcc^^ the bong 
merebanis are often subjected to insnlt, extortion, and.vexatious detentions iat . the hoppo’s 
office, by the kirigtihing secreta-iy, tlm attendants, the clesks^ S;;c. to a degree tlwt it is 
difficult for the human feelings to bear* Therefore, peopkare unwilling toh^Pthe hong , 
merchants.

;. But to cause the new tnerdhants to assist . the ctmututtoey while they themselves obtain 
j<^t gains, and punctually pay the. natkmal* revenue, it .seems necessary that die sugges* 
tions below drawn out, and respectfully stated to your Excellency, few your examination 
* and approval, should be adopted. 

First, Tung'shaiag-hong l^ust not be allowed to fail j bi^ l<ew>ching*8fao«, bearing 
money with him, anust return. If Tung-shang-hong fails, foreign creditors will doubtless 
become clamors, *and require the immediate payment of all thmndebts. They decidedly 
will not submit ♦ be denuded of dieir property, and afterwh(^ wait five or six years 
before the whole amount is paid. . 

Seemul, The netr mwchants for foreign tra^, arhether twenty or fifty itouses, must not 
have to pay the debts of other horgs that fail. Neither natives nor foreigners are to be 
paid ; buteadi hong idiaU bo required to pay only its own debts. Thus, an excessive tnist 
in hong merchants will be wholly eradicated ; and foreign merchants must not dumnnod of 
the remaining hemg merdhants, nor petition Government to obtain pavrment for others 
who fail. * ' 

'Hurd, Hie old hong Mandarh\ merchants, from the day that the new regulations are 
ofiScially pt^laimed, must not pay tim debts of othei; hoi^^ But on that day they must 
pay off entirely what they owe, or if not, they must that day be required to make known 
to all men the amount of their defats. 

4. The debts of the hongs whsch have already fkiled and are not yet paid off, must be 
paid by a pcr-ceiit^ oh ml tl^e expdrt and import trade, annually passing through all 
the hongs. A small parentage from the whole amount will be sufficient. Bdththi^ nw 
and the old hongs qsiist all equally pay accoj^iiig to the same regulation j for if not, tro 
old hongs will not be able to stand long'j further, the old debts must still be paid accord> 
ing to tlie times already fixed. 

With respect to'duties, sinefe the foreign merdiants have r^eatedly waited loi^ for the 
payment of hong merchants' debts, it seems reasonable that Government should extend the 
period of jmyment. In a few years the per>centage will be sufficient to pay all off, after 
whkh it will c^ase; for henceforward, if the new r^ulations are adopted, there will never 
be Odcasioii for the aid of the per-centage. . * 

5. The import duties must be daily levied and paid within five days, the m^hre’&s in the 

case exports; thus there will appear no responsibility for duties. Befam paid daily, 
there will never be a dtw’s* failure;, and the advantage of duties being daify paid sooner 
and more certainly will be ensured. ■ ; 

6. It will be ’necessary to allow foreign merchants to hire wairehowses; aiid have them 
under their own ipaoagement; that they may preserve the goods dej^odtted in 'them ; for 
according to the’ new regulations suggested, straee th^ will be ncssemritymerchants, and 
tile new merchants may sometimes be without capita}, tiiis rc^IatiOD ia hsalhipeAisable. 
Again, the foreign nmhant when he wwndiomNre h» goods, mutt' pay . tlH», duties in cash 
the same day thVOugh the officer appennted W],i}ov«mment, witffioaivpas^l^itliroiigfa tlie 
hands of the hong merchants or lingnitts. Hhis djuere wfll be no, fear of smuggling, 

7. None of the hongs for foreign ^tRtide diaU.he i^idmd to become secmity fiy foreign 

ships, if the regulations above mjtgestedlre mad since the duties wdlhe dtuly paid. 
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no oceaiion will exli|Efm tiie reisMmibility of sc^ merchants ; and as 

to oth^r affairs, since! the s^aHty men^^ caiUKrtcontrol the actions of foreigners,, 

the law requiring security only asisists the hoppo's office to make pretexts and 

extort money ; so that both i^tives ansd lorei^^ are vexationsly hindered and distressed * 
by minute int^erenee. i^Jurflier, atep captains shall not he required to employ 

either for their factories or ships Govyerntnent appointed compradpies, because the com* 
pradores who purchase a having to pay so much for it, when tttey buy provisions, 

are obliged to charge exorhitahtly to refund themselves ; this is a great grievance to 
foreigners. It is rpaaonable that all diip cemtains should be allowed to en^loy whom 
they please to go to market,.and with -reaKi^ money purdiase provisions at the market 
price. ^ ' 

8. For the entrance of foreim ships into the port, the charges at present exacted by all ‘ 
sorts of offices niuat be diiqinished ; after which, those remaining to be paid ^ould.te in 
proportion to the si 2 e of the sh^ ; small ships doubtless paying less than large ones ; and 
the money to be levied should be paid on board ship by the captain t<fthe proper officer, 
who shall immediately a receipt to the captain. 

Again it^is said, lhatmereafter, ere long, according to every one’s opinion in Europe, there 
will be changes concerning the regulations fpr eonductii^ the China trade, and many small 
ships will come which cannot pay heavy port charges. They will be obliged to stay out- 
side, which will lead to smuggling and disturbances^ and loss of revenue? Thus the revenue, 
instead of being increased, will perhaps be reduced one half or more, till at last no ships 
enter the port, and there will be a total defalcatibn of the revenue, and a great deal of dis- 
turbance and confusion. * ♦ 


The mode of managing above suggested has atgen eqrefully examined and deeply con* 
sidered; and we now state it to yomjjMceellency, because the c>ld reguiatious for conducting 
the foreign trade have at last fallen to the ground ; and although those suggested may not 
be altogether jierfect, they are still more desirable tiiUn the p^rcsent utter confusion and 
min both to natives and foreigners. In stating these things, we desire to point out which 
is for the true welfare of all parties, if wc may thereby preserve the trade of Canton, We 
faM;e*therefore respectfully drawn out the above sugj^stiOns in detail, and humbly hope 
fPir Excellency will immediately favour them with tliat consideration and careful exami^^ 
nation which tteir importance demands, ancfgi'not your approval, that they may forthwith 
pass into laws. #

It appears that hong merchants for forei^ trade have successively shut up and stopped, 
^d that now only seven remain. 

Yen, the former hoppo, reported to the Emperor, and received an imperial command, 
that hereafter, if any persons of good family and property should request to be made 
merchants, they should he sanctioned andfimake a trial ; respect this. 

Now, moreover the English, the Iriaian and the Dutch foreign merchants have all 
petitioned, requesting that more hong merchants shcmld be made, aud the roeid of com- 
merce more widely opened.* Jt ^ dimhtlesa right to hasten and publish an invitation to 
become merchants, that help may be. afforded. Uuitiim these circumstances, an order is 
fordiwith hereby issued to the two directing merchants, Howqua and MowqUa, to assemble 
the other mercliants immediately, and from among persons with whom they are .well 
acquainted, invite some 4ibstaaual ones to-beccoae merchants. Avail yourselves cd' t|||l 
time in which 1 am-ucth^ hcqqio,. and ouly hcii^ security that the merchants are tmW 
substantial, bring them io^y office, and J wifi immediately sanction their acting.- All 
the old fees of the hoppo’s ofl^,e 1 will cm^nly dispense wiui ; and none of my tyrvants, 
clerks or secretaries, shall be sulowed to extort a oandareen or a cash. If you can bring 
sover^ merchants, the more.the better; hut if you continue to gaze idly about, and not 
on an early day cimtriye for yoti^lvjes, hereafter you will find it impossible for a single 
be^ to support the house, and the . evils wjll be more than you can count with your 
fingeili. Wily will yoti'not ^ your own da^^fCrf 

As I ain now wting hoppo, 1 am not afraid to instnict you earnestly, and command 
perspiomusly, , wishing you ^tb comider deeply, and be anxious for ^ings Mutant, that 
yon mdy hasten to deiise measures which all may put their hands to the burden, and 
then it will he j^asily lifted. 

Thus the public concerqs will be preserved ehtite, arid you will thereby protect your- 
selves. Both ends 'jyill,be obtained.

• The English chief, Plowden, and tlie others, have presented, a’statem^L saying, •~.(JJerc 
follows a Copy of the Committees letter tM 2d.) on this coming before me the 
Governor, 1 hereby, according to the facts, issue the following reply.:— . 

.Some time ago,, the^id chief and others presented a statement of vwous particulars; 
to consider wliich, wiffi all their hearts, I directed die treasurer and judflb tb meet. Smee 
that time I have repeatedly urged them to send in their report, and in a few^ * days it may 
arrive. Let the laichchief and others quiedy wait for orders to be obeyed. 

As to the request for Manderson’s gri^id chop,, I find, on examination, that foreign ships 
must first be measured, and pay the duties acsor^ing to law, ere the grand chop be given. 
Now although Manderson’s ship has been measured, die has not delivered her cargo and 
paid the duties; how can a wilful disobethence to bid lav^, and an abitqit request to 
give the grand chop, be admitted? ‘ • 

Beside copying the statement sent, let one be given to the said merchants, that they may 
forthwith paste it up against the foreign factories. Ahd order explicitly the proper security 
merdiants to be stiu ^ore attentive, and take precautions to guard against illegality ;f 
and let him instantly urge Mandersoa’s ship to open bar hold and deliver her cargo. 'Iliis 
is inqportaht«><iip^^^ not. These are my commands.

Moreover, he cmn- 
inanded them to avau themselves of te time of has being actii^ hoppo, and he would 
dispense with all feesj and,not allow any of his srtrants to extort a candareen or a Cash. 
This is what all the hong merahaitts know ; and heiimfter, when the new hoipo receives the 
seals, he will no dbubt strictly enjoin his servati^ and clerks that they are not allowed to 
extort itwhiey.

Beside, the melting and forming prime silver, to pay 
the duties^ requires a few days; if the period.of paying the duties be too. short, it will to 
attended, with a great many incTOveniencfes. ^Hereafter, it will be « right to reqiure the 
duties to be paid within twenty days from the day of examining the goods. Goods sent to 
Canton often arrive without the owner arriving at the same time. When, the goods arrive 
first, let the captain of the said ship, and the appropriate foreign merchant, be rei^onsible 
for tlie duties. As to forei^i merchants, who stoi^ up their goods in the fprdgp factories, 
after tliey have done so, if the goods be sold to a hong niarchaut, the duties shall bo paid 
by the hong merchant, according to the time limited. If they are not yet sold to a hong 
merchant, and the periocf for paying the duties has arrived^ the foreign merchant Will be 
required to pay over the duties to the security^ merchant at the limited time*

As to the appointment of compradores for foreign merdbknts, and 
giving them a licence to act throu;^ the tungcho of Macao> it is to purchase provisions 
for the foreigners. If compradores be hot appointed, then foreigners dealing with tlrn 
natives will perhaps fall into disputes about the increase or dimi^tion of the price, and 
disturbances be occasioned. The request now made, that security merchants aud license^l 
compradores he dispensed with, it is inexpediei/t to grant. As to what is said, that when 
compradores request a license, a great deal of money is required, it is right to order an 
investigation into tlfe subject. What is proper to be done away with, let it be forthwith 
<lone away with ; and what is proper to tnf diminished, be forthwith diminished, and no 
extortion be again permitted, rufthee : Order the hong mefohanta occasionally to stick 
up against the consoo-house^ list'oi’ the market-price of provisions, for the information of 
all foreign merchants ; then if comprad^s make an exorbitant demand for the prire of 
things, die foreign merchant may Itself refuse to give it. 

10. Again; it is said that foreign shi|)s entering the port, the fees and charges of all 

the Government offices nujwt be mminished ; and for tlie. remainder that it is proper to 
levy, they should be according to the stze.tff the ship.

Reply to his Excellency the Viceroy at Canton. 

After an interval exceeding one month, and after your Excellency had repeatedly urged 
the treasurer and judge to hasten and report u^n^tbt propositions sent in. by us On tile 
5th October, at length their report*has been rt?ceived, and the governor appears to have 
given it the sanction of his authority, without further examination into its merits. We feel 
called upon to observe, that our astonishment has been gteatly excited by the perusal 
of this document, which eriiices, on the part of those two officers, a determination to 
treat with contempt and neglect the propositions We offered, for the purpose of ensuring’, 
not tlie permanence and well-being only, but the Very existence of tiie fdrbign trade of 
tliis empro, entrusted by the Emperor tc^our managen^t ; the destruction of which, 
apparently now pending, it may piT»ye difficult -for your Excell^y to account for satis- 
factorily to that high authority. The more we examine tiiis reply the mpro we are 
surprised that officers whp> from their rank, should be imppo$ea to be eidbwed with 
talent and judgment, should imagine that we* are so ignorant dr so blin^ ^^ to be 
deceived by their glossing pretexts and fbls© ailments, or that we are to be cajbletl 
and turned from' our purpose by the paltry expedients Wluch their ignomnee^ btily of 
owr feelings and resolutions could indtice^ them to venture upon proposing as a phm to 
satisfy uSi or to recover to your Excellency’s government the v<duabie trade you Iiave 
apparently lost.

.Le, Member of the Milititry Board, Governor of Canton, &c. hereby isisue$ his com- 
mands to all^ the hong' merchants that they may fully inform themselves* ^ ' 

It appears on record, that the hong merchants for foreign commorce havllsuccessivxdy 
shut up and stopped ; and that oflly «even liouses remain, 1, the governor, have already 
issued orders to tlie said merchants,' every one of them, to find out among their intimate 
friends, substantial people^to undertake the situation, and that all hoppo*s fees whatever 
tiSKnl on making a hong merchant would be dispensed with, to maKe it the easier to 
induce people. Tlie more the better. This was done to aid the said merchants to 
procure assistance ; but since isisuing these orders one month has elapsed, and they^bave 
not nicomnunided one ptoon to hold the office with securities. They gaze about and 
slide on as before, ^'iewing it altogether^as a«busiuess that di^ concern themselvt^s. 
Is it that witli purposed intention they oombfiie to hinder, and wish not that any one 
should fill the place? The afiair is entirely inexplicable. An order is therefore hereby 
issued to the head hong merchants, coinmanding them forthwith to assemble with ail 
the merchants, and to make haste wiUi true hearts to make a selection ; half a moon is 
allowed, within which time to, every one of thtuu it is pcriiiitted and made easy to m\ ite 
aiid recommeiwi merchants from aniong their intimate acquaintances. 

If ^stili tliey do not invite and advise with th^ utmost streuuousness, they will not only 
greatly turn their backs on the heart which dictated my most urgent commands, but 
they will act in disobedience to imperial coiutnandsj for a long time past respectfully 
received. ^ . 

If thefh ’be> the said merchants pretend, a holding fast and grasping resistance,, 
how will it hereafter be explainadi? Tremble at iJiis l .Intense, intense are tlie coin- 
niaiids to take thf fa^ts^of your having received those orders to invite new merchants, 
and to give an answer which may be examined into.

Wfiat proper has all been settled by consultation, , and should forthwith be 
obeyed a«4 acted upon,. As to tlie things granted, if a^hong nierchaiit were neally 
unable to attend to business, he might be permitted to state it to Government, 
request leave to retire ; this is a correct way of doing it. But for a* substantial hong 
merchant, whom all the nations regard as oue to be depended on and trusted, where is 
the rCasKMi of inducing him to retire ? 

Again* as to Tung-hang-houg, already^has an official order been sent to bring him 
to Canton ; and then, doubtless, he will be ordered to take tlie management of the 
affairs of the hoiig. Whether he will bring money mth him or not caiiuot be previously 
known. If he owe debts, Govenunent will prosecute to recover tlicm. • 

As to new hong merchants, I, the Governor, acting jia hoppo, have issued the 
strictest orders, disallowing the (kiuff ching) secretary, domestics, and others, from 
extorting any fee. Hereafter the new lioppO when he jirrives will, 1 suppose, act in the 
same manner. • 

Again, if the hong ; merchant be indebted to foreign merchants, it is necessary with 
the greatest strictness to urge the payment ; and if still there be a deficiency, to order 
a face-to-face clear makingrup of the accounts, tliat the pajineut may, according to the 
amoiuit, l>e enforced.. Tliis topic is cbiiceded accurdijig to the t(?nn of tile former 
petition. What occasion for again reit<;irating it ? 

Again, as to a prompt payment of duties, t^at also is conceded,. only the term is ten 
and odd days, in order to avoid a distresSng unronoy. This is an eiuleavour to accom- 
modate feeling, and to suit circumstances. The thing intended is quite right. In public 
affairs, it will prevent hindmuce and loss. 

Again, a s to enter-port fees, they have long been le%*ied and tran^itted to tlie Board 
of fievenue at Pektin The public offices of the province of Canton am not to the extent 
of a thread Or a fibre implicated. Now as to the discriminating between large at»d small 
ships, a diminution has been deliberated* on ; but it is proper to wait till it be re|for1ed 
to the Enjperor, and an answer returned^ containing tho imperial Will, which must be 
obeyed. ^ 

Among the several topics conceded as above, there are some which require delibera-

2. VVe have now the satis&ction to iofoim your Honourable Court, that in consequence 
of an arrangement thathas beeneffectedwith idle Government bf Canton, die. Honourable 
Company's ships received our . orders to ontet the river, and eommence the immediate 
discluirge of their.careoes, on the dth instant. We^ shall have thb honour to detail the 
circumstances which nave given risotto this resolution. 

3. Upon the &rst of this month the hong merchants Arrived at Macao, but without any 

official deputation from theGorenunent^, Their ostensible motive for visiting titb. place 
was to take, leave of Mr. Plowden, who. had embarked for England the . day preceding 
their arrival. They iliifonnedus'thstap answer -might be daily etepeefed from the Viceroy 
to our last address, upon which we declined to enter into any* discussion with them re- 
apecting futpre proceedings. • ^ . 

4. Upon the 5th instnht a proclamation was received from the Viceroy through tlte 
merchants, which will be foUnd in our secret con8ultations,under the same date. 

5. The general tenor of this doCuiilent is of the most conciliatory' nature, ns wel.l as 
that previously reaeived from his Excellency, and recorded upon the 25th ultimo. Both 
lead to the conclusion that the Government are extremely. desirous, to preserve the tran- 
quillity which has usimlly attended the conduct of the trade, atid peihaps upon the pre- 
aeut occasion have evinced a greater anxiety to restore to it its ordinary .course than they 
have hitherto permitted themselves to disclose.

We attach, ^h importance tb tlie«at.tak»m9it of b«W mmibers' 
to the hong, that we ^hall give ev^ etibburagement. ire our power to enterprise in this 
line ; but before we are acquaintdl With die diaracter of the new medhanta, , our trans' 
'acl ions with them will neteessatily he confined to the purchase of teas from them< and the 
sale of our imports, for Cath parents. An ^uitfible tliscouni will of eou^ ^ allowed 
in ifie latter trOipaction. for the cbiisideratibn of receiving' ready mbtiey. , It ht said tlmt 
the knowledge of otir intentions in this respect will prove a great inducement to the can- 
flidatCK, es|>eciaUy when combitied with the resumption of trade, and our personal appear* 
once in Canton. ' ' ' ' • 


8. A tea merchant, named Pun-suy*Lan, has been mentioned as very desirous to enter 
the hong, , This person’s name has appeared iil our records as the contractor to supply tlRi 
Fokidi Jjbhcai,, received from the hong of Chunqua. 'Hiough he has provetl, on some 
occasions, a troublesome opponent in the* tea trade, yet the eneigy dispkyecr by him 
promises a useful addition to the body of hong merchants. 'Tbe knoAvIedgCand connexions 
of Pun-sniy*Lan w'cndd, in aliprobabuity, render his mercantile speculations successful, and 
we should feel highly gratified if hie is induced to carry hi.s iiroject into execution. 

9. The obstacle wliich has hitheHo«existed upon the part of the Government to obtaining 

competition in tlie foreign trade, appears to have bficri overcome as far as the principle 
extends, by the creation of bne hong. 'I’lie manager of this is said to have been admitted 
upon the payment of foi\s .to a moderate amount, and such aS will by no means deter other 
persdiis from coihiftg forward. The Viceroy ha# repeated die assumtices formerly given of 
the payment of debts, and. die punishment of merdiants who might be convicted of fraudu- 
lent practices, and we ha're expressed our willingness to rely upon the honour of die 
Government for this Ailfilment of these pri^iise* The point which seemed at this juncture 
principally to demubd our attention, was, wlicthef we were justified under existing cimum- 
stances in nccepting the assjurmice of die Viceroy that the hong shall be restored to its 
original number. * . 

10. In forming our determination upon this subject, we naturally attach gn‘at importance 

to what apjfi^red to be the general iitpre^ion produced on the tninds of the Chinese by 
die suspeusion of our trade. The tone adepteo by the'Govepinwuf towards the latter 
part of this discussion has evinced .serious appiehensioas of ^the ultitnate removal of the 
trade, ami it may be hoped that diis impression will act us, a powerful check upon them in 
future to .pperent die rep^^jl coiinit'ance at frauds, suth as characterised the bankruptcy 
of and the removal of CHunqiia. Tlie latter person having been the cause of 

sucii.s^rii^ iiiconveuience to the trade, we think will be either severely punished or com- 
pelled to return to Canton. If it be true that the conduct of this person has betm 
represented to iPekin, it s^ms hardly possible that he can escape the heavy displeasure 
of that c6ijrt, .'whd jnifet see the necessity of puttiqg'a stop to «uoh practices, if they 
wish for the fcohtihuauco of thb trade! ' 

11. We arc rfilher indiued to ^u^rTavJ^rably respecting the Augmentation of the 

hong. We trust that llie smde piidd hw* ^bdia^d in the nihulA of the Cidnese by 
■ the cuutumcd Suspension of the jimi™ its actual removal* 

apd that die influence of this iwpri^sjph fbr sohie time in checking the

The 

advances towards ;4n ac^b^ made by the Government gave us a favourable and, 

unexjieeted opportuiiity oC accompliBhiiJig this desirable object upoii honburahlb terriis;’ 
and we considered that we diould not be justified in neglecting to avail bui'selves of it. 
The Viceroy lied invited us,, iu the most couciliatory languaj^, to rejuhic the trade. He 
had given ns the most positive assurances that no obstacle dioutd be made to the com- 
pletion of the x>riginal number of the hong, and professed his wish even to extend it. 
'Fhe prindi>|ie of opposition to the introduction of the co-hong system seemed to have 
b^erigHinoS* ^ . 

13. If our expectations on these points should not be realised, jivfe reflected that we 
could still look to the arrival of his Majesty^ s ships from India, in compliance with the 
suggestions contained in our despatch to tlie Supreme Goveniment, under date the 11th ulC, 
as the means of transmitting memorials to Pekin at a more l^ourable season of the year, 
and in a more impressive manner* Ihe iutorval to elapse from this time to that of their 
arrival would enable us to load and despatch the Hopourablo Company's ships now in 
the port, without danger of furthei^ iiiteWuption* ^ 

14. With reference to the considerations wbicli have been above stated, we dotemiiucd 

to order the Honourable Company's ships to enter the port, and commence discharging 
their cargxjes ; and we tru-st tliat tlii-s decision will receive your Honourable C'ourt’s appro- 
bation ; the event must, prove whether odr decision h«ui b^en judicious. It has been h)rriie<l 
upon the hope that such an impression has been produced by the long suspension of lra<le 
as has convinced the Chinese of the necessity of making a serious attempt to restore 
l)rosperity; and that this opiuioa will render the adoption of more extreme measures an 
alternative which may for the present be avoided., W,e have addressed the Viceroy in reply 
to that officer’s last communication^ stating tlie motives which had induced u» to alter our 
determination of removing the Honui^rable Conipany’s ships from the port ; and that 
have acted on a firm reliance upon the assurances wMeh hhjExcelletiey haB given, that the 
attainment of the important objects of the return of the tfider Chunqua, the payment of 
(he debts of that hong, ahd the establishirhent of new hongs, shall receive? every assistance 
which it is in the poAver of the Government to render. ' 

15. Since writing the preceding paragraphs,, the president has had a personal interview 

with thfe tea merchant, Fun-suy-fian. This person has petitioned the Government t;» be 
allowed to establish a hong for foreign tr^e. lire Viceroy has passed on the application 
to the hoppo, by whom a demand of 20, (XX) tales is ^^id to be made, as the price of 
admission Punrsuy-Lau state^l his readiness to pay this sum, if it mot our approval, 
with the objlxii of immediately entering into the privilege of a» hong merchant, wldch 
must be very desirable to him, as a proprietor of tea to a extent ; but dis- 

suaded BttdiaslyjTrom acceding to the demand, upon the principle that a preoetknt won 
be thereby estabUfibed for, tlie assessm^M of all subsequcijt petitioners. Tf tbe^npplieaiiou •

The partner was engaged in the opium trade* and baniriied for some ofieiice to £3e, from 
whence he lias returned several years> the..punishmeht of exilo* having beeit remitted upon 
the payment of a finy. iThio m^ is said to have heeh the* projector of , l^he new hong, 
and to possess the lar^t slw;re of ;the capitel invested in it, but iti consequQQQ'!^ *he 
circumstance above alluded to, hcpotild not appear ostensibly as the manager of the 
fimi. We entertain hopes that this hong may prove useful to the foreign trade. 

10. It is extremely satisfactory to us to find that tlie f^overnnitent bps fulfilled its pro- 

mises of the creation, of new hongs, as th.e faith kept upon one point encourages the 
hope that it wUl be nmintained in. others, Wc hear there are still persons desirous of 
being made merchants ; and shall, perhaps, be able hereafter to report further acces- 
sions to the hoi^. ^ 

11 , It appearstliatChong'riyoi'HjpngIfas. b^onpennitted to conduct trade .without oU- 
taiuiiig the security of the o^r hong'inQt^QltQtits. The hong w31, therefore, be resiipusible 
for its own debts, ajnd, these, if incurred, can produce no* injury $ 0 , the reuiaining ineni- 
bers.

fNTi-niiuVTioN the elder Chunqua's return to Canton ; numerous rumours ara afloat, upon none of which 
OK TKADK, depeudanee can be placed; in the meantime have considered it advisable entirely to 
— withdraw otir coinmercial dealings with the hong of Chunqua, with the view of marking 
^ our detef^ination to give no eneouragemenit to the acfs of dishonest;^ which have cha- 
racteriaeti its management, as wejll as with t;elbrehce to the utjfer iutbiiity of the in 
its present embarrassed condition, tp cohdtict our trade. The continuation of our sup- 
port would have answered no purpose beyond the liquidation of the debts of European 
creditors, and your Honourable Court have also a[lrea<ly e^jpressed your dissatisfaction 
with that mode of conducting business, in reference to the bankrtipt hptigs preserved 
from insolvency throi^ the assistance 6f the ttoiiourable Company iu tlie season 
1813-14. Our aid in this instance would in fa^ have tended to perpetuate a system 
' which we are desirous to abolish, and which we hope in tiipe will become extinct. We 
hayt^also considered it judicious to give every encouragement in our power ^o the new 
hongs, w hich the sliares of our trade vacated by the suspension of our dealings with 
Chuuqua enable fts to offer. At the same time, if the tormer partner of that hong 
should hereafter return, and be willing to re-establish the firm, we shall be ready to 
resume our transactions with the hong, though perhaps under a reduction of their 
original extent, till the credit of the establisliment has been restored by a course of 
prudent and upright management. 

14. WV have thfl satisfaction to announce to your Honourable Court, lhat the restric- 
tion which would appear to have been placed upon Europeans by the influence of the 
hong merchants against the residence of females in Canton has been removed, and 
that this material improvetheiit to the situation here of the factory originated on the 
suggestion of the membants tliemselves, who have probably considered it expedient to 
conciliate the good-will of foreigners in matters whicn,„ while they gently conduce to the 
comfort of the residents in this country, can be in no* way prejudicial to the interests of 
the trade or the Governnient. 

15. After the conclusion of the discussion which has occupied our attention this sea- 
son, Howqua, upon a visit at the house of the president, gave a direct invitation to Mrs. 
Baynes to come to Canton. There could exist little doubt that a person of Uowqua’s 
prudence and caution in all matters connected with foreigners would make such a pro- 
posal without due deliberation and a previfl^js conference with the Government. The 
president, therefore, felt confident that , no opposition would be made to the proceeding ; 
and upon the removal of the factory, Mrs. Baynes and her family accompanied him to 
Canton. No observation whatever has « been made upon this occasion, and the hong 
merchants have paid their visits of ceremony according to the ordinary (fourse of etiquette. 
The precedent having been established in thi.s instance, may be acted upon by the other 
married members of the factory according to their convenience* 

16. It k gtatifyin^ to perceive an inclination upon the part of the natives of this coon' 
try to yield to forei^t^rs those points where restrictions at once useless and obnoxious 
hiivo hitherto eidsted, and shall avaU ourselves of this disposition upon any favourable 
occasion which may present itself hereafter. In. the present instance we believe that the 
impedim^ rested entirely with the merchants, and as these persons must be supposed 
to possess considerable iiiQuenco with the Government, we may hope, through the change 
exhibited in their eentjaients, to procure some further ameUora^on iu the terms of oiir 
residence in China,

21. In adjusting'the claim which has existed in the name of Mr. Welsh as attorney for 
creditors upon the estate of Mr. Thomas lleale, resident in America, Mr. Dent has acted 
upon a power of attorney held by Mr. Latimer^ an American merchant, residing in Can- 
ton, which supersedes the power of attorney ‘formerly given to Mr. Welsh, and authorizes 
Mr. Latimer to receive two-thirds of the claim refen*ed to. ^ The validity of thi.'s docu- 
ment lias been recognised by the judge of Mabaa, in whosa court the original power of 
attorney , in favour of Mr. Welsh waadrawq out and registered. We understand that it 
is the intention of Mr. Bent to pay the remaining xme4hh\l due, on account of this 
claim, into the hands of the judge *01 Macao. 

22. No claim whatever upon the estate has been brought forward by the nominees for 
the managemeut of the affairs of the late Barau du San Toze de Porto Alegre.

5.~Copy Letter to China ; dated 26th May 1830. . 

Our President and Select Committee of Supra-Cargoes at Caiitou in China. 

Paragraph 1. In our despatch to you, under date the Stih instant, by the Cumpi-ny’s 
ship Canning, we acknowledged the receipt of your letters of the 23d and 30th Nc»vem- 
ber last, together with your secret consultations from the 26th of February to the 23d 
November, and we then expressed a hope that from the d^apatehes expected by the 
Norden and Hrklgewat;er, we should learn that your discussions witl^ the Chinese autho- 
rities had been brought to an amicable conclusion, and that the business of the season 
had accordingly commenced- , 

2. We also stated, that although we had not had suflSpient time to ‘older upon a con- 
sideration of the several points noticed in your proceedings,, the fact of the stoppage td 
our trade had caused us the greatest regret. 

3. Since writing the foregoing despatch, will have been advised by o\ir secretary’s 
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letter of the 8th instant, that we received on the 6th, by the American ship Augusta, 
your letters of the 14th and 29th December, by which we learn/that so far from aiiy 
prospect of tile discussions being broi^ht to, a satisfactory tert^iation, you contem- 
plated a r^!pir^ntation to the imperial Goyeniinesnt of Peliin. 

4. Having now taken into our most serioW con^deration A 0 whole, of your proceed- 
ings from the month of June, when you earned to the resolution <rf ordering the ship^ to 
remain outside the river, to your adoress to the Viceroy of Caiiton, under date the 16th 
November last, we proceed (without awaiting the arrival of the Bridgewater, the advices 
by which ctm only announce to us one of two results, either tliatthe trade has been ' 
renewed, or that matters remain in the san^ alarming state) to communicate to you the 
result of our mature deliberation on the whole subject* 

« 5. Wo can perceive no one cireumstauce, at the eoiiuneneement of your proceedings, 
whioli^ could warrant the pr^imtnary step of ordering the ships to remain outside the 
river. * The plea pf tHc healtn of the crews being promoted by such a measure, ^although 
rcoognued by our despatches in the year 1825, was clearly not the real motive for that 
proceeding on* your part; and we concur in the opinion expressed by your president, 
that i>oliey and courtesy should have led to a communication of the same, with the 
reasons for its adoption, to Uie Viceroy, as it was a departure from the practice which, 
notwithstanding our <.»rders above adverted to, has invariably prevailed, of the .ships 
going up to Whampoa, It is however evident, from the course subsequently adopted by 
the majority of the Select Committee, that.a stoppage of the trade was then contem- 
plated,* iu the event of the Viceroy being indisposed to accede to the propositions subn)it- 
ted by you for a mpdificatiVui of the existing duties, and a removal of the disabilitic^s 
under which you represent the trade with the port of Canton to be carrujd on. 

6. Your first and paramount duty to endeavour to pre^rve unimpaired the highly 
beneficial commerce between this country and China; involving as it cioes not the 
interests of the nation than, those of the East-India t\)mpany. 

7 . We consider that this important object will always be most effectually promoted 
by maintaining a good understanding with the authorities at Canton ; and although we 
should never withhold an ueseiitHo a discreet and pnident exercise of the influem'e ycju 
may possess witli those aufliorities for the removal of any of the difficulties which embar- 
rass the general traeja (more especially thgt of •che British merchants), w^e a)naider that 
you idenUfied yourselvt*s most unnecessarily wifh the objects of the addre.sses from the 
whole of the foreign trad^, the^ multiplicity of whose representations you appear to havt^ 
been fully aware had created great embarrassment to the Viceroy. 

,8. It appears that our despatch of the 3<l April 1829, directing the adojition of measures 
for obtaining an addition to the hong, was received by you on tlie 1st September, and that 
the m^'ority of the committee lay great stress upon its contents, as justifying the view 
taken by them on the 28th August, in opposition to that of your president, who was of 
opinion that it was inexpedient to delay the entrance of tne ships into the river, and 
the opening of the trade/' ^ 

9. We can scarcely conceive it possible that such a construction could be put upon 
tlmse orders. Desirous, as we undoubtedly were, of an addition to the hong, we 
enjoined that such object^ should alone be attempted by every proper and comisient 
nietlmd. It could peve^ for a moment be supposed, that in the mce of the strong and 
repeated injunctions contained in our despatches^ npled in the mai-gin, against the stop- 
page of the trade^w^e could have authorized the attempt to carry our orders into eflect 
» af *40 great and inuninent a risk. 

JO. Our sur][)rise, however, is still more excited at the tone and temper of the remon- 
sfranco which the select committee addressed to the Viceroy on the 16th November, con- 
taining observations in reply to tile rtport of the governor of Canton on your address of 
the 5th October.

11. The Viceroy, its observed by your pi^e^dent in lus ^ninute of the 16th November, 
bed evinced a disposition to cobood© ^nie of the points in discusBion, and amount the 
first was the increase of the this disposition, the majority of 

the select cbmnuttee detemfined bn the adoption o( an address to the Viceroy, couched 
in terms wholly at variattoe i^ith the bttmonitipn odntaimd in our letter of the 7th Aprit 
IMS, ftiid ill-ealculated to Induce ft continuance of that conciliatory spirit manifested cm 
the present occasion by the Chinese authorities. 

► 12. On this remonstitnntto very properly recorded his minute of the 23d 

November, expressing^ his di^pprobation of several of tne points contained in, it, and dis- 
seuting from its tone and spirit, which he justly consideredto he highly injudicious. 

13. The remonstrance was followed by the selecl coinniiitee granting permission to the 
commanders and bfficers of the Company's ships to dispose of their, private trade. The, 
consistenj^ of die select committee was compromised by this departure from their reso- 
lution interdicting all trade, a measure which they had deemed so essential to the fArther- 
ance of their views. It likewise involved the possibility of au impuUiiion of a connivance 
on the part of our representatives at smuggling, from the remotest suspicion of which the 
Company’s servants nave hitherto been entirely free. 

14. It appears that the reply of the Viceroy to your address of the 16th November wjis 

temperate, and that your representations were answered with civility and attention; but 
you were distinctly informed tliat the principle that no chauge"*can be made in ilie 
regulations of the &iperor for the conduct eff foreign trade is maintained with the greatest 
strictness.” ^ 

• • 

15. After tlie discussions had reached this decided point* it was evident that you had 
been informed of all the concessions that oould be expected: and we therefore consider 
that pnuleuc.e and policy should Jjiave induced yoa have taken measures for resuming 
the trade. 

10, The majority of the committee however still persisted in again adilressing the 
Viceroy, soliciting that as no person had applied to bb made hong merchants, the seleirt 
committee might be permitted to trade with any natives they might think proper. 

17- It is superfluous to remark on the inconsistency of this |>rbceeding, the end contem- 
plated being directly opposed to the insiructiuns contained in our letter of the 3d April 
182'.). upon which the majority of the ccJtnmitfee rest in a great measure the justification 
of the line of conduct they originally adopted. Moreover, the permission you solicited 
would necessarily have followed hau the endeavour of the Chinese uutliorities to maintain 
the hong proved* ineffectuah 

18. The Viceroy, as it was to be expected, declared in answer, that any further 
reprasentations on those, subjects would be returned unopened.” 

19- Notwithstanding this announcement, we find, by your letter of the 29th December, 
that you had drawn up an address to the hoppo, who had very recently anuved at Canton, 
recapitulating the facts mentioned in your addresses to the Viceroy, appealing to the h^ ppo 
to protect the interests of the trade, llirowing upon him the responsibility of risking its 
destruction by coiitinued refusal to listen to just' and reasonable demands; and inforniiug 
the hoppo, that if your representations were still treated with indifForefice. you were pre- 
pared to lay before the supreme tribunal of Pekin a full and circumstantial detail of the 
aystem of corruption knd extortion exercised by the lo<‘al govenimeflt of (’anton upon the 
foreign trade. 

20. The whole of these protteedings are so entirely at variance niOrihe line of condiKt 
which we have eY^oined upon the attention of our servants in China, they feviner such' 
a total want of temper and judgment in tlie conduct of our affairs, and have involved in 
such imminent danger the vast interests committed to your charge, that after the most 
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niaturo aD(i i^olibeittte consideration we have come to the folloiringf .un^imona 'resQ- 
lutioiis, ^ . ■ * ’ ' 

•' Resolved, Tliali it is rtie opinion of this Court, tlmt the proceeth^ of .|he majority 
of the select committee of supra^c^rg^oes, which have led to the pteswnt uhprccedentea 
state of aShirs in China, as detailed in the deSpatefies lately received, calls forthe marked 
and di^ded disapprobation of thb Court. ; . * * * 

That .the extreme measure, to which the select committee have resorted; of stopping 
the trade, not only appears to have been wholly' uikalled tor by the eitcumstanees of the. 
case, but is opposed to the strong and repeated injunctions of the Court, who consider 
it ' a measure so pregi\^nt with dimCulty, that nothing but the most imperious and uigeut 
necessity could justify a recourse to it.’ 

' Tliat this Court is likewise of opinion, that the tone and tenor of tlie remonstrance 
from the select committee to tlie Viceroy in November last, are liiaifte-trically opposed 
to the udmonitioK contained bi the Court’s despatch, before adverted to, in which the 
select committee, w^e cautioned, that * whenever thOy might recur 1o remonstrance, the 
catise should be first well weighed, and the necessity for the measure clearly established ; 
Hud that when, after due deliberation, they might determine on an address to the local 
authorities, all harshness of expression should be avoided, and great care be taken that 
no persoual feeling l:>e suffered to mix itself with the expression of official remoustrawe 
or complaint.’ • 

ITiat entertaining such sentiments, this Court is of opinion that a change should be 
forthwith made in the members of the selecPlomnuttee. 

That Messrs, Baynes, Millett and Bannerman, be accordingly removed from the 
select committee, and that Messrs. Afarjoribanlbi, Davis and Daniell, be appointed members 
of the select conmiitice in their roomJ*’ . 

21. These resolutions are to take effect immediately on their receipt by our select com- 
mittee, they will be despatched by the '• Ann and Amelia,” the ship taken up to carry a 
cargo from China to North America, of which you have already been advised, and on 
board wliich vessel Messrs. Marjpribauks and Davis embark forthwith from hence for 
Canton. We have especially enjoined those gentleiiien cordially to co-operatc with your 
president in every measure that may be best calculated to effect a good understanding 
with the authorities 'in Cliina, and to Replace our trade upon the footing which is so 
essential to the general interests of this country. 

22. Since adopting the foregdfing resolutions, wo have received by the “ Norden” your 
secret consultations to the 2Ist December. The details of which they put us in possession, 
not only tend to confirm the expediency of tl«? decision which we have already communi- 
cated to you, but have induced us further to resolve, that in al^ future discussions which 
may arise between the authorities iu China and the select committee, involving the safety 
of our commercial intercourse, the president sliall be invested with full powers to act upon 
his own responsibility, however much he may differ from the majority of the committee, 
.should the Jtueasures proposed by the president be in accordance with the sentiments we 
have so repeatedly expressed on that subject. This provision is not intended to relieve 
your president and other members of the select committee from continuing, in discharge of 
thvir duty, to record on your consultations, in the foftn of a nnnute, their reasoiis for 
any difference of opiKion«*which may arise in deciding on any propasition brought before 
them. 

23. We have reived the notice from Mr. Plowden, troOMnitted in your Secretairy’.s 
letter, December, and in ac^rdanoe thefeWtth yow.wiU inform that gentleman, that 
wc consider it a full and sufficieutintintttion of his intention to quit China in the ensuing 
season.

and sanctioned by us not only in the case of the Madras and Bombay funds, in which 

No. 1. Bengal, that principle Is noW in operation, hut also as respects yonr presidency. When the 
'proposal for the formation of the Bengal Civil Kiund \Vas before us, we stated in our 
despatch j dated the 23d February 1806, para. 140, that if it should bo constituted upon 
the same principles as that at Madras we should have great pleasure iii coutribhtingto 
its augmentation : and wc recommended an increased rate of subscription which should 
enable the fund to afford retirements to those who might need them. In our subse- 
quent ilcspatch, dated the 26th February 1808, paragraph 12, we repeated our opinion 
in favour of extending the provisions of the Bengal Civil Fund to the grant of unnuities 
on retirements, as being calculated to answer useful and wise ends, as providing for 
‘imexju'ctcd loss of fortune, and as occasioning the return of the Company’s servants 
to ICerope by “ a (piicker movement" than would otherwise lake place, and thus so- 
ciiriiig to the Company tlie services of Europeans in the most active period of their 
liv<’s, and malting \Vay for the advance of younger servants. 

34. In 1815 and 1817 attempts appear to have been made in Bengal to act upon our 
suggestions, either by extending the provisions of the civil fund, or by establishing a 
fund specifically for the purpose of affording pensions on retirement, but upon botli 

"" occasions the attempts were unsuccessful. 

35. Tlie propo>al now submitted to us is, that an annuity fund should be established 
Mpon a scale sufficiently large to allow of eight or nine retirements every year, upon 
life annuities of seven tliou^saiid rupees e/ich. 

30. With this view the Committee of the Bengal servants suggest that the subscri- 
bers to the fund should contribute four pci'^cent. per annum on their official incomes, 
and they solicit a contribution from^tbe Company uroportiouate to what is allowed to 
the Madras Fund ; also, tljat the sums reiiuired in England may be issued by tlie Com- 
pany at a favourable rate of exchange.

38. If an annuity fund were formed^solel^by the subscriptions of individuals, the 
ultimate advantage of each subscriber could only exceed the value of his subscriptions 
to the extent that tlie fund may have gained by the accumulated contribution.^ of sub- 
scribers resigning or dying previously to their being entitled to annuities, so that the 
benefit to the service would in that case be restricted to the contingent results of a 
tontine. 

30^ "Fbere can be little hope that the civil servants would ever be induced to unite 
in the estaWifbrnent of a fund so limited in its*operation ; and although, as to all per- 
sons hereaUer appointed to the civil service, we miglit compel a subscription to an 
annuity fund, however coivitituted, yet We should feel great hesitauion in recurring to 
such an expedient in support nfa scheme which did not hold out advantages of larger 
amount than e<tuid be realised by other inodes of investnicnt. 

40. It seems obvious, therefore, that an annuity fund to be successful must derive 

snaierial assistance frcmi Oie Company. , 

41. A contribution to an annuity fund from the Company is evidently a boon to the 
yervki , and operates precisely in the same way as if the Conijiany* itself wore to grant 
annuities t(» civil ser\ aiUs iijKJii retirenienl, so that the real pecuniary advantage to the 
service oi y fmul s<» constituted is, that a civil servant, when he retires, has, in addition 
to his own savings, wliLtber they have accumulated iti the shape of subscriptions to the 
fund, or in any other mode, a life-annuit^v proportionate to his share of the Company’s 

contribution 
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contribution to the fund ; and if in aid of their direct contribution the Company pro- 
tect the fund from lo«s?/by establishing fixed rates of interest and exchange, then the 
servants derive the further advantage of individnal protection trom those contingent 
losses to the extent of their mdividiial property in the fund. 

42. With a view to establish a fund on such liberal principles as to ensure its succe^'', 
sis a incasure liighly* beneficial to the whole service, wc conceive that tlie C:(>inpany^ 
contribution should be proportionate to the contribution of the service, and the amount 
of both must necessarily be fixed in relation to the extent of the advantages whicli tiu* 
fund may be destineii to afford. 

43. Those advantages should certainly l*e considerable; because, in order that tlu^ 
fund may be beneficial to the service, it is important that all the aiinuitics from it, 
they accrue, should be accepted by old servants, so as tliat the fund may not be instru- 
mental the retirement of young and active servants ; And it cannot he expeefed that 
old servants, in the possession, as (hoy generally are, of luerat^vd otliees, would bt‘ 
tempted to retire, if tlie annuity did not alford a material addition to *<such income i\< 
the party may possess. 

44. In estimating the ailvantage to be derived from an annnitv fund we have 
tlirecteil our attention to four particulars, ri:z. the amount of each auuiety ; the iiumbi r 
of annuitants ; the proportion of the value of the annuity which should be paid by the 
annuitant, and security that the ann tiities^ will be regularly paid. 

45- With respect to the atiiount of the annuity, the [iroposa! from Bengal suggests 
the sum of rnj>ees. ‘ * 

40. As the efiiciency and utility of an j^nnuity fund must materially depend upon 
the jndueeinent aiforded by it to old servants /eCire ; and as it caimot be expected 
that civil servants will retire to IJnglatid without adequate provision, we have come to 
the determination that the auiiuilies should not lall short o( 10, (MK) ri'pees each, pay- 
able ill Eiiglafid, at the rate of 2a\ the rupee, being £l,0tK) sterling. 

47 . The next point whieli has ealled for consideration is the number of annuities 
whicli should b<‘ grantcfl in each yeiu^ upon which wtMiave/ouud it liecessary, in the 
first place, to d(*ti*rini!ie what shonhi^^tlic {[ualificalion ul an annuitant in respect ot 
length of service, and we have re.solvc7| thaf.a civil servant should not be eligible Iti 
accept an annuity unless he have been actually in the civil servi< e the full })cno(l oi 
twenty- five y<‘ars, or upwards; aild resident in the s,ervicc in India not less than 


Uventy-lwo years. 

4S. We are also of opinion that the fund should be so constituted as to afford a rea- 
sonable ex|)ectation that at the end of twenty-live year.^ from the date ol appt>inrment 
to llic ^ervice, a civil servant having completed the term of actual residence, idready 
specified, would obtain the ofier of an annuity. 

41). The number of servanUon the Bengal civil establishment is 450 , the casual* n s 
by death and resignalioii in early periods of service may be computtnl at eight per 
amiuiM. I’his in twenty-fivt^ years would amount to 200, but as a portion ot the ca- 
sualties must occur among the servants introduced in tiie progre>s tin- twenty-five 
years, it is necessary to make a <!cduction on that account, to the extent ol about liity 
ior the wliole period. , • •* 

50. In this view, therefore, 300 or 450 servants would survive t\A’ctkty-five ycai s, and. 
con>c(iueiitly, 300 is the aggregate number ot annuities v liieli wouid !>e. rerpiired in 
that period, proviiled all tlie civil servauls who were eWgible clio^^e U> n'tire upem it ; 
being at the rate of twelve per anmmit The occurrence ot such contingenc) i^ 
however highly improbable; various cases will doubtless occur in whicli the party en- 
titled to the olfer Avill decline to avail himsey'of it; and we consider tliat by jiroyidiug 
for the grant of annuities to the extent of three-fourths ot tlie persons eligilile,

51. We have accordingly determined that nine should be the number of annuities 

1. Ilciigal. in' each year. You will observe that nine is the *iumbe^‘ proposed in the meinorial- 
If hereafter there should be any material alteration in the aggie^ate number of ser- 
vants upon your establishment, this part of the subject wull necessarily undergo revfsioif. 

52. The third point requiring <*ittcntion is the proportion of the value of the annuity 
which should he paid by the annuitants, or in other words, what shall be the sum paid 
hy a servant, including his accumulated subscriptions, to entitle him to an annuity, if 
otherwise eligible ; upon which point we must observe, that wo consider it of essential 
irEportance, that so far as may be practicable the advantages afforded by the fund 
should be available by those eligible to receive them, upon terms of strict ecjuality. 

5 .S. If the annuitants were all of the same age when they became sucli, ihitj point 
could in a great degree be accomplished by fixing an aggregate sum as the purchase- 
money for the annuity; but as the ages of the annuitants must naturally vary, it follows, 
that to maintain strict equality the amount of the purchase-money should depend upon 
tlic value of the annuity, which of course is regulated by the age of the auniiitant. 

54. The Committee of the servants upon your cstabliishinent propose that any sub- 
scriber who may accept the tender of an annuity shall be required, to entitle him to 
sueJi an annuity, to pay to tlie institution the difference between two-thirds of the 
actual value of the annuity <)ii his life, and the accumulated value of his previous eon- 
tributioiis, in case the hitler ^[uantity shall be less than tlie former.*’ 

55. But as, for tlie reasons already assigned, wc have determined that the annuity 

‘should be 10,000 rupees, we are of opinion that in order to render that arrangement ot 
important value to the service, the proportion of purf base-money should be reduced ; 
and we have accordingly resblved to fix it at ont'-lialf the value of the annuity, accord- 
ing to the following table, which is calculated upon the principle of our allow'ing an 
interest of six per cent, per anmim upon all the balances of the fund, as hereafter ex- 
plained, viz. : . ‘

50. Upon tills priRci[i}e a servant inciting an annuity at the expiration of twenty-five 
years’ servjce, ami at tlie age of forty-five, will pay altogether, iiicluiling interest ujic/ii 
his snbseriptions, .50,550 rupees for an annuity of 10,|KK) rupees, instead ot 47,180 
‘rupees, the sum proposed by tlie Bengal civil servants, for au annuity ol 7,000 rupees. 

57. But although in the mode here propostj^l all servants upon becoming annuitants, 
■will pay half the value of their respective annuities, and no more, and will so tar be. 
placed upon uu equal footing, vet it has not esca[»ed our observation, that there will 
be a material difference iu the value of the risks incurred hy the several subscribers, of 

, losing 
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• 

losing by death or early retirement the amount of their contributions. The extent of 1. 

tliis risk depends upon the sum contributed in each year, and upon the number of wsi 

years for which the contribution has been paid* As it is intendeef that the contributions 

of subscribers shall be by a |fcr-cei%tage upon their official incomes, the variations tn I. Ilen.'/al 

the amount of the annual contributions of the several subscribers will be proporuouat<^ 
to the variations in* the amount of their incomes. Tlie subscrilier in possession of 
large allowances, as his contribution will be larger, so will bis risk be greater than that 
of the subscriber upon more confined allowances. In respect of the number of years 
for which the contribution may be [>aid, persons entering the service after the fund 
shall have been instituted will have to contribute during the full period of their servici*, 
and consequently they will have incurred a risk from the annually increasing in 
amount, until the expiration of the term of twenty-five years. lUit if, as is lien'aftth* 
proposed, the fund shall commence the grant of amuiiligsat the close of the fir,st year, 
the first nine annuitants will only have incurred the risk of losing the amount of con- 
tributions made during that year. To the next nine the risk will have amounted to 
contributions during two years, and its extent will be increased progressively in <‘ach 
succeeding yeiir, until the fund shall have been in operation twenty-five years. I'lms 
it is clear, that subscribers becoming annuitants during the first twen*^y-five years, will 
not have incurred a risk of equal aniodiit either relatively one with another, or with 
those who become annuitants after the expiration of that periofl.* Of this arlvantage, 
however, existing s(M*vants could not bcw-deprivcd without sacrifieiug one iinporttjiii 
object of the fund, viz. the inducement which it will afford to old servants to retire; 
and it may also he observed, tliat the benefit which theyoungei servants will derive 
from such retirements, together with tlie advantages which they wW) severally possess 
of accumulating a fuml for the purchase of the aunuity by graduai deposits improved 
at a fixed and favoural)le rate ofduterest, will in a great degree coiJiiler\ ail tlic diife- 
reiicc of risk as compared with their seniors, who will not have enjoyed to the same 
<*\'teiit the bemffit <*ither of acc<derated promotion or accumnlation by gradual deposits 
at interest. 

fiS. ITpon the last and important point of security^ it would appear that when an 
aniiiiity is grante-d the value of it sli^Mld be set apart An jirraiigtuiient might indeed 
he made fin* af)propriatiug tlic whole oi the income a]»plicable to annuities, to the grant 
(>f annuities to its full extent, that is thsay, 'if the iiicoun* w<*rc ffitfOOi) per aiimim, 
and the amount of the' annuity <£ ^,^100, sixty might at once be granted, leaving the 
grant of further annuities to be made upon casualties aVising in the sixty first granted. 

r>l). We arc however convinced, that the ohject in view will he more bei»efieialiy 
and saLisfactorily attained by the syst<*ui already proposed, of granting a certain mimhei 
td* annuities atinually, and this can only be securely done by sotting apart, at interest, 
tin' value of each annuity when granted, the payments as tliey fall being made out oi 
the value so set apert. Having thus explained the advantages which we contemplate 
from an anmiity fund, for the civil servants upon your tistablisliment, we proct' ii to 
state the mi*ans by which those advantages may he secured. 

First. subscriptions from civil servants io their olfteud income^ 

IK), 'riie ratt' of subscription proposed iu the plan which yon have transmitter! us is 
that ^vhieli we liavc rU'termined to ado])T, I'iz. 4 percent, upon.tlic salaries and alhnverl 
emoluments of siib^crihers, including those! who receive pay under the detjominatioit 
ofservauts out oi emjdoy- We can scarcely doubt iIk' Vvillingness <d‘aU peivou^ now 
in th(‘ service to subscribe to that extent, in \ icw to ^the uitimate <:‘njoynient of the' 
important advatjtages which the scheme holds out. We have however resolver! that 
suc h of the existing •servants as may di'cline to become subscribers to the lund, Nhal’ 
not be entitled to participate in the absentee regiilalions. 

And in order further to secure permanc'nce and success to the lumi wc intend tliat

/v ^sriTv FUND, hereafter appointed writers. We have further resolved, that the co-operation of the 

Company in the forumtion of the funds shall be withheld until two-thirds or more of 

No. 1. Hen^al. ^he Bengal civil servants shall become subscribers^to it. ‘ 

Secondly.— -Contributions from the Company. 

61. With a view essentially to promote the welfare of this important class of the 
Company’s servants, to whom is intrusted the discharge lof very arduous and respon- 
sible duties, and from a conviction that pecuniary advantages of equal extent could 
not so beneficially be communicated in any other mode, we have resolved, that pro- 
vided an annuity fund be formed in Bengal upon the principles explained in this 
<Jespatcb, and under such a modification as we shall prescribe of the regulations 
framed by a Committee of the Civil Servants on the 28th January 1822, the 
Company shall contribute whatever sum may be rccpiired in addition to th(;.contri- 
buiionsof subscribe^, to enable the fund to grant such number of annuities as may 
be accepted iin/ler the prescribed regulations, not exceeding nine per annum. 

62. With this viciv, wc desire that the fund be annually credited with a sum equal 
to the amount yielded within the year, by the subscription of four per cent, on the 
official incomc.s of the subscribers; and that you receive into deposit, and allow 

'' interest at six per ct;nt. per annum, to be computed annually upon the balance belong- 
ing to the fund. We also desire, that if at^tUe expiration of five years from the date 
ol^'tho institution of the fund, the balance sliall be less than the amount apparent in 
the prospective calculation contained in a subsequent part of this despatch, the fund 
be credited by you with the amount of the deficiency ; that if, on the other band, the 
balance shall exceed the balance sjo calculim'd, then an annual deduction equal to the 
income derived from the excess of btilanco shall be ipadc, either from the Company's 
contribution, or from the rate of interest allowed on the accumulations of tlic fund, 
at the ojition of the Court of Directors; that a similar adjustment be effected at the 
expiration of eacli succeeding five years; and that when the fund shall have arrived 
at the twenty-fifth year of its operation, the table of the valuation of annuities be 
corrected according to the cxpeVience of the in^ vening period, and the Company’s 
contribution be tlien finally limited to the siji^which, when added to the contri- 
butions of subscribei's, ami to the income, dcriyed fn>iii the accumulated balance, will 
make a total income ccjual to the grant of nine annuities annually, according to tlie 
valuation which shall then be l\\ed. 

63. Upon the principles which we liave thus explained, the number of nine 
annuities annually is virtually giiarunteefl by the Comj)any, and the Company's 
contribution is limited to thfc uniouiU necessary for the accomplishment of that 
im|>ort.ant object. 

G4. We have further resolved that an interest of six per cent, per annum be allowed 
on the funds set apart for the payment of annuities. 

(55. Supposing all the civil servants upon your establishment to subscribe, and 
calculating the aggregate salaries according to a statement furnished in the papers 
. which you have ^orwar<led to us, the fund would possess four per cent, on

66. There is anotlier large source of income, viz, the difftTence between the 

accumulated 
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a-ccumulated value of a subscriber’s contributions and one-balf of the value*of bis 
anniitty. This, in the darlier periods of the operation of the fuiid, will be consi* anni-i iy kuxh 
derablc, but its amount will of course decrease annually until tlie end of twenty-five 
years, when we calculate that the i^ccumulated value of a subscriber’s contributiou \ Bengal- 

for the whole of that period will averac^e 38,876 rupees ; that the age of the sub- ^ 

seviber will be about forty-five ; and half the value of the annuity 50,550 rupees. So 
that the fine to be paid upon becoming an annuitant, after having subscribed to the 
fund for twenty-five years, w^ll be 11,074 rupees. In this view, therefore, when the 
fund shall have been in operation twenty-five years, its income from fines will pro- 
bably average 105,066 rupees per annum. . 

07- It is our w'ish to bring the proposed fund into operation with the least practi- 
cable delay. We therefore desire that measures be taken to institute it on the IsC 
May 1825 ; and that the first nine annuities commence frpm the 1st May 1826. » 

68. Tfie following is a prospective calculation of the receipts UAd disbursements 
of the fund upon the principles wiiich wc have explained, viz. 

69. It is computed that the ages of subscribers upon becoming annuitants will 
average in the first year fifty-two; in the second, fifty-one; in the third, fifty; in 
the fourth, forty-nine; in the fifth, forty-eight; in the sixth, forty-seven; in the 
seventh, forty-six ; and in the eighth and subsequent years, forty-five. 

70. Taking an average of the salarie# pf Bengal civilians at the several periods ol 

service, it appears upon calculation that the subscriptions of servants on becoming 
annuitants, with interest, will amount in each year to thc»fAims specified in the first 
<*oluniii of the following stuteinent which will also show the sums likely to be 
payable to the fund on tliis account. * ,

ment have requested ’that such sums may be advanced by the Company in England 
as may be required, for the satisfaction of annuities granted on the fund, the amount 
to be repaid to the governmebt of Bengal, at the exchange of 2s. for the current 
rupee,” or at such other rate we may be pleased to determine. 

77’ Although we cannot acquiesce in this request so fur as respects the rate of ex- 
change, yet, from a desire to meet the convenience of the retired servants, we have 
determined that every annuity as it shall become due, be paid over by the managers of 
the fund to your government, and issued to the annuitant Jby the Company in England, 
at an exdliange of 2a. the sicca rupee. 


EXTRACT of Public Letter fnom Bengal, dated 1st February 1826- 

Para. 2. On receipt of your Honourable Court’s letter above referred to, 8th De- 
cember 1824, we communicated it to the Committee, which had’been the organ of 
conveying to Governtuent, and to your Honourable Court, the represen tatit»n on the 
part of the civil service, soliciting the privileges to which jour despatch adverts, and 
desired the Committee in the first instance to ascertain the sentiments of the indi- 
vidual iiienibers of the service, with the view of learning whether two-thirds of the 
whole number were willing to^ijbscribe to the Annuity Fund, as stipulated by your 
Honourable Court. The Committee tvere at tbe same time requested, on the ac- 
quiescence of the required majority, to remodel the original plan for the Fund, by 
incorporating with it the a<ldition8 and alterations of your Honourable Court, and by 
excluding those to wtiich you had objected. 

3. The Committee liaving reported that the requisite majority of the service had 
signiiicd their wish to subscribe to the fund, the civil auditor was directetl to re- 
trench four percent, from the bills of «all those members of the ‘service who had inti- 
mated their assent to the plan, or '^ho might hereafter be admitted to the fund, com- 
mencing from the 1st of May 1825, as prescribed by your Honourable Court. 

4. Your Honourable Court will observe a Tetter from the Committee, submitting a 
plan revised according to the instructions conveyed to them by government, wliich 
we approved, as generally according with the orders of your Honourable Court, but 
several points Avere submitted by Committee for our consideration and decision, wliich 
we shall here specify, with our remarks and orders thereon. 

1. The Committee recommended, at the instance of Mr. Wilder, agent to the 
Governor-general at Saugur, to our favourable consideration, a inudibcaticn of 
Rule X, which confines the grant of annuities to such subscribers only as may have 
resided in India in tlic civil service not less than twenty -two years, artd been members 
of tlie service the full period of twenty-five years, in order to meet the case of those 
whose loss of licultb; after an actual residence of twenty yea/s, might render it ab- 
solutely impossible tor tliem to complete tbe required residence of twenty-two years 
in India. 

. 5. Ou tli'n point we observed, that it appeared to to, Che cases of ati individuals 
who might be precluded by ili-bealth from completing the period of residence in 
ludia required by tbe regulations, might be properly recommended to the indulgent 
consideratioii of your Honourable Court for a proportion of the annuity, according

6. With reference also to the same Rule X. the Committee submitted secondly, in 
consequence of letters from Mr. Dale and Mr. Walters, of the civil service, whether 
the time spent at Hertford College after, the age of seventeen years was to be con- 
sidered, under the Act 47 Geo. Ill, c. 68, s. 7> as included in the period of twenty- 
J.WO years' residence in India necessary to qualify for the annuity. 

, 7* 9^' reference we stated to the Committee, that it being evidently the in- 
tention of the ac{ of Parliament quoted that the time passed by students at Hertford 
College after the age of seventeen, and not exceeding the term of two years, should 
be considered 'as equivalent to an actual residence in India, we should have no hesita- 
tion in recommending to your Honourable Court, as suggested by the Committee, to 
allow such period of residence at the colleg<^to be calculated as forming part of the 
qualification for the benefits of the furlough iind annuity provisions. 

Extract of Para. 8*— rThe third question referred by the Committee may be con- 
veniently stated in their own words : ‘‘ It was proposed in the original rules that the 
annuities should commenqe on the 1st of January, and that persons taking benefit of 
the fund must resign on or before the lst*of March* 

The Honourable Court, doubtless witli# advertence to the period for which Indian 
accounts are kept, have altered tHe above notes to the«,lst May and 1st July. But we 
respectfully beg leave to submit whether it be not, oh the whole, advisable to revert 
to the dates originally pro{tosef]. 

Adverting to the period when subscribers should be called upon to signify 
their willingness to retire on the annuity, the Court observe, it ‘ must be sufliciently 
early to allow of servantiS inteftding to become ij^imuitunts to quit J^leiigal during the 
season at which ships usually sail from thence to England,' wdiich season, as is well 
known, comprises the months of Novc-iiiber,. December, January, and February. 
But the Honourable Court have virtually annulled this considerate suggestion by the 
alteration in question ; for by making the annuifies to commence on the 1st May in 
each year, instead of the 1st January, they absolutely compel the intended annuitant, 
in every instance, either to leave his affairs, as it respects the annuity, in the hands 
of an agent, which in many cases may be very inconvenient, or to lose the season for 
sailing in order to transact his own business, in which case he must remain in India 
out of*cmploy from the 1st July till the ensuing season for sailing, exposed to the 
double ribk of uuhealthy climate and a sea voyage, whereby the hazard at which at 
any rate he must hold his right to the pension in tlie first year is greatly enhanced, 
not to mention the expense of living six months in India without a title even to the 
allowance for servants out of employ." 

* 9. The Accountant-general having been desired to report whether the adoption of 

these propositions of the Committee would be productive of inconvenience in the 
preparation of the IndiUn accounts, stated, that inconvenience would attend the al- 
teration of the period fixed on by your Honourable Court for the adjustment of the 
.accounts of the. proposed pension fund, which accords with the period for adjusting 
all the accounts of the three* presidencies, and that he was of opinion that there, 
existed no necessity for the measure on the ground stated by the Committee* 

10. Individuals, Mr.Wood observed, who might avail themselves of the option of 
retiring on the pension at this presidency before the 1st of May, and who might resign 

. . the 
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the service before the terniination of the official year, would only have to pay up* their 
subscriptions, with reference to the interest which would accuinnlau* on tlirir pay* 
ments to tlie let of May, and no additional risk wouUl be run ; for in the event of 
the deatj^ of the parlies between the day of payment and the day fixed on for the 
commencement of the pension, or tBte 1st of May, the fine might be returned to their • 
exeeutors, and there .would be no necessity for employing an agent, as neither risk 
nor loss would attend the payment of the fine in advance. 

11. In communicating the abjections of the Accountant>general, we obser\'ed to 

the Committee, that we were not aware that any material inconvenience would 
attend the alteration of period suggested bj them for the commencement of annuities 
{viz. the 1st January instead of the 1st May), which would obviously be the most 
suitable time with reference to the usual season fur the tiespatch of ships to England 
and that it was possible that the mode of adjustment proposed by Mr. Wood might* 
be fbund*open to some difficulty in the case of individuals retiring from India and 
dying before the annuity fur which they might have deposited th^ Value should be- 
come payable. We therefore expressed our desire that the Accountant-gencrurs 
objections should be fully considered, in concert with that officer, by the Committee 
to be elected under Rule XVll ; and the existing committee were authorized to call a 
general meeting of subscribers fur the Election of the five members of the committee 
of managers, who were to be added to tlie officers of government appointed to l>e 
cx-officio members of the committee. * ’ 

12. A meeting of the civil service having been held at the Town-hall on the 1st 
October last, the gentlemen whose names- are noted iu'the margin were elected 
managers of the Civil Service Annuity Fund, and Mr. J. A. Doriu was appointed by 
flje committee to be their secretary, with dn allowaqce of 500 rupees per mensem. 

IS. To this committee the Accountant-general subsequently represented, that if 
the annuitres of such members of the service as might, be willing to pay up their 
funds to the date of their resignations, w'ere allowed to commence from the same 
date, instead of tlie 1st of the following May, it would in no way affect the data 
on which tlje calculations of your Honourable Couft had been made, for the full 
value of the anubity would Im paid on the day of resignation instead of tlic 1st 
of May. 

14. In propo.sing, however, to chan|;e tlie period of the commencement of the 
annuities, Mr. Wood did not recommend any change being made in the period of 
|)ayment of them, but that each member of them shoifld be allowed to claim on the 
30th of April, bfeing the date settled for the payment of the annuities under the ex- 
isting nile.s the fulfamount due to him, on a calculation that his annuity commenced 
from the date of his resignation, instead of the precetfing 1st of May. 

15. Mr.Wootl observed, that by nol altering the period for the payment ‘of the 
annuities iu England, and in this country, and cUanging the period for tlie com- 
mencement of annuities, it would be only necessary to adjust tlie amount due to die 
nine retiring members, for the broken period between the date of resignation and the 
following ist of May ; and after tlie payment of the first periodical^ annuity to each 
of the nine retiring individuals, the annuities would be regularly paid on the Wth 
of April, under the existing rules, and no inconvenience would attend the adjust- 
ment of the interest on the annual balance of the Annuity*Fund allowed by your 
Honourable Court. 

16. Mr. Wood added, that with reference to the season for sailing, from this presi-. 
^ency, and to its being desirable that individuals accepting the annuity should be 
obliged to resign the service before the expiration of the favourable season, that 
others might not be barred from going home, he begged to suggest that the period 
for accepting the tender of the annuity mi^ht be limited to the Ist November iu eacli

17* As the orders of your Honourable Court do not authorise the grant of an 
annuity to commence before the 1st May 1826^ and allow a member of the fiAid ac- 
cepting the annuity to defer his resignation of the service until the 1st of July of 
each year, we conveyed our opinion to the Committee dn the foregoing propositions, 
that for the reasons above mentioned we did not consider ourselves at liberty to adopt* 
either of Mr. Wood’^ suggestions without the previous sanction of your Honourable 
Court; and with reference to the object of facilitating as much as possible the retire- 
ment of individuals accepting the annuity during any part of the favourable season, 
we did not judge it expedient to concur in the proposition of the Accountant-general, 

that the right of eacli incnvidttal accepting the annuity be forfeited on his omitting 
to resign the seiVicc on or before the 1st February that the time of forfeiture might 
be left as it nosv stands in the 15th article of the Rules sanctioned by your Honourable 
Courts since it could not be supposed that any person would declare his acceptance 
of the annuity without meaning to avail himself of it unless prevented by unforeseen 
circumstances. 

18. We remarked, however, that in order to enable the managers of the fund to 

ijgiuicr the annuity in sufficient time to all persons who from year to year may be 
entitled to receive it, thc^requisitioii provided for by the 6th article of the approved 
Rules should in our opinibn be answered on or before the 3lst December of each 
year; and the non-acceptance of the annjuity, when so tendered before the 1st of 
January, should be considered a virtpal intimation of unwillingness to retire upon the 
annuity in tiie ensuing year. This, however, it vras observed to the Committee, 
would require a modihcatioti of the / th Rule as it is now worded. ' 

19. Under these circumstances, we are induced to recommend to your Honourable 
Court (as promised to the Committee) that individuals resigning tiie service, and 
paying the sum required to efttitle them to the annuity during apy part of the six 
months preceding the 1st of May of each year, may be admitted to the benefit of the 
annuity for the interval between the date of^ their resignation and tlie 1st of May, 
as proposed by tlie Accountant-general, whose suggestions on this subject appear 
to us well calculated to obviate the inconveniences above referred to, as likely 
to arise from the annuity being made to commence on the 1st of May, instead of 
the 1st January in each year. In the mean lime the Committee have been 
ilcsired to make a communication to this effect to every person who may accept 
the annuity for the ensuing year, informing them that the •grant of the additional 
annuity for the period antecedent to the ist of May must depend upon the pleasure 
of your Honourable Court ; and consequently that it is left optional with each 
annuitant either to settle tbif account of the sum payable for his annuity at the time 
of his resigning the service, or on the 1st May, according to the rules already 
sanctioned by yopr Honourable Court. 

20. We solicit the attention of your Honourable Court to the letter from the 
secretary to the inanagef's of the Civil Service Annuity Fund, recorded on the annexed 
date, forwarding one from Mr. Henry Williams, ot the civil service, relative to his 
subscribing to tbe*fund. 

21. Ill order to render this‘ report respecting the Annuity Fund as complete as 
possible, and useful for reference, we beg leave to add that the sub-treasurer has 
been authorized to act as treasure^ to the Annuity Fund, and in that capacity both 
to credit and hold in deposit at the general treasury Uie funds of tb6 Institution, and 

to 
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to discb&rg'e the salaries of its establishment and contingent expenses monthly, on 
bills presented by the seci%tary, ahd countersigned by three of the tnanagers> 

32> The Stationery CommitteO have been desired to supply tlieenanagers with such 
stores in* their department as* may he required for the purpose of the fund, and the . 
Postmaster-General has>been authoriaed to forward, free of postage, such letters as' 
may bd addressed by Or directed to tbeir secretary on service^ 

33w Lastly, the accountant-general has been authorized at his suggestion to open a 
head of Civil Annuity Fund on the general books, for the purpose of exhibiting the 
monthly subscriptions and fines directed to be exacted from subscribing menders, 
and the payments on account of the annnities ; and that officer has been desired to 
report annually to government the amount of the interest payable on the monthly 
subscriptions, and on the annual balance of the fund ; and also the amount of the* 
annual donation directed by your Honoural)Ie Court to, be paid to the fund* . The 
sub-treasurer has aocordingiy been instructed to credit the Annuity Fund witli the 
amount.

34. In compliitncc also with Mr. Wood's recommendation we have authorized, in 
order to facilitate the caicuiations of tlie 'interest on the monthly subscriptions, that, 
all subscriptions credited in the different accounts may^ke allowed to bear interest 
from the 1st of the month in which the sums are credited! On this point Mri Wood 
remarked, that the salaries are payable At different periods, with reference to the 
convenience of the government^ but always in •ari’cnr ; and as the government, by 
permitting fhe interest to commence from the first of the month, will be only granting 
interest on sums withheld from the subscribers, he was t>f opinion that it would be 
more reasonable to grant the interest from the first of each month than the end of 
tlie month.

Para* 32. Unon the subject of a fund for granting annuities upon retirement to 
Bengal Civil servants, we have to acquaint you, that having entered fully into the 
proposal communicated to us by the Supreme Government, we^hftve come to the 
resolution of sanctioning and aiding the institution of such a fund Ufion a scale of 
greater extent and liberality than that of the annuity funds hitherto instituted at your 
Presidency, and at Bombay. ^ 

33. Wc are desirous that advantages in respect of retirement should be provided 
for the civil servants iipoh your establishment of equal extent wjth those which we 
havjB sanctioned for Bengal. With this view, we forward to* you a number in the 
packet, copy of our despatcli to the Supreme Government, regarding the institution' 
of an Annuity Fund in Bengal, together wirti a copy of thfe regulations under which 
our sanction has been given to it; and we desire that you will communicate these 
papers to the managers of the Civil Fiiifd at youf presidency; and inform them, 
that if the subscribers to that institution effect subh modilication.s and alterations of 
the regulations of the Annuity-branch as may make them correspond in principle 
with the regulations which we have prescribed for the Bengal Fund, anil fix their 
rate of subscription to that branch at a rate not lower tlian that which wc have fixed 
for the Bengal servants, we shall be prepared to make the necessary addition to the 
Company’s contribution.

Wc have the satisfaction to state that it has 
been adopted almost unanimously by the members present in India, and that we have 
provisionally sanctioned jt» commencement from the 1st of May, subject to^your Ho- 
nourable Courtis approbation and sanction, which we now beg leave to request that 
it may receive in all due form. 

3. Wc transmit herewith copies of all the papers connected with this subject, and 
have great satislaction in conveying, agreeably to the request of the trustees, the 
grateful acknowledgments of tlic subscribers for your Honourable Court’s liberality 
in this whole arrangement.

Para. 2. Wc proceed to communicate to you our sentiments and directions upon 
the Ineasures which, as reported to us in your letter dateff the 5th September 1826. 
you have taken in consequence of the intimation conveyed to you in the 32d para, ot 
our dc.sputch dated the 31st December 182^ of our wish to extend to the civil ser- 
vants upon your establishment the same advantages in respect of retirement as we 
have granted to the civil servants upon the Bengal establishment. 

3. The Civil Fund at your presidency is divided into two branches : the charity 

branch and the annuity branch. The capital and income of each branch are <iistinct 
and separate. * ‘ * 

4. The subject now under consideration relates exclusively to the annuity branch, 
the capital of- winch, on the 1st of January 1825, appears to have amounted to 
16,28,896 rupees, on about f 160,(K)0. Our contribution for annuities exclusively is 
£4,000 per annum, in addition to which we allow an interest of 8 percent, per annum 
oil the accumulated capital. 

5. Previously to 1818 the fund provided for the grant of thirty-six annuities of 

£400 
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£400 each to servants who had completed an actual residence in India of not less than 
twelve years, and who had paid to the fund not less than 25 (XX) pagodas, including 
the amount, without interest, of subscription, at the rate of 2 per cent, per aiiiiuin 
upon official incomes. ^ * 

6. In 1818 the fund wps materially extended. The subscription was incrcasod from* 
2 to 3f per cent., and provision was made for the grant of annuities of £(i(X) to 
servants having completed an actual residence of not less than twelve years, upon 
|>ayiiient to the fund of 20,790 rupees, including the aiuount of subscriptions, but 
without interest. 

7. Servants having completed the prescribed term of residence might quit the ser- 
vice, return to England, and be deemed entitled to annuities in order of seniority. 

8. Under these several arrangements there arc now on the fund thirty-six aniiui-* 

tants of £400, and twenty- two annuitants of £(500 j and there are sixteen cxpectapts of 
annuities of £400. . 

9. There are also subscribers who may decline to avail thcrfselve^ of the new 
arrangement, which authorizes the grant of annuities of £1,000 upon terms difierent 
from those of the existing fund. 

10. With a view to protect the righ&of all these parties, it is proposed that thi‘ 
annuity branch of the old fund, notwitlistanding the new urrangements, shall be per- 
mitted to retain its present rate of interest on its capital, and its cdntribiitioii from the 
Company ; and tliat the existing and prospective annuities oi* £100 and £()(K) shall Ua 
paid first from thusSe sources, and secondly fioim an approyriation of the capital of the 
annuity branch, so far as may be required. 

11. We acquiesce in this proposal, wifli a distipet understanding, that whatever 
surplus of that cai)ital may reiuain after satisfying all the claims upon the annuity 
branch of the old fund, shall merge in the capital of thc^new fund, when of course 
interest and contribution from the Company to the annuity branch of the old fund will 
entirely cease. 

12. The period of service prescribed as a necessary qualification for an annuitant of 
£1,(X)0 upon the fievv fund is twenty-five years, including •twentj^-two years’ actual 
residence in India. Under tlie regulations of the old fund the period of residence 
required as a qualification for the grantt)f an Annuity is only twelve years. 

13. We observe, tliat in order to* prevent any hesitation on the part of subscribers 
to the old fund from joining the new fund, .in consequence of the difference in the 
period of service, it has been proposed to continue to such subscribers the heiudii of 
the old fund, in the event of their failing to complete tlwe period of service required h\ 
tlie regulations of the new fund. 

14. To this proposition we entertain considerable objection. The subscribers to ita 

old fund possess the alternative of retaining their right to £000 per annum, upon cer- 
tain terms, after twelve years’ residence, or of substituting for it a right to£l,(XK) per 
annum upon other terms after twenty-five years’ service, including twenty-two years’ 
residence. Such as may determine to avail themselves of the jirospoct of the larger 
annuity, must be content to forego that of the smaller. We think it unreasonable that 
they should retain a right to choose either of the two. ^ 

15. It may further be stated, ibut our object is to place the civil servants at the three 
presidencies upon an equal footing, so far as respects the grant of annuities upon re- 
tirement } and altliough we are fully aw’are that the civil servants upon your esta- 
blishment, having supported an annuity fund tor a great number of years, are in a 
different situation from those upon the Bengal establishment, who did not until lately 
maintain such an institution ; yet we considar that your servants have already derived

in this opinion by the sentiments which we observe were expressed upon that point,

17 - In their report delivered to the general meeting of subscribers, on the 15tli 
January 1817, and enclosed in their lett<*r to your government, dated 16th April 1818, 
the tru.stces obserwi : It appears to be a reasonable expectation, that every subscri- 
ber should have a fair prospect of an annuity falling to his acceptance after a service 
of from twenty-two to twenty-five years. It is assumed that the Company who con- 
tribute so liberally to the institution, have a right to our services for such a period ; 
the means of too early retirement might be i>roductive of injurious consequences to the 
fund itself, by eventually overbunlciiing the charitable branch. It is the object of the 
present scheme to provide, tliat those who may be prepared at the period of service

20. We acquiesce in the proposition, that subscribers to the new fund shall have 

credit for the amount of their past contributions to tlie annuity branch of the old fund, 
but without interest, none allowed.

per cent, per amuriii, to be computed annuajly, will be allowed by us upon the sub- 
scriptions to the new fund, agreeably to the regulations contained in our despatch to 
the government of Bengal, d^ted the 8th December 1824.

25. Neither a?e we inforinefl how frequently existing annuities upon tlie old fund 
may be calculated to fall vacant.

26. We desire that you who have the means of obtaining this and all othpr requisite 
information will cause such a calculation to be made, embracing the period comprised 
in the prospective calculation included in our despatch to the government of Bengal, 
dated thd'Sth of December 1824. 

27- This computation will enable you to judge bow far an annfial contribution on 
our pari, equal in amount to^the contributions of our civil servants, is liKcly to render 
the fund adequate to the probable demands upon it.

* 2. We have furnished a copy of that letter to the trustees of the Civil Fund, desiring 
them ^to ascertain whether, en the condition explained, from paragraph 12j;o para- 
graph 18, the required majority c)f two-thirds of the Madras civil servants agree to 
become subscribers* to your Honourable Court’s Annuity Fund. 

3. We have also desired them to cause the prospective calculation called for in tl»c 
26th ]iaragraph to be prepared and submitted to us for your Honourable Court’s 
information. 

4. Y<»ur Honourfible Court state that you ente|*tain considerable objection to the 
proposal to continue to subscribers the benefit of the old fund in the event of their 
fifiling to complete the period of service required by the regulations of the new fund. 
The grounds of the objectroci are stated to be, that the subscribers to the old fund are 
free to make their election between it and the new fund ; that your object has been to 
place the civil servants at the ihjrcc prcsiAencics u]»on an equal footing, so far as 
respects retiring annuities ; that the Madras servan/s reap the ^advantage of having 
supported an annuity fund for a great number of years, in the progressive accumu- 
lation of the means of purchasing annuities under the new fund ; and that the length 
of service required is no more than is fair and equitable, and such as met the appro- 
bation of the trustees of the Civil Fund ou a former occasion.

6. It is to be regretted that the existence of an annuity fund at*Madras, and the 
want of one in Bengali, prevent an entire conformity of the circumstances of the tviru 
services at the outset of the new fund. Sbme difference between them is unavoidable; 
but the object, as it seems to us, is, that the diff’erence should be as small and as short 
as possible, aud that it should not operate as a penalty or deprivation in any respect in 
whicii it may originate in causes implying tio blame, and regarded by your Honour- 
able Court without disapprobation. 

6. The number of Madras civil servants at present amounts, to 200, of whom thirty- 
four have completed a residence of twenty-two years in India, and are parties to the 
old fund ; and twenty are not parties to the old fund, two having declined, and eighteen 
having arrived since the new fund was established. It is only these fifty-four servants 
who can be considered at all upon tlic .same footing as the servants on the Bengal 
presidency, with regard to the institution of the new finid. Like the Bengal servants, 
tliey have merely to estimate how far the prospect of the retiring annuity of £1,000 
is worth the current monthly contribution and the ultimate premium, and to decide 
accordingly.^ The unanimous concurrence of the servants on this establishment shews 
wliat their decision would have been had they all been in the same circunistances as

7- But 146 of the Madras servants have further to estimate whether the advantages

servants if it were governed by motives of rash speculation, and will not subject them itv 

to censure or to penalty for acting upon contrary principles. Although the* civil ser- 
vants of this establishincnt wil\doubtless consider that part of your Honourable (’ourlV Madra . 

arrangement which relates to length of service as a prospective measure, to bo not 
only f?vir and equitable, but also <diaractcrized by the same liberality as the other [>ai ts 
ol^the arrangement, yet it cannot be the subject cither of surprise or of disapprobation 
with your Honourable CoiirVthat they should not feel themselves justified in agreeing 
to the forfeiture of an established though contingent right to an inferior advantage 
as the price of the chance of becoming eligible to tliat more apiple provision which 
your Honourable Court are desirous of making for their civil servants. 

H. Tliat the resolution to retain established right to an annuity after twelve years^ 
residence is only a commendable precaution iigainst tlie^ accidents of life, peculiarly 
liable to\)CCur in this remote country and precarious climate, and iiopiies no wish or 
exj)ectation that the right should be acted upon, or that the tenn^ of service fixed by 
the IloiKUirable Court should be curtaiicd, will be made evident by the accompanying 
list of the servants who have liitherto retired upon annuities of c£6()f). Although the 
qualification for those annuities required only a residence of twelve years, yet there are 
IK) more than twelve who have not cornpi’eted your Honourable Court's term of twenty- 
two years, and not one who has resided in India less than sevenW^en years; and the 
average period of residence is twenty-three years. The motive foi com[)lefing a resi- 
dence of twenty-two years would now be greatly sirengtheiied, since the higher 
annuity on the new fund could not otherwise be obrainech su tliat it may confidently 
be antieijiated that servants would rarely avail themselves of the option of retiring 
upon (lie lower annuity after a residence of only twelve years. It cannot be the wish 
ol your Honourable Court tliat, vjitb a constitution impaired by the climate, or under 
oilier circumstances of equal urgency, any servant should bttve been induced by deceit- 
ful cx[K‘Ctations to forff?it such an option once enjoyed by him. 

4 . If in coi^sequence of the obligation under wliich nearly three-fourths of the 
Madras civil servants may be ex[)ecte(l to feel that they be not to reliucjuish their esta- 
hlishe<l right to aiTnuitios of £(>00, after a residence of twelve yean-, the Civil Service 
of this presidency should be excluded from your Honourable CouiVs intended bounty, 
then, as was suggested by the trustees,^ ‘‘ ihe* fiiiul whicli has been supjiorted and 
^auctioned by your Honourable Canirt, and has been lield up by them as a model for 
the iiiiiiation of the civil servants on the establishment of Fort William, would h<^ 
made to ojierate'as a penalty and disqualification upon the civil servants of this esta- 
hlishment by whom it was instituted.” Hard as such a.deprivation nuuid be upon the 
N(5 servants, liy wliose c^onduct it Avas occcasiuned, without any demerit in such eon- 
iluct, yet the hardsliip would he still greater upon those servants who, bcing'in the 
same circumstances as the servants on the Bengal establishment, are perfectly M illing 
to accept the Honourable Court’s bounty, ^v^th all the conditions attached lu it. Vour 
Honourable Court desire that your co-operation in the new fund may he withlidd 
until two-thirds or more of thc Madras civil servants shall become subscribers to it ; 
and, if three-fourths of the Madras civil servants are precluded from* foregoing tlieir 
cdaiins on the old fund, and thus, from becoming subscribers to tlie new IuihI, your 
Honourable Court's ccf-opcration must be withheld^accordingl^, nut from any disin- 
clination on the part of the servants of this establishment to become subscribers, but 
merely because in becoming subscribers three-fourths of their numbei\are not free to ^ 
abandon their claims on the fund heretofore enjoying your Honourable Court’s sanc- 
tion and support. 

10, Your Honouralile Court remark that the civil servants of this establishment have 
already derived the advantage of their haviifg supportetl an annuity fund for a great

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1, number of years, in the progressive accumulation of the means of purchasing annuities 

FUND, under the new fund. In this respect, however, it would not appear that any ndvan- 

tage accrues to the subscribers to the old fund, since their contributions would have 

No. 2. Madras, accumulated in their own hands, and would have borne interest, which is not allowed 
' upon them by the new fund, and since they iu6ur the risk of forfeiting those contri- 
butions, should they never retire upon an annuity. " ^ 

11. Your Honourable Court further state that your object has been to place the 
civil servants at the three presidencies upon an eqiial“footing, so far as respects the 
grant of annuities, and that the servants upon this establishment would enjoy an ob- 
vious advantage over* those of Bengal if th/*y were allowed to retain the right to annui- 
ties of £tKX) after twelve years* residence. 

- 12. It has not been proposed that the servants^f this establishment, as such, should 

retain the right, but merely that those of them who possess that right should not be 
required to reliq(|uish it until the substitution of a right to annuities on the*iiew fund 
has been effected.' Every year will diminish the number by whom the right is re- 
tained, and iti no long course of years the smaller right will have wholly merged in the 
greater. 

13. With respect to the advantage enjoyed by the servants of this establishment 
over those of Bengal, it may be observed, tfiat it is not created by tlie nevv fund, but 
on the contrary, is 'much less than it was before, is gradually diminishing, and will soon 
.disappear. Tne advantage formerly enjoyed by this service over that of Bengal was 

that it had a retiring fund of aniuiities of £G0(), while the Jkuigal service had none. 
The advantage would now be reduced to this, tliat while each service has a retiring 
fund of annuities of£l,0(X) after twenty-t\Yo gears’ residence in India, the members of 
this service, who subscribed to the, former fuiuh and who might complete a residence 
of twelve years, but not a residence of tweiity-tw(5^ years, would retain the right of 
retiring, in their turn, upon annuities of £(*0() as before. Practically the Whole advan- 
tage, before tlic one fund merges in the other, would probably not amount to half a 
dozen annuities. ^ 

14. On the other hamb if subscribers to the old fund, wdio liavc not completed a re- 
sidence of twenty-two years, are prevented from becoming subscribers to the new 
fund, and if the co-operation of your |4onourahlc Court be in consequence withheld, 
the Bengal servants will enjoy this advantage over tijose of Madras, that thvy w’ill 
possess an adequate retiring J'und of annuities of £1,000, while the Madras servants 
will possess only an insuflk'ic'nt retiring fuml of annuities of £(XX)- The Bengal ser- 
vants would virtually be guaranteed the offer of an annuity of £1,(KK) after twenty-five 
years* service, while those of Mjulras would have to wait their turn for annuities of 
£600. This advantage, enjoyed by the liengal servants over those of Madras, would 
in effect be the consequence of the Madras servants having, with the warm appro- 
bation and liberal aid of your Honourable Court, set the example of a retiring annuity 
fund. 

15. It is obvious, therefore, that the difference between the a<lvaniagcs enjoyed by 
the two servicer, w ill bo much less in degree if the Madras servants are allowed to 

‘ retain provisionally their right to an annuity of £GfX), than if they are required to re- 

linquish that right, and moreover, that the difference will every year grow smaller, 
and before many year^ will be at\in end. Wc entertain a confident belief, that upon 
this explanation the objection of your Honourable Court will be no longer entertained; 

. and pending a further reference on that point, wc shall not deem it necessary to with- 
draw your Ifonoiirable Courtis co-operation from the new fund, though the subscribers 
to the old fund should not feel themselves at liberty to relim|iiish their claims upon 
tijat institution htffore their claims upon the new fund are e.stahlishcd. Indeed, a very 
great degree oi embarrassment, and of iAclividual hardship, would be experienced, if 

the 
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the issue of the annuities upon the new fund were to be suspended. Servants would 
cither’be prevented from Retiring in the interval, or would need toVetire with an un- 
certainty what provision were they to enjoy for the rest of their Jives, and a general 
appreiiension and want of confvlencc^ would prevail throughout the service. 

IG. In the coui’sSe whicli we j)roposc to follow we trust that w'e shall only anticipate 
the sanction of your Honourable Court, and act in the manner which you will wish us 
to have done, after you receive the explanation now offered. We shall be happy, at 
as early a period as may be convenient, to be honoured with your instructions for our 
future guidance.

amount iiayable upon tlie grant of annuities from the old fund sliall he the same as

Para. 2, In reference to the32d and 33d paras.* of your Honourable Court’s letter 
of tJie 31st of December iast, submitting certain propositions for modifying the an- 
iiiiity-braiich of the Bombay Civil Fund, we beg to transmit to your Honourable Court 
copy of a letter from the Civil Fund Committee, dated the 22d of October, witR its 
enclosures, announcing the assent of the civil service to the rate of subscription re- 
quired in the 33d para, Af your despatch^ and submitting for your sanction a mode of 
uniting the plan proposed by your Honourable Court with their present annuity fund, 
which they trust may be considered iirdperation from the l.st of May last- They state 
three auiiuities each year as the proportion for Bouibuy, and at the same time solicit 
your consent to ctM'Lain alterutions in the plan suggested in your Honourable Court’s 
despatch. 

3. Ill forwarding these documents we beg to observe, that the expectation that tijc 
contributions of the civil servants of Bombay will be made Jto bear the same relation 
to th^ir salaries as those of the Bengal establishment seems perfectly reasonable ; and 
as this proposal especially refers to this establishment, we beg strongly to recommend 
it to your Honourable Conn’s favourable consideration ; nor can we withhold our 
support from the points adverted to in the letter addressed to us by your civil servants, 
which have reference to the peculiar situation of the service under this presidency. 

4. The other subjects alluded to in paragraph 13, to which the Civil Fund Com- 
mittee have entreated our recommendation to the full and favourable coiisiderutioii of 
your Honourable Court, apply Vith equal force to the three presidencies, and wc 
therefore leave them to the judgment of your Honourable Court. 

5. The subject of this despjatch is one of so much interest to your civil service, that 
we doubt not it will receive your Honourable Court’s earliest consideration j and that 
you will authorize the annuity-plan which may be sanctioned for this presidency to be 
considered in operation from the 1st of ^ May last, so that the first annuities may be 
offered for acceptance as soon as practicable after the Ist of May 1826.

Para 2. W» proceed to communicate to you our sentiments and directions upon t!ie 
measures, which, as reported to us in your letter dated the 17th November 1825, you 
have taken in consequence of tl!e intiftiatioii conveyed to you in the thirty-second nnd * 
thirty-tjiird paragraph^ of our despatch dated the 31st December 1824, of our wish to 
extend to the civil servants upon your establishment the same advantages in respect of 
retirement as we have granted to the civil servants upSn the Bengal establishment. 

' 3. The civil fund at your presidency may be divided into two brandies, the corn- 
passionate branch and the annuity-branch.^ The aggregate capital of both brandies 
appears to have amounted, on the 30th of April 182i>, to 11,73,035 rujiees. 

4. The trustees, in view to giving effect to the new annuity plan, have deemed it 
expedient to divide the capital in the proportion of 0,39,702 rupees to the charitfjble- 
branch, a«d 5,33,333 rujiees to the aniiuity-brauch. * 

5. The contribution of subscribers to both branches is according llo a scale propor- 

tioned to their rank and emoluments. Our contribution is £2,8(X) per amnim, in 
addition to which we allow interest upon the balance of the fund at the rate of eight 
per cent, per annum. » 

G. The fund provides for the grant of such number of annuities of £400, as from 
time to time it may bo able to maintain to servants who had served tw^elvc years, In- 
cluding three years' absence, and servants having completed that term, may quit tlio 
service, return to England, and be deemed enjitled to anuukics in order of seniority. 

7. Under these arrangements, there are now on the fund eighteen annuitants, at 
£KX) each, and there arc thirteen expectants of aniiujtants of the same amount. 

8. It is projiGsed that the wlioki of these claims shall be transferred to the new 
annuity fiind^ and that that fund be credited with the bofore-inentioiicd capital of 
5,33,333 rupees. 

It is also proposed that our contribution of £2,8(X) per annum shall be credited 
wholly to the annuity-branch, so long as any of the old annuities shall remain j and 
that tlie charity-bnmch be credited w'ith the difference between eight an<l six per cent, 
interest on the annuity- branch capital of 5,33,333 rujices, as w^ell.as with interest at 
eight per cent, on its own capital. *• 

10. We cannot approve of the priutiplc upon which this amount of capital has been 
considered applicable to the deniurids upon the, fund for annuities. Mr. Wedderburn 
1ms proceeded in liis calculation upon an assumption that the charitablc-branch slunihl 
be rendered ‘M'lilly equal to all demands upon it witliout any separate subscription.” 
We are at a loss to understand why this principle should have been assumed, or by 
wdiat rule the advantages arising from the charitable fund arc to be uc<juirefl or dis- 
tributed, if no further contributions are to be made by existing members, ami none 
whatever by future members of your civil service. Our civil .servants in Bengal <m. n- 
tribute for a similar purpose, at a rate amounting, on the average, to more tiian one 
per cent, upon their salaries, and those of Madras, at 2^ per cent, tipop tlieir salaries 
for sixteen years, and wc see no reason why our Bombay servants should he exempted 
from a similar contribution. The result of this exemption would be that, in order tp 
enable the new annuity fund to pay the annuities chargeable upon the old Innd, our 
contribution must be proportionately and considerably augmented beyoml the large 
amount, which provision, for the advantages conceded to your civil servants by the 
new fund, will require. 

11. We desire that you will cause it to be distinctly understood that, before our 
consent is given to the establishment of the new annuity fund at your presidency, we 
shall expect that our civil servants engage to feubscribe permanently to the charitab)<*- 
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1. branch of the objects embraced by the civil fniid, at a rate not less than one per cent.

12. We shall adhere to our determination, already made* known to our seyyautsj of 
refusing all relief to the families of civil servants dying in reduces! circumstances who 
shall not become subscribers to the fund for the clmriUible purposes in question. 

13. We further desire that we may be furnished annually willi a report of the state 
of the charity fund, »in order tfnit we may know how far it may be necessary that the 
subscription should be modihed, it being our positive determination to require that 

. the stability and security of that useful institution should be upheld by the contribu- 
tions of our servants. 

14. With tin? qualifications which we have explained, we acquiesce in*the above 
iirrangements proposed by the Trustees, with a distinct understanding, tliat the capital 
that may be transferred on account of the annuities of the old fund is finally to merge 
in the new fund ; that the number of annuities of £400 shall at no time exceed 
eighteen, and that so soon as all claims up^n the old fund arc satisfied, the contri- 
bution from the Company of £2,800 per uilnurn will entirely cease. 

15. It is further proposed by the Trustees that, in computing the amount to be paid 
. ,hy each subscriber U[)on becoming an annuitant, credit be given for the princijuil 

amount of his subscriptkm to the old fund ; but as those subscriptions were partly in 
aid of the compassionate iSranch, we can only allow of the subscribers having credit 
lor such proportion as the capital transfeiycd to meet the annuities bears to the whole

10. The Trustees request that wc will sanction ^he grant to your civil servants of 
annuities, ^^at one-fifth Ife than the purchase- money required of subscribers in Ben- 
gal/' and this application is grounded upon a comparison between the salaries of the 
Bengal and the Bombay servants. • ^ 

17 * We must here observe/ that the Question of salaries is distinct from that of 
annuities. ^ 

IvS. We cannot, for an instant, admit the*. claim of your servants to catus^ideration 
merely because their salaries arc upon a lower sqalc than tliosc of Bengal. The sala- 
ries of your civil servants have of late years been much increased, and are at least as 
large as is compatible with the generalstatc of our finances, and with the consideration 
that the revenues of Bombay arc still as inadequate to meet the charges as before the 
late annexations of territory.' 

19i Upon the question of annuities, we consider that all that your servants have any 
right to expect is that they may be placed upon an equal footing with the servants of 
Bengal aiul Madras, and that the present application, which solicits greater advantages 
than have been granted to those servants, is altogether inadmissible. 

20. We must also decline to sanction the modification proposed by the Trustees in 
respect of the periods necessary to qualify for the acceptance of annuities, of the pre- 
ininin for an annuity in the case of a subscriber wftpse health is precaiious, and of the 
payment of the annuity in the year in which the annuitant may <lie. 

21. Referring to the principle explained in paragraphs 49 to 51 of our despatch to 
. the Government of Bengal, dated the 8th of December 1824, we have determined that 

the number of annuitie.s to 6e granted annually to civil servants upon your establish- 
fiient shall be three ; which number, however, is to include any of £4(K) to persons 
not yet retired from the service, either by resignation, or by an absence of more than 
five years from India, as well us any of £1,000 under the new plan. 


22 . In 
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22. In order to accomplish this obje<;t, a larger proportionate contribution than is I. 

allowed to the Bengal Fund will probably be required from the Company; because, axmititV inrNn 

as the Bengal allowances are upon a larger scale than those of Bombay, the annual 

contributions of the service, in the shape of per-centage upon salaries', will be pro- No. 3. Rombav. 
portionately larger in Bengal ttfan at*Bombay ; but, on the other hand, the eventual • 

paynienj^s in the shape ^of fines, or difference between the aggregate of annual contri- 
butions, and half the value of the annuity to be received from annuitants who have 
not subscribed, or who have ngt long subscribed to the old fund at Bombay, may be 
larger than the sum to be received from annuitants in Bengal. 

23. Another circumstance, therefore, wliich may occasion the necessity of a larger 

proportionate contribution of the Company to the now fund upon your establislmient 
is, that as most of the subscribers have already contributed to tlie old fund, a propor- 
tion of those contributions will go in reduction of the sums payable by annuitants * 
upon theq* becoming such. « , 

24. Your Accountant-General has c<alculated that four per ccnt.^iipon salaries will 
produce an Income of 64,000 rupees per annum. Following the principle of the 
Bengal plan, our contribution would be of equal amount. Your AccouiUaiit-General 
has made a calculation to show that 1,60,000 rupees would be necessary, but tliis cal- 
culation is erroneous, being founded updh the principle of the purchase-money for an 
annuity being one-fiflti less than that required in Bengal, and of the subscribers to 
the old fund having credit for the full amount of their subscriptioiiEf. 

25. You will instruct your Accountant-General to make a prospective calculation* * 

of the progress of the new fund at your pixjsidency, fouiiHed upon the principles 
which we have stated, and embracing the period comprised in the prospective cal- 
culation included in our despatch to the Governmpnt of Bengal, dated the 8th of 
December 1824. » * 

26. This eompiUation w ill enable you to judge how far an annual contribution on 
our part, equal in amount to the contributions of our civil servants, is likely to render 
thectiijld ade(|uate to the probable demands upon it. If a contribution of this sum 
shall be shouni lobe inadequate, we authorize you to increase it accordingly, provided 
that it shall not exceed, for the present, the |uni of one lac of rupees. You wdll be 
enabled to adjust the actual results to the necessity of the fund every five years, as 
directed in the 62(1 paragraph of our despatclrto the Bengal Government, so that the 
Company’s contribution from year fo year may not materially vary in amount, and 
may ultiiiiately be fixed and determined at the sum necossury to enable the fund to 
grant three annuities annually. We also authorize you to credit the new' fund with 
interest upon the balances, at the rate of six per cent, per annum. 

27* Wc shall not object to the new fund being brouglft into operation from the 1st 
of May 1825 ; that is to s&y, that the contributions of the service, and of the Company, 
shall commence from that date ; and that the first set of annuities shall commence 
from the 1st of May 1826. 

28. On reference to the 18th clause of the Bengal plan, and to our remarks tlicretin, 
you will oDserve, that a residence of five years is prescribed as a necessary qualifica- 
tion to the acceptance of an annuity for all civil servants not in India, nor on their 
passage thither, upon the 1st of IJ^fay 1825, the date when it is intended to institute 
the fund, cxceping only sucli as may be absent within the limits of the Company’s 
charter, and may return to India without previously coming to Europe.” 

29. Although we have permitted the new' fund at your presidency, to take effect 

from the 1st of May 1825, yet as servants in England, or coming to England, could 
not have foreseen that circumstance, we think that it would be inequitable to impose 
a residence of five years on such as were not in India, or on their way thither on 
that day. •

30. We 
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30«, We hare therefore determined that the obligation to retide five years previously 
NtriTV FUND, to the acceptance of an annuity, shall be applied to all seryants, who being iq Cng- 
'■ land, or on the way to England, when the new regulations were assented to at Bom- 

3. Bombay, bay, and not having therefore yet assented to them, shall not be in India, or on the 
way thither, on or before the 1st day of March next. ' 

31. An intimation to this effect will be conveyetl to the agents of the Civil J^und in 
England, for the information of the parties interested.

EXTRACT of Public Letter from Bombay, ilatcd 19th July 1^8. 

Para. 2. Civil Fund. In our despatch of 23d October 1827 ^ve acknowledge the 
receipt of your Honohrable Court’s despatch of the 15th November 1826, on the sub- 
ject of the proposition made by the civil service of this presidency, with reference 
to the offer made by youf Jlonourable Court to extend to this presidency the benefits 
of an annuity fund, on $hc same principles as that provided for the Bengal civil ser- 
vice, and stated that we should answer it Riore at large as .soon as we were possessed 
of the requisite information. * * ^ • t 

3. On the 17th May preceding we had communicated to the trustees .of tlte civil 
fund, and to the Accountant-general, copies of your despatch, desiring the former 
to submit to us annually a report of the state of the compassionate branch of tim owil 
fund as required in the 13th paragraph of despatch, and calling on tlie.Iatter to frame 
and furnish to us the prospective calculation alluded to in the 25tb paragraph of the 
same despatch. 

4. On the 3d January 1828 wc receiVed a fetter from the Accountant-general, for- 
warding two plans for an annuity fund ; but as neither of these was exactly in con- 
formity with your Honourabfe Court’s instructions, as conveyed in your despatch of 
the 15th November 1826, we rcttirned’tbem to that gentleman, requesting to be fur- 
nished with one entirely oii the basis prescribed by you. 

5. It occurred to us that it would be useful on this occasiou to place, in a condensed 
form,*before the Accountant-general and the trustees of the civil fund, the conditions 
on which your Honourable Court proposed to establish a new annuity fund fur the 
civil service of this establishment. 

6. These conditions, as taken from your despatch of the 15th November 1826, we 
accordingly stated to the Accountant-general, and the trustees, to be the following. 
Supposing of course tliat your Honourable Court’s sclieme was concurred in by two- 
thirds of the civil service, and that the civil service iferee to subscribe one per cent, on 
salaries to a fund for the benefit bf widows and children of deceased civil servants, 
for on the accomplishment of these preliminary conditions your Honourable Court’s 
consent to establish the aqouity fund was stated to depend. 

First, That the capital of the old civil fond should be divided as directed by the 
Court, and the amount thus found to belong to the annuity-branch be assigned to the 
new annuity fund to be constituted. , 

Second, 
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Second, That the annuities to be placed by the new annuity fund at the disposal of 
the service should be three (3) of £1,000 each, except that any £40Q annuity, granted 
under the circumsuinces specified in the 21st paragraph of the Court’s d^patcb, 
should be reckoned as one of tt)e said three (3) annuities* * 

Third, That the civil servants subscribing to the fund should contribute to the fund ’ 
4 }>€r cxint. on salaries! 

Fourth, That the Company, should contribute to the fund an equal amount. 

• Fifth, That subscribers to the fund, qualified by service as you prescribe, taking 
annuities of £1,000, should pay fines agreeably to the table laid down by you, and 
(with reference to subscriptions to the oldTiuul) agreeably to th*e 15th paragraph of 
your despatch. 

Sixth, That the Company, as stated in paragraph 20 of your despatch, should give ' 
such furtj;ier contribution, beyond the amount subscribed ynder the 4th conclition, as 
may be necessary to effect the ends of the fund, provided that its cotitribution under 
the 4th and (ith conditions should not in the whole excecil, for the present, the sum of 
1,00,000 rupees per annum. 

7 . We at the same time instructed tlie Accountant-general, that in case he found it 
impossible to frame a permanent plah^ exactly upon these conditions, in conse- 
quence of the Company's contribution under the 4tb and 6ih conditions (limited as it 
is at present to the sum of 1,00,(X)0 rupees), being inadequate to'the object of ena- 
bling the fund to furnish three (3) annuities annually, he would then enter the* 
amount of the Company’s contribution under the (hh cohditioii, at such sum as 
would make the whole contribution of the Company amount to 1,00, (XX) rupees 
a year^ and would specify the additional ainoiiiit required as “further amount 
required to complcte the Company’s contribution So* as to effect at present its final 
object.” Sipcc it was your Honourable Court's intentions, as stated in the2(>th para- 
graph of yoOr despatch, that the Company’s contribution sfiould ultimately be fixed 
an^ <|ctermincd at the sum necessary to enable the fund to grant three (3) annuities 
aiinumly.” 

8. Of the trustees we requested a speedy communication of the sentiments of the 
civil service, informing them at the same time that if the decision ol the service were 
in favour of accepting your Honourably Count’s offers, we would tleclare the fund 
to be duly constitute<l as above described, and in operation ; under which arrangement 
the Company would forthwith contribute, under tiie»Gth condiiion, such sum as 
might be requisiJe to enable the fund to provide three (3) annuities annually, provided 
that the Company’s contribution under the, 4th and Oih conditions should not for the 
presiMit exceed in the whole 1,00,000 rupees per aiiAiim ; and if the said sum of 
1,(K),000 rupees should be iiiatleqnate tg enable the fund to provide three (3) annuities 
annually, that we would, besides declaring the fund in operation so far as its ineatis 
might extend, recommend to your Honourable Court that the Company’s contribu- 
tion might be increased to such amount as might be required to fulfil, at once, ^the 
eventual intention of your Honourable Court, as expressed in the 26th paragraph of 
your despatch of the 15th November 1826. 

9. 1'he Accoiiniaut-general, in his reply of the 29th January, forwarding a scheme 
fconstructed as we \vd\Q dirccteu him, staled that, the permanent operation of the 
scheme, supposing three (3) annuities were taken every year, would require an 
addition to the contribution to the amount of about 23,0(X) rupees. 

. 10. The Accouiitant-gonerars report, and hisaiinuitj'^sc'heme, were communicated ' 
to the trustees of the civil fund, and the desire of Government repeated for ^ speedy 
cotiimunicatioii of the decision of the civil .«iervice. 

11. On the 9th Fobruarv w'e received the*report of the trustees, communicating to 
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j. US tl*e acquiescence df the civil service, with only two exceptions^ in the establish* 

AKKiri tV fund, tnent of the new ftnnoity fund on the prescribed condition^ 

12. ^fhe trustees at the same time observed, that as the subscribers had contributed 

No. Bombay. 4 per cent, on salaries from the 1st May 1825, to the /innuity branch of the new fund, 
• and as your Honourable Court had communicated your consent in the 27th para, 
of your despatcli of the 16lh November 1826, that the first «et of annuities shquld 
commence from the 1st May 1826;” annuities for 1826 and 1827 were of course 
available, and would, they presumed, be so declared by Government ; and they took 
it also for granted, that annuities not accepted in the year when declared open, would 
in like manner in fqture be available unt^l duly taken up. 

13. Adverting also to the fact established by the Accountant- generars letter and its 

enclosure, that the fund could not with its present means open three annuities of 
£1,000 annually ; and considering that it was at the commencement of the system that 
the 'demand for annuitie<« would probably be the greatest, the trustees submitted an 
earnest solicitation, in the name of the civil service, that we would, without loss of 
time, in prosecution of your Honourable Court’s considerate intentions, procure 
from your Honourable Court, authority to increase the Company’s contribution to 
such extent as to put the fund in full operation, by enabling it Co grant (3) three 
annuities annually.” • * 

14. We have acpordingly, in our reply to the Trustees, informed them that the fund 
is duly constituted, and in operation, and that two unnuities for 1826 and 1827 res- 

■ pcctively are available, and have requested them to report to us the Jftaines of the gen* 
tiemen entitled, and wilfiNg to take them on the prescribed eoiulitioii. 

15. On the 27th of February the Accountant-general addressed a letter to us, point* 
ing out a misapprehension under yvhich these proceedings appeared to have been 
adopted. We accordingly revised the scheme wWch had been proposed to the ser- 
vice, under the understanding that the Accountant-general had framed it agreeably 
to your orders, and withdrew the sanction wc had given to it on the 15lh of that 
month. An inadvertent inaccuracy in one of the statements furnished wds alsa dis- 
covered ; and these circuinstaoces will account fur the ]>rotrac*ied dday which has 
occurred in making our final report to your Honourable Court. • 

16. It is not necessary to enter into the details of these discussions ; we beg to refer 
to our proceedings, from which you will perceive that wc proposed to the civil service, 
by our Secretary’s letter of the 26th April, the irunsfer of a proportion of the capital 
of the old fund, amounting tb 6,23,000 rupees, six lacs and twenty-three thousand. 
After furnishing the Committee with preliminary information, which* they required to 
enable them to submit the ai^rangement for the votes of the service, they took occa- 
sion, in reporting their readiness to comjily with our orders^ respectfully to bring to 
our notice the principle adopted by the Madras civil service, in regulating the amount 
of capital to be assigned to the annuity*brauch of the new fund at that presidency, viz. 
that of appropriating to the new fund a sum equal to the estimated value of all the 
annuities chargeable to the old fund. 

17 . The capital proposed to be assigned on this principle at Madras was (16,28,896) 
rupees sixteen lacs twenty-eight thousand eight hundred and ninety-six, or (£183^250} 
one hundred and eighty-three thousand two hundred and fifty pounds, and the 
Honourable Court agreed to this assignment in 11th para, of their reply to the Madras 
Government of the 10th of November 1826. The annuities chargeable on the old 

, Madras fund, after deducting the IQ payable by the Company, were 26 of (£400) 
four hundred pounds, (d^lO',^X)) ten thousand and four hundred pounds; and 
22 of (£600) six hundred pounds ; (£13,200) thirteen thousand and two hun- 
dred pounds; and (£10,400) ten thousand and four hundred .pounds ; (£i3,2(X)) 
thirteen thousand and two hundred pounch> : (£23,600) twenty-three thousand and six 

hundred 
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hundred powids. To apply this principle to the Bombay Civil Fund we would beg to 
observe) tliat there are chargeable ou tbe old Bombay fund, after deducting the seven 
annuitieti paid by tbe Honourable Company, (11) eleven annuities of (£400) four hun- 
dred pounds ; (£4,400) four thousand aud four hundred pounds ; and as (£23,600) 
twenty-three thousand and stx hundred pounds ; (£4,400) four thousand and four, 
hundred pounds ; (£183,*250) one hundred and eighty-three thousand two hundred and 
fifty pounds; (£^,1:^) thirty- four thousand one hundred and twenty-two pounds, or 
(3,03,306) rupees, three lacs)hree thousand three hundred and six, being the capital 
•that ought at this presidency to be assigned to the annuity-branch of the new fund. 

18. The following brief view was also given of the earlier proceedings of tiie fund, 

in the confident hope of ieading us to acquiesce in, or recommend a more favourable 
division of capital than had been directed by our letter of the 2d May. The original 
measure proposed for improving our old fund,” (they state) was the establishment of 
an annuity-s^eme of (£600) six hundred pounds, which having been agreed to by the 
service, was submitted to the Honourable Court by Government pn the 25th August 
1824. Tbe subscriptions for this scheme commenced from the 1st May preceding, 
by a levy of (3) three per cent, on salaries, of which (1) one per cent, was assigned 
to the charitable, and (2) two per cent, to the annuity-branch ; but the Honourable 
Court, in their despatch of the 31sf .December 1824, proposed that the Bengal 
annuity-plan of (£1,000) one thousand pounds should be ingrafted on the Bombay 
Civil Fund.” • ' 

19. On the 22d June 1825, Mr. Wedderburn presentetl an annuity-scheme to the 

service, ingrafting the Bengal annuity-plan bn the Dombtfy Civil Fund, on tiie prin- 
ciple of the subscribers to tiie old fund being credited for the full amount of their 
subscriptions to it in their payments to flie ne\^ fund ; and of the ser\’ice generally 
obtaining their annuities at one-fifth less than was required to be paid under tbe 
Bengal plan ; and assigning rupees (6,39,702.1.67) six lacs thirty-nine thousand seven 
hundred and two, one -quarter and sixty- seven reas, to the charitable, and (5,33,333) 
rupees, five lacs thirty three thousand three hundred and thirty-three, to the annuity- 
branch. The service assented to this scheme, and. subscriptions were levied from 
the 1st of May [Receding, at the rate of (4) four per cent, on salaries and emolu- 
ments for the annuity, and (1) one per cent, for the cbaritable-bvancb. This scheme 
was submitted to Government on tiie 22d* October 1825, for transmission to tbe 
Honourable Court, and certain modifications were urged by tbe Trustees on that, 
occasion. * 

20. The despatch of the Honourable Court of tbe 15th November 1826, negatived 
tlte principal modifications urged by the Trustees, aqd required certain alterations 
in the propo8e<l methocl of uniting the old and new funds. One important alteration 
related to the division of capital in these words, “ we cannot approve of the principle 
upon which this amount of capital, viz. (5,33,3^) rupees, five lacs thirty-three thou- 
sand three hundred and thirty-tliree, lias been considered applicable to the demands 
upon the fiind for annuities. Mr. Wedderburn has proceeded upon an assumption 
tiiat the ciiaritable-branch should be rendered fully equal to all demands upon it, 
witliout any separate subscription.” Tbe Honourable Court then proceeds to require 
that we should subscribe to tbe charitable-branch at a rate not less than (I) one per 
cent., and expects that, as a less capitiil will then suffice fqr the purposes of that 
branch, a proportionate addition be made to the amount of capital to be transferred 
to tbe new annuity fund, to meet the charge of the annuities of (£400) four hundred 
. pounds, which are proposed to be borne upon that fund.” 

21. But on referring to these two plans, your Honourable Court will perceive that 
a subscription of (4) one per cent., to tbe charitable-branch, was provided for both 
in the original annuity-scheme of (£600) slk hundred pounds, and in the subsequent 

scheme 
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scheme of (£1^000) one thousand pounds ; that the charitable*braneh was not pro- 
posed to be renderj^ independent of a separate subscription*; and, consequently^ that 
your Honourable Court has, we humbly conceive, been led to exp^ a larger portion 
of capital than (5,39,333) rupees, five lacs thirty-*three thousana three hundred and 
«thjrty->three, for the annuity-branch, under a misftppre^ension of our purpose. 

22. On these grounds, the Committee having shown that thesuifiof (3,03,305) fupetis, 
three lacs three thousand three hundred and six, is sufficient to provide for all the an* 
unities of (£400) four hundred pounds, which are propbsed to be borne on the new. 
annuity fund at this presidency, after deducting the seven paid by the Honourable 
Company on the priivciple established by the Madras civil service, and acquiesced in 
by your Honourable Court, earnestly solicited us to take the subject again into our 
.serious consideration, as whatever capital may be transferred on account of the 
annuities of the old fuiul will finally merge in the capital of the new fund ; and so 
soon as all claims upon the old fund arc satisfied, the contribution from the ^mpany 
of (£2,800) two rtiovisand and eight hundred pounds, per annum, will entirely cease. 

23. Under *the circumstances thus brought to our notice, it appeared to us to be 
consistent with the intention of your Honourable Court to guarantee that no larger 
sum than (5,33,333) rupees, five lacs thirty-t^rec thousand three hundred and thirty- 
three, should be transferred to the annuity fund, that division of their capitm not 
having been originally proposed with any view of rendering the compassionate fund 
independent of future subscriptions, but accompanied by a resolution of the civil ser- 
vk*e, expressly providing that (1) one per cent, on salaries should be paid tOiCnable 
it to meet the expected deii^aiids on it. * 

24. Wc beg to recomtnend to your Honourable Court, with reference to the prin- 
ciple sanctioned for the Madras «ivjl service, that the sum of (£34,132) thirty-four 
tbousuiul one hundred and thirty-two pounds, or (3}03,306) rupees, three lacs three 
thousand three hundred and six. be approjiriated to meet the elevefi annuities 
chargeable upon the old fund. The Accountant-general has, it should he observed, 
stated in iiis letter of the 2d May 1828, the annuitants, according to the Nortliamptdu 
Tables, to be at (8) eight per cent., worth seven and a half years* purchase, and at (6) 
six per cent., about nine years* purchase 

26. We beg to refer to the minute reeprded on this occasion by Mr. Warden, as 
placing the grounds of our present recommendation In a strong point of view : Mr. 
Goodwill dissented from this measure. 

2(>. Tlie Accountfiut-gencral luis handed up a prospective statement, framed in con- 
forniily with your Honourable Court*s orders, assuming a capital of (£60,000) sixty 
thousand pounds, or (5,33,333) rupees, five lacs thirty-tlirce thousand three hundred 
and thirty-three, shoudng that if three annuities are accepted in each year, a sum ot 
(10,000) rupees, ten tHousand per annum will be required by the subscription of the 
Honourable Company in addition to the amount of (1,00,000) rupees, one lac, stated 
ill your Honourable Courl*s letter, under rejily, as probably sufficient. 

27 . We do not perceive any provision in your despatch of 15th November 1906 

exactly bearing upon the inquiry of the Trustees relative to the availability until duly 
taken up, of anuuities subsequently declared open, and not taken up in the year when 
declared open ; but oqusideriug (hat the period when annuities are taken up can 
make no difiereuce to the Company, and that the principle for ikeidingthU question 
is in fact established by your directions, regarding the coinmencement of the first set 
of annuities, wer have settkd«this jKiint in the affirmative, which measure we find,, 
from tlie procecilings of the Bengal civil service, accords with the interpretation 
adopted at that presidency. ^ 

28. We have also no hesitation in complying witii the wish of tbeTrustees to request

Bombay 
there is, we apprehend, abuddant reason to believe that the number of accepted, 
annuities for a serief of years will by no means equal three for each year ; and as 
unaccepted annuities *cost Company nothing, the amount of the Company's con- 

tribution will evidently be 0 that extent diminished, and will probably in the end 
■be fcHuid scarcely to exceed the sum of 1,00,000 rupees per annum. . 

29. The Trustees, in a letter of the 9th gf Februa^ last, have .entreated ns to inter- 

cede with your Honourable Court, with the view of procuring a re-consideration of 
your resolution as conveyed in the 20lh paragraph of your despatch of the 15th No- 
vember 1826, that no payment of an annuity, or of any part of it, should be made fof 
the yearmfUie annuitant’s death. , 

30. The Trustees obsen'c that the direct intention and operation bf the boon they 

solicit, which is a payment of a proportion of the annuity answering to the portion 
of the year expired on the annuitant’s death, are to afford relief to the surviving 
memters of a family deprived of its head, whose death occasioning the cessation of 
a valliable annuity, adds to their natural-grief a severe pecuniary loss; and it may well 
be anticipated the pressure of pecuniary difficulties, since it is the limited fortune 
ordinarily realizable by the civil servants of the Company in' present times, that has 
given |ise to tlie establishment of the annuity system. . . 

31. “ The question,” they continue, is'not one which requires to be discussed at 
length ; the objects of our request are obvious at first sight, aud appreciable at once 
in their full force by every heart ; it is tliu^f, therefore, that we again present it to the 
consideration of your Honourable Board, and the Honourable Court, venturing to 
hope that the difficulties, apprehended or real, which must have operated to prevent 
its concession, may still in the end be happily removed. What tliese difficulties may 
liuve been we cannot pretend to show ; if it were thought that considerable addi- 
tional expense would have been occasioned to the Cpmpany, we would respectfully 
submit, whether- this consideration, which we should be- glad to find over-rated, 
does not strongly eviqce the severity of the privation to individuals ; if confusion and 
irregularity in accounts, from the introduction of broken periods were apprehended, 
we would beg most respectfully to .suggest wlietfaer the portion, of the annuity due to^.^ 
the deceased annuitant for the expired quarters of the-years, at tlic time of his death,' 
might not be paid to his estate ; this modification of the solicited boon, we beg to 
represent, would constitute aid to individuals, bestowed too at a juncture of affliction 
and difficulty, while it would not be burdensome to thdComqany ; and would be in no 
way prejudicial to that Iregularity and. facility of adjustment which we know, are so 
requisite for the public accounts.” 

32. We have informed the Tru.stecs that wc will submit their request to the favour- 
able consideration of your Honourable Court, a pledge whicli we tiuve accorcifogly 
now. the honour to redeem ; and we cannot but add, that we shall learn with much 
pleasure that your Honourable Court, in finally establishing so important an arrange- 
ment as a provision by pension for the retired civil servants of this establishment, 
has been pleased to grant, eitlier in its original or. modified s)iape, the apparently not 
unreasonable f&vour to which your kind attention is solicited. If viewed as an arrange- 
ment for granting pensions, we would respectfully submit that in every other branch of 
, the service your liberality allows pensions to be enjoyed fot life ; ii, as* an improvement 
of the annuity funds before existing, we beg to inform your Honourable Court that 
the annuities have always been payable up to the day of the annuitant's death.

Report proceedings for the institution for our consideration and decision upon

3. The aggregate of the capital amounted on the 30th of April 1825 to 11,^,035’ 
rupees, of which the. Trustees proposed ^o allot 6,39,702 rupees to the charitable 
branch, and 5,33,333 rupees to the annuity-branch. 

4. In our despatch to you, dated the 15th November 1826, we objected to such a 
division, from an apprehension, founded upon your Accountant-general's statement, 
dated the S5tb of June 18S5, 4hat the allotment of so large a proportion a$6,39}702 ru- 
pees was suggested \rith a view of making the charitalble branch independent of any 
separate subsoription from the servants, and we directed the calculation to be 
revised upon tlie principle of the servants subscribing at least one per cent, to that 
branch.

5. From the explanations contained in yoiiV present despatch, and its accotnpani* 
nieiit«, we perceive, that a capital of 6,39,702 rupees, as before proposed, will not 
provide an income which, when added to a subscription of one per cent, per annum 
otr official salaries, will be^ more than sufficient to enable the charitable- branch to 
satisfy the probable claims *upon it; and we therefore approve of your resolution 
limiting the capital transferred to the annuity- branch to 5,33,333 rupees, and we 
direct that the sum of 5,33,333* rupees he the amount transferred to the new 
annuity fund* The subscribers to the old fund are«to he entitfed to credit in the 
accounts of the annuity fund, for such an amount only of their subscription to the 
old fund as is proportioned to the amount of capital transferred* 

6. In return for this capital the annuity fund will bear the charges not only of 
the £400 annuities now existing* under the provisions of the old fund, but those also 
which may be granted to claimants not yet possessed of that descriiptioii of annuity, 
the annuity fund being credited with our subscription to the old fund of £2,^00 per 
annum, so long as any of these annuities sWhll remain. We observe, that in the 

.discussions which are recorded on the subject of* the division of the capital of the 
civil fund, some difference of opinion existed as to the amount that would be sufficient 
to meet the charge of the £400 annuities' In computing the present rvalue of those 
annuities, in order that it may be appropriated to meet itie charge of them, in con- 
formity to the priiicple upon wBicb provision is to be made for annuities from the new 
fund, you will not fail to make allowance for the continuance of the annuities to 
other claimants after the decease of the present aunuitants. 

7- From the calculation which your Accountant-general has made, it would seem 
that in order to enable the annuity fund to grant three annuities aimualiy, from the 
1st May 1826, a further subscription of 10, (XK) rupees per aiuium from the Company 
will be required. Considering, however, that it is at least doubtful whether so 
large a number of annuities will be accepted, and adverting also to the quinquennial 
adjustment of our contribution to the necessities of the Fund, as prijscribed in our 
despatch to you, dated the 15th November 1826, we deem it unnecessary and inex- 
pedient at present to make any addition to our subscription. You will understand 
Ciiat the number of three annuities in each year from the 1st May 18S6, inclusive of 
any of £4(X) that may fall to persons who were .still in the service at the date of the 
receipt by you of our despatch of the 15th November 1826, is available to subscribers 
duly qualified. « 

8. With 
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8. With respect to annuities not accepted in the year in which tlicy arc declared I. 

available, we must observp, that the number of annuities appointed to be offered in annuity nisu. 

each year to your civil service was Axed, with reference not only to the number of 

servants upon the establishment, but also to the important object ot protecting No. 3 Bonibav- 
the public service from suffering detriment by the removal of too many of its. 

officers at the same time.* If the whole of the unaccepted annuities, which may have 
acdhmuiatcd during several previous years, are allowed to be available to an indefi- 
nite period, there will he a, constant liability to the inconvenience which it has 
always been our design, to prevent. We therefore consider it indispensable that you 
should be vested with power to suspend the grant of all annuities beyond the 
number of six, which may be claimed, hi any one year, in chsc you should be of 
opinion that the granting of a larger number would operate prejudicially to the 
public service. * • 

9. We ^jiust decline to comply with the request of the T{;u8tees of the fund, that the 
representatives of a deceased annuitant may be paid the equivalent to a proportion 
of the annuity up to the period of his decease, it being a principle of the fund, and 
one attended to in all our calculations, that no payment shall be made for the year in 
which an annuitant may die. 

10. ^Having, by a despatch to Mad^as, dated 30th January 182&, paras. 2 and 
3, determined upon certain conditions to allow subscribers to the old fund at 
Madras upon subscribing to the new fund to retain their privllcg'cs under .the regu- 
lations of the tbriiicr institution, in case of failure from ill-health to complete tlio. 
period df residence prescribed in the new regulations, we dgehi it equitable to extend a 
corresponding indulgence to subscribers at your presidency similarly situated. 

11. We have therefore resolved to alloA^ to such, of the civil servants upon your 
establishment as were subscriber to the civil iiind cn the 1st of May 1825, the 
period from*which wc authorized the commencement of the new annuity fund, and 
who at the date of their liecoming stibscribers to that funil continued members of the 
civil fund, the privilege of retaining their rights in turn to annuities from the civil 
fund after a period of not less than tw elve years’ residence in India, in the event of 
tiicir failing to complete the term of twenty-two years’ residence, prescribed as the 
(pialificatiou of an annuitant from the new fund ; provided however tltat this indul- 
gence he limited to cases in which you shall be satisfied that the failure to reside 
twenty-two years has been caused by sickness, certified to be of such a nature as to _ 
render it improbable tliat the ])erson claiming the aniuuty can return to the service; 
and provided alsp, that the amount payable upon the grant of annuities from the old 
fund sliall be Ibe same as that prescribed in the regulations of that institution ; that 
the anuuitauts in the computation of tlie sums payable shall not he entitled to 
interest upon their contributions, wliich although allowed by the new fund, w'as not 
reckoned in the payment for an annuity from the j?ld fund ; and that such aimuiuiuts 
shall not be allowed tlic refund of any sum in which the accumulated amount of 
their subscriptions to the new fund may exceed the sum payable for the annuity as 
heforc-mentioued.

. Para. 3. In reference to the 23d and 24th jiaras. of our' letter of tlie 19th of July, 
stating that we had guaranteed that no greater sum of (5,33,333) rupees, five lacs 
thirty' three thousand three hundred and ihirty-threc, would be required to be trans- 
ferred to tlie annuity-branch of the Bombay Civil Fund, and recommending tliat 
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(3,03,306) rupees, three lacs three thousand three hundred and six, should be appro- 
priated to meet the eleven annuities chargeable upon tte old fund, we have the 
honour of drawing your Honourable Court’s notice to a letter from the Civil Fund 
Committee, stating that out of 122 subscribers to the fund at present in India, ninety* 
^eight have given their votes in favour of the proposition, and only one continues upon 
the old fund of the twenty-three subscribers who have not rcscorded their votes ; nine 
are by their covenants bound to belong to the new annuity fuild, and the reihaining 
fourteen were either nearly all absent on leave, or moving from their stations when 
the proposition was circulated, but as they continued to subscribe four per cent, on 
their salaries, they may be considered as belonging to the new^ annuity fund, vi^ith 
the exception of one,* who has intimated to the service his intention of reserving his 
vote, and his election of the fund to which he may belong, until a reply be received 
/roin your Honourable Court regarding the division of the capital. 

4. .We have the honour of referring your Honourable Court to the list submitted 
by the Civil Fund Committee of the subscribers to the old and new fund?, and to 
their observations that the statement of the provident-branch made up to the 30th of 
April last, is delayed in consequence of the non-reccipt of the account-current of 
the fund from the agents in England, but which is expected by the first ship, and 
as soon as it is received the statement requk'ed wilt be made and sent on for truns- 
mission to your Honourable Court. 

5. We beg to bl ing to your Honourable Court’s favourable consideration a letter 
frjom the Civil Fund Committee, representing the hardship to which a subscriber to 
the old fund, who joins Kip new annuity fund, is subjected, who is compelled from 
ill-health to leave India before he has completed the required service of twenty- two 
years’ actual residence in the country, and whose sickness is of such a nature as to 
render it impossible he can ever fetsirn to the service, and praying for the extension 
to the civil servants on this establishment of the shine indulgence which has been 
granted to those at Madrds, by allowing such of them as at the date oT becoming 
subscribers to the new annuity fund were members of the old civil fund, the 
privilege of retaining their right in turn to annuities after a period of not less thhii 
twelve years’ residence, in the levent of their failing from certified ill-health to com- 
plete the term of twenty-two years* residence in India, prescribed ds the qualification 
of an annuitant on the new fund.

(a) The*Board»*oiii the 30th September 1818, recorded thefr opinion, that cohslderhig the 
^at weight of business which fell upon (he chief secretar)^, the unwearied industry and attention 
with which he discharged it, and the length df time during which he had served, it was just and 
reasonable to augment his salary by ^‘200, making it up in the whole to £2,000 a year f and 

that in future it would be expedient that the secretanr’s salary commencing at £1,800 a year, 
should receive ah augmentation of £200 at the end of five years; of £200 at the end of seven 
years ; and of £300 (making in the whole £2,500) at the end of 10 years' Service/’ On the 25th 
June 1828, the secretary's salary was fixed at i/2,000, witlioufregard to length q^f service ; but ihe 
Board adverting to the*8tate of the finlAnces of the office, and to the power vested ip them by 
his Majesty’s warrant, of making such suspensions or abatement of the salaries therein allowed, 
as from time to time ^might to them appear necessary, in order that theVhole aroouri^ of. the 
salaries and expenses* of the Board might not exceed the sum of £26,000 in any one year,” 
directed that a suspension sliould be made of the salary of the secretary to the amount of £i2oo. 

(//) On the 25th June 1816, “The secretary, together with the assistant secretary and chief 
clerk, having represented to tlic Bqard that the number of clerks was by no means sufficient for 
the current miscellaneous business ; and having suggested the expediency of taking advantage 
of the resignation of the then assistant secretary to Tnci^ase the inimej^caT strength in the lower 
parts of the office, the Board determined not to nil up the office of chief clerk, the duties of 
which were to be performed by the secretaries, or under their superintendence, by the junior 
clerks, whose number it was intended to augment." JnpursUlmde of the Board's minute of 1 6th 
December 18^3, the title of “ accountant '^was chaneea to thal of “ senior clerk in cKaige of the 
department of accounts,” and the officer having suw cliarge is included among the six senior 
clerks. On the 25th April 1826, the Board found it necessary for the better management of 
the public business to separate the judicial from the revenue department, and to appoint a sixth 
senior clerk as head of the former.

(e) On the 15th April idea, the Board esqmssed theiyopimon ^at the office of deputy* 
accountant might propedy be abolished, and that the offish per^rming his duties should be 
“ assistent to the accbuntant. In the same year the Board deemed k advisabie to ^tdblish a. 
uev scale of mole {nHheir establishment, by Interposing six **fMistant clerks’* between the senior 
and the junior clerks. In 1814 there were ten clerks, (or including the precis writer, whose 
duties are now performed by the departmental clerks, eleven) below the rank of sraior. In 1630 
there are eighteen. Three were added on the abolition of the chief cl^kship (see note &)• On 
the 30th September 1B18, the Board took advantage of the saving produced bv the retirement 
of one of the senior clerks, who received a imecial allowance, not Continued to his succetijor, to‘ 
meet the increased and increasing business of the office by the appointment of two junior clerks/' 
On the 26th March 1820, another junior clerk was appointed; am on the 25th June 1828, the 
number of juniors was* inerdhsed by one more to its present number of twelve. The establish- 
ment of the Board now allows of the appointment of one senior, one assistant, and two junior 
clerks to each of the six departments into which it is divided, namely, secret and political, 
3b venue, judicial, military, public and ecclesiastical, and accounts. 


(efy The full salary attached to this officer is £500 ; but £50 of it is suspended for fhe reason 
given in note (a)f t 

(e) The full salbry attached to (hese officers is £150 each, but part is suspended ; see note (d)* 
(/) On the 7th May 1816, the secretary represented to the Board that he had been obliged 
constantly to employ a private secretary, and that should on many occasions have been dis- 
abled but for such assistance from executing the Board's orders with punctuality and dispatch ; 
and that few persons in official situations, such as he bad the honour to hold, were without the 
assistance of some confidehtial and personal clerk. Such assistance was accordingly allowed 
under the Board's minute of s^^th June 1816. 

{g) By the same minute the ‘Board directed, ** that in consideration of the laborious duties 
penormed by the librarian, and his assiduity and diligence," his salary should be iucrcased to 
£300 per annum. ^ * r 

{h) In pursuance of the same minute, the allowance to the assistant librarian was increased to 
£80 ; and in pursuance of a minute of February lotb, 1824, it was further increased to £100 per 
annum. '
